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Wedding Present Fashions 


and the Fate of Some Gifts 


The idea that prompted this article 
has become a cliché in collectanea, so 
you may have heard it at least once, 
and probably smiled reminiscently if 
it bounced bavk a second or third 
time. For, repeatedly, when private 
collectors are showing collections of 
old china, glassware and bric-a-brac, 
there is an explanation of how the 
collection began. Frequently, it start- 
ed because of a family heirloom, one 
highly cherished because it was “one 
of Grandma’s wedding presents ’way 
back in Victorian times.” 

Continuous repetition of the “Grand- 
ma” impetus has long provoked my 
silent question: “What else did 
‘Grandma’ receive as a_ bride—and 
what became of everything?” 

Eventually, some answers turned 
up in an old letter. They are enlight- 
ening, if not interesting, particularly 
in reflecting Victorian customs and 
fashions. Moreover, they include a 
custom explaining what became of 
“Grandma’s” gifts, and it’s one in- 
dulged in by her granddaughters to- 
day. 

In some respects, the letter may be 
considered authoritative. Just as Paris 
set clothing styles for Americans, so 
London set social precedents that 
were adopted or copied by Americans. 
The letter was penned in 1875 by a 
London lady to a New York friend 
who had asked advice on selecting a 
suitable wedding present for a distant 
cousin in England that she had never 
met. 


The Londoner began her letter say- 
ing, “Indeed, you flatter most gra- 
ciously by designating me ’an elegant 
lady of fashion.’ It delighted my hus- 
band and he has been fondly teasing 
me by addressing me as ‘Your Ele- 
gancy!’ Now he is finding it costly, 
as a lady of that title must live up 
to it and have sundry little luxuries, 
so I favor such title, and am indebted 
to You for it. My husband is in debt 
to shops and emporiums for the luxu- 
ries! 


“So be it with my personal prattle! 


“To answer your wedding present 
problem: I do attend numerous social 
affairs in spite of them being tiresome 
at times. But weddings never are! It 
is always interesting — sometimes 
quaintly amusing — to see the pres- 
ents showered upon the bride. We 
have no real rules to dictate the selec- 
tions of gifts. This is controlled by 
customs that possibly don’t yet exist 
in a country as young as America. So,

my dear, it would be out of place to 
send the silver spoons or carving set 
You propose.” 

Then, the Londoner explains, “It is 
not the fashion in England to give 
spoons and forks and soup-ladles and 
other household silver as wedding 
presents; it is taken for granted that 
in a family of any pretensions, they 
are already received, being the un- 
shown gifts of the bride’s parents or 
the bridegroom himself. 

“Jewelry is the accepted gift for 
those relatives on intimate family vis- 
iting terms, However, distant rela- 
tives, as with You, send the same sort 
of things as friends. These are orna- 
mental furnishings we call “knick- 
nacks,” and many are useful as well 
as beautiful to behold. 

“Weddings in England are prover- 
bial for the heavy showers of small 
presents they cause. Of late it has 
become the fashion for the bride to 
be deluged with gifts by her slightest 
acquaintances—men with whom she 
has danced half a dozen times, people 
struggling after a position in society 
and country neighbors whom she sees 
but once a year. So on entering an 
apartment filled with marriage gifts, 
You can imagine yourself at the fan- 
cy stall of a great charitable fair. 

“The china,” continues the letter, 
“generally announces itself honestly 
for what it is. And in a wide array 
of designs and colors there are vases, 
candlesticks, card-plates, bowls, 
plaques, figurines, sweetmeat dishes, 
match-stands, ete. Not a few of these 
are duplicated in glass and crystal, 
the latter exquisitely etched. But, the 
gifts in ormolu, leather and steel twist 
themselves into all kinds of mysteri- 
ous shapes, utterly delusive as to their 
intended offices, except when one 
houses a clock—and how many clocks 
are given to keep the new bride con- 
scious of the passing hours in her 
new home! 

“Seldom is there a bride who doesn’t 
receive among her gifts, one or more 
of those trifles that are beautiful in 
sentiment because they originated 
with our thrifty grandmothers, the 
chatelaine that hung at their girdles 
with sewing implements and keys, all 
representing the badge of domestic 
sovereignty! We have beautified and 
jeweled them out of all likeness to 
the origina] ones; they seem a re- 
proach to our modern lack of thrift 
practiced by the grandmothers who 
first wore them. 


“Then there always seems to be a 


small army of little table mirrors 
and colorful curios as a water-lily 
dish to hold fruit and a cupid hold- 
ing an open walnut for salt. Sets of 
plates for a very special use are 
among the novelties of late years. 
They include strawberry-plates made 
with a little hollow for the cream. 
Salad-plates are designed as half 
moons so they may fit snugly around 
the front of the dinner plate and take 
up less room on the table. The numer- 
ous odd conceits in Majolica ware are 
as confusing to me as they must be 
to the bride when she finally arranges 
them in her home.” 

Another popular bridal gift was a 
set of egg cups cleverly designed to 
give the impression the egg was be- 
ing served in the nest. The London 
lady describes it saying, “the bowl 
on the outside is of plaited brown 
twigs like anest, and inside is q soft 
white; the bowl-nest stands on a 
rugged, forked tree branch with one 
fresh green leaf still adhering to it. 

“And just as certain as she will 
receive egg cups, so the bride will 
be almost showered with pairs of 
charming little cream-jugs and sugar- 
basins for breakfast use or on ‘a 
calling tray’ when one is awakened 
in the morning. These are of white 
glass, either transparent or frosted 
and are gemmed around with little 
knots of ruby, emerald, sapphire, tur- 
quoise, topaz or cairngorm colored 
glass — cairngorm is a yellow or 
wine colored precious stone. 

“Surely, after reading about all 
these ‘knicknacks,’ it will be less diffi- 
cult for You to choose something to 
send your Cousin from the New York 
shops. And You must not fret at the 
thought your selection may be dup- 
licated in the shower of gifts. Either 
it or the duplicate will also serve in 
time. It is shocking to relate, but 
many of our young couples find their 
own stock of wedding presents a very 
convenient mine from which to draw 
gifts for their new colleagues in mat- 
rimony. This is now such a common 
custom that a recent London period- 
ical discussed it, and I quote from it: 

“‘A wedding gift today may en- 
joy considerable circulation, obtain 
entrance into many houses, until be- 
ing of romolu or steel its radiance 
has altogether departed, or being of 
china or glass, it has been irremedia- 
bly chipped or cracked, or until in- 
deed, like those curses which are said

The Golden Book of Song 


LE Livre D’or Du CHANT—a most 
appropriate name for a Long Play 
series devoted to great voices of the 
past! And great voices they are sans 
doute on the French Odeon Artis- 
tique LP discs, of which three—by 
César Vezzani, Léonce-Antoine Esca- 
lais and Aureliano Pertile — have 
reached our shores and may be ob- 
tained in the United States exclu- 
sively from THE RECORD ALBUM, 208 
West 80th St., New York 24, N. Y. 
The price of these 12” LP records is 
$5.95 each, plus a 75¢ packing and 
shipping charge per parcel anywhere 
in the U.S. 

To think that forty-two selections 
by three first-rank exponents of the 
masculine high voice—one Corsican, 
one French and one Italian—may be 
collected all at once, effortlessly and 
inexpensively. The accumulation of 
all this scarce material on 78 r.p.m. 
would constitute quite a costly and 
lengthy proposition, while in Long 
Play form their acquisition is within 
easy reach. And added to that is the 
pleasure provided by the careful de- 
termination of the pitch, and good, 
if not always even, reproduction. 


Of the three tenors, Pertile is prob- 
ably the best known to us as an ar- 
tist. Escalais’ discography, of course, 
is the most familiar, for he recorded 
sparingly on the Fonotipia 39000 se- 
ries and the complete listing may be 
seen at a glance in Bauer’s. It is 
Vezzani with whom, on the whole, we 
are the least acquainted, therefore 
his record is markedly fascinating.

How often, on records, does one 
come across excerpts from ‘Richard 
Coeur de Lion” and “Maitre Pathe- 
lin;” or the tenor piece from “Le 
Pardon de Ploermel” (better known as 
“Dinorah”), the Lorsque Il’enfant 
from “Werther” and the duet with 
the Cardinal from “La Juive” It is 
indeed a rewarding experience to 
listen to these beautiful bits of vo- 
cal music sadly neglected on discs, 
at least on our domestic labels. In 
César Vezzani’s case the satisfaction 
is two fold because of his remark- 
able vocalization and his style. force- 
ful yet artistic and completely de- 
void of undue flashiness. 

It was in Bastia, Corsica, that this 
intelligent artist was born, on Au- 
gust 8, 1888. When fourteen years 
old, his mother took him to Toulon, 
where for a while he engaged in 
physical labor to earn a modest liv- 
ing. It wasn’t long before his voice 
acquired its engaging qualities. Urged 
to cultivate this natural gift, he stu- 
died in Paris: first with another Cor- 
sican, Agnes Borgo (a soprano of the 
Opéra, whom he married in 1918). 
and subsequently at the Conservatory, 
which he entered in 1909. In 1911 he 
won a prize in a contest, where AI- 
bert Carré heard and promptly en- 
gaged him for the Opéra-Comique. 
There, on December 17, 1911, Vezzani 
made his début in Grétry’s “Richard 
Coeur de Lion.” 
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Prevented by the first World War 
from extending his artistic activities 
to distant lands, Vezzani confined his 
career to appearances in France, with 
occasional visits to Belgium, Switzer- 
land and North Africa. Although mas- 
ter of a large repertoire, he was 
heard to particular advantage in roles 
where power was an essential consti- 
tuent of the vocal line—roles like 
those in “Huguenots,” “La Juive,” 
“L’Africaine,” “Sigurd” and others 
of equal calibre. A great favorite of 
the opera houses in Bordeaux, Mar- 
seille, Toulouse, it was at the latter, 
in the course of a morning rehearsal 
on August 11, 1948, that Vezzani suf- 
fered a stroke which terminated his 
career with a shocking suddenness. 
Generous when in the limelight, he 
was assisted by friends and admirers 
during his last trying years, until 
his death on November 11, 1951. 

The recordings on ODX 126 are 
from the series Vezzani did for Ode- 
on between 1912 and 1920—the early 
years of his career when his voice, 
even though inclined towards occa- 
sional throatiness, was at its excit- 
ing youthful best. 

Among the varied array of num- 
bers on the Vezzani disc, the most 
striking are those seldom heard. Je 
pense a vous from “Maitre Pathelin,” 
for example, is an enchanting piece 
to which the tenor lends a tenderness 
of execution that is most winning. 
The “Richard Coeur de Lion” martial 
tune, on the other hand, allows the 
singer to exhibit his skill at vocaliz- 
ing with élan within bounds of the 
classical severity indispensable to the 
music of Grétry. Lorsque T’enfant is 
lovely as the rest of Massenet’s “‘Wer- 
ther,” and the Air of the mower from 
“Dinorah” has the field-worker hail- 
ing with ringing tones the newborn 
day. The duet with an unidentified 
Cardinal. Brogny, a very fine basso, 
is a work of art; while the “Wer-

ther”: Pourquoi me reveiller and 
“Manon”: Le réve have none of the 
frailty which is their lot in less ener- 
getic hands. 

Oh no—Vezzani is definitely not a 
weakling! His Don Jose pleads but 
knows darn well he’ll get the girl; 
and his Vasco, though exulting, leaves 
no doubt that the land he discovered 
belonged to him all the time. And as 
for tempi— no slowness or hesitating 
where the tenor thinks a brisk pace 
should be established. The “Otello”: 
Tout m’abandonne (Ora e per sem- 
pre, which he repeats almost in its 
entirety) allows him full play of his 
commanding attributes. The remain- 
der—“‘Manon”: Ah! fuyez, ‘“Pagliac- 
ci,” “Mireille,” “Hosanna,” and even 
the hackneyed Schubert’s “Serenade” 
—all support the fact that Vezzani 
is a sensitive yet thoroughly assertive 
singer, and orfe who observes pure 
artistry above everything else.

If Vezzani, when in heroic vocal 
action, could be well considered a 
tenor de force, then Escalais was 
Stentor himself in the emission of the 
tenor voice. Even Tamagno, a stal- 
wart column when it came to volume 


of tone, could hardly outdo on rec- 
ords the French marvel, in sheer 
power of the top notes. Equally spec- 
tacular were they in width—a dan- 
gerous practice this, incidentally, in 
the production of the upper register, 
for should any deficiency in focusing 
arise flattening is bound to appear 
with it. While listening to ODX 145, 
one can’t help wondering about what 
sort of metamorphosis this colossus 
of a voice would undergo in the elec- 
trical recording process, with its con- 
trols and boosting gadgets. Somehow, 
a feeling of gratitude then comes over 
for the impossibility of changing 
either the voice or its individuality 
on early records. 

Mighty though Escalais’ voice might 
have been, he nevertheless made it 
a point to curb its impetuosity in mu- 
sic requiring more of the bel canto 
and less of the vigorous treatment. 
The extract from “Jerusalem” is a 
fine example of his subdued singing, 
and so is the “Polyeucte”; Source 
délicieuse. Speaking of “Jerusalem”: 
that was the name given by Verdi to 
his “I Lombardi” revised for the 
Paris premiére in 1847. Therefore, 
Je veux encore entendre is none other 
than La mia letizia infondere. (Esca- 
lais made both versions on Fonotipia: 
39538 in Italian and 39562 in French). 
The Sicilienne from “Robert le Dia- 
ble,” Dieu m’éclarie from “La Juive” 
and Ah parais from “Le Mage” are 
magnificent selections which do not 
ordinarily come on our own discs. 
All three are superbly sung, especial- 
ly the exciting Sicilienne, with its 
share of florid work, including a trill, 
executed by the tenor with amazing 
lightness and dexterity, 

In the other numbers, Escalais has 
full opportunity to display his style: 
strong, exuberant, contagiouslv en- 
thusiastic, but always within limits 
dictated by a discerning taste and 
sound judgement. Both the “Trova- 
tore” excerpts are excellent, with 
Di quella pira done in the original 
C natural (naturally!) His “Sam- 
son” is imposing, “L’Africaine” elo- 
quent, and “Otello” expressive and 
with the opening recitative that is 
a model of beautiful articulation. The 
“William Tell” trio, sung in Italian, 
is quite sensational in the capable 
hands of Escalais, Magini-Coletti and 
Luppi—thanks mostly to the tenor, 
whose exceptional vocal organ en- 
ables him to sing the part minus 
any lowering, regardless the repeat- 
ed B natural and a C-sharp. all of 
which he negotiates with a freedom 
akin to breathing. Asile héreditaire, 
although less successfully delivered, 
is nonetheless a natura] outlet for 
Escalais’ uncommon voice. The at- 
tractive song by Flégier is a happy 
choice for the conclusion of this im- 
pressive recital. 

Born in Cuxac-d’Aude, on August 
8, 1859, Léonce-Antoine Escalais be- 
gan his vocal studies at the Conser- 
vatory of Toulouse and completed 
them at the Paris Conservatory, 
which he entered in 1881. At the lat- 
ter, in 1888, he won the first prize 
for singing with his electrifying Asile 
héreditaire and its following Amis, 
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secondez ma vengeance; and another 
prize with the second act trio from 
the same opera. He made his début 
on October 12, 1883, as Arnold in 
“Tell,” the opera which was fast be- 
coming closely associated with his 
name. 

From then on, unlike his short 
physical build, his artistic stature 
grew to vast proportions in roles 
such as Raoul in “Huguenots,” Vas- 
co in “L’Africaine,” Zarastra in “Le 
Mage,” Manrico in “Il Trovatore,” 
the protagonists in “Robert le Dia- 
ble,” “Sigurd,” ‘Otello,” and “Sam- 
son et Dalila, and many others in- 
cluding that of Lusignan in “Zaire” by 
La Mux, created by him in Paris on 
May 28, 1890. Escalais also reaped 
triumphs in Milan, where between 
1905 and 1906 he made a number of 
his Fonotipia recordings. The others 
were incised in Paris. (Note: In 
France, Fonotipia was taken over 
later by its affiliate. Odeon). After 
devoting the latter part of his life 
to vocal teaching, Escalais died in 
1940.

At La Scala, on May 1, 1924, guid- 
ed by Toscanini’s baton, Pertile ere- 
ated the principal role in Boito’s “Ne- 
rone.” In the cast, among others, 
were Raisa (Asteria), Galeffi (Fanu- 
el), Journet (Simon Mago) and Pin- 
za (Tigellino). Eleven years later, 
also at La Scala, Pertile was again 
the Roman Emperor in the world 
premiére of another “Nerone,” this 
time Mascagni’s, on January 16, 1935. 
But it is of Boito’s work that he left 
specimens of the part he originated, 
two of them on Odeon, in the 1924-25 
period, which are here reproduced. 

Listening to a succession of Per- 
tile’s recordings is like being car- 
ried in a sea of brilliant sound—now 
rippling, now sweeping, but never 
calm. Beginning with the “Pagliacci” 
extracts that attain moments of over- 
whelming passion, we go on to the 
offspring of Pertile’s artistic crea- 
tion, Boito’s “Nerone.” In both selec- 
tions he shows that given an oppor- 
tunity by the action in the score, 
he can reduce his vocalization to the 
rumbling of a voleano until it erupts, 
as in the sensuous ending of Ecco la 
dea, where Nero unleashes his lust 
for Asteria, whom he believes to be 


a goddess.

In “Vieni,” Pertile’s voice is a tor- 
rent of yearning for his lady-fair. 
More of similar longing—this time 
for Amelia—is in La rivedro nell’es- 
tasi; and again he pines in convinc- 
ing accents in “La Gioconda,” while 
awaiting Laura on his brigantine. 

The “Bohéme” he lowers one-half 
tone, but who could care less when 
the poet woos Mimi in such a per- 
suasive manner. His ardent Mario of 
Recondita armonia becomes one lost 
in desperate reminiscing in EF lucevan 
le stelle. Romantic in the “Iris” Ser- 
enade, even more so in the “Rigolet- 

: Parmi veder, he ends the disc 
in an elated mood with “La Campana 
di San Giusto,” an Italian patriotic 
ditty of the First World War, very 
comfortable and most effective for 
the male voice. 

A favorite tenor of Toscanini at 
La Seala, Aureliano Pertile was born 
in Montagnana, on November 3, 1885. 
He studied singing with Vittorio Ore- 
fice and Manlio Bavagnoli. Following 
a successful début in “Martha,” at 
Vicenza in 1911, he was quickly en- 
gaged by the management of the Dal 
Verme in Milan, for the Italian pre- 
miere of “Quo Vadis?” by Nougues. 
Among his other “firsts” may be 
counted those of “Jacquerie” by Gino 
Marinuzzi, “Tucuman” by the Argen- 
tinian composer Boero (Buenos Ai- 
res) “Louise” by Charpentier (Italian 
premiére at the Constanzi, in 1916) 
“Sly” by Wolf-Ferrari (world pre- 
miére at La Scala, Dec. 29, 1927) 
and, of course, the two ‘“Nerone” 
mentioned above. 

Though chiefly an artist of the 
Italian operatic stage, and mainly 
that of La Scala, Pertile was known 
for his appearances in other Euro- 
pean countries. in South America, 
and at our Metropolitan where he 
sang during the 1921-22 season. The 
operas he took part in at the Met 
were: “Tosca” (début Dec. 1, 1921), 
“Manon Lescaut,” “Cavalleria Rus- 


ticana,” “Boris Godounoff” (with Cha- 
liapin as the Tzar), “Aida,” “Pagliac- 
i” and “Louise.” To these may be 
added a few of the other operas in 
his repertoire: ‘Andrea Chenier,” 
“Un Ballo in Maschera,” “Lucia,” 
“Fedora,” ‘“Trovatore,” Zandonai’s 
“Conchita” and “Francesca da Rimi- 
ni,” ‘“Mefistofele,” “Manon,” “Iris.” 

Upon his retirement, in the mid 
forties, Pertile dedicated himself to 
teaching at the Milan Conservatory. 
On January 11, 1952, he died of a 
heart attack. 

As it may readily be seen, the im- 
port of the French Odeon Artistique 
Long Play discs to the United States 
is of utmost interest to American 
record collectors. It is to be hoped 
that after the initial try, more LPs 
of celebrities who in the past record- 
ed for this Company will be made 
available to us through the good of- 
fices of The Record Album, a suc- 
cessfully established New York con- 
cern dealing in old and rare records, 
at their store and, extensively, 
through the mail.

Ponselle Wiil Teach 


Yielding to insistent entreaties from 
young singers seeking vocal training 
they can depend upon, Rosa Ponselle 
has at long last consented to trans- 
mit to aspiring artists her enormous 
knowledge of the Vocal Art. 

So far Rosa has done little teach- 
ing, confining her artistic activities, 
upon her retirement, mostly to direct- 
ing the operatic presentations of the 
Baltimore Opera. But now, it is the 
intention of the great diva to actively 
impart to a gifted few her priceless 
skill in the correct production of the 
voice. 

And who better than Ponselle is 
equipped to grasp the technical and 
artistic functions of the human vo- 
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cal apparatus but she, who herself 
is the perfect exponent of the mas- 
tery of its intricate mechanism! With 
a fantastic background to her credit, 
Rosa is indeed qualified to mould pli- 
able vocal organs into instruments 
worthy of the great masters whose 

music they will one day perform. 
Due to the limited number of stu- 
dents accepted, all wishing to con- 
tact Rosa Ponselle better do it soon, 
at her Villa Pace, Stevenson, Mary- 
land. And may this department at 
some future date carry reviews of 
records by a worthy disciple of the 
dramatic soprano, whose laurels have 
to this day remained unchallenged 

and their bright lustre undimmed.

1. Good Luck and Bad 


Frequently I find myself ponder- 
ing over the manner in which Provi- 
dence, Fate, Chance, Luck or some 
other unseen force appears to con- 
spire at one moment to help me write 
my HOBBIES articles and at the 
next seems determined to keep me 
from accomplishing my task. Some- 
times it almost seems there are two

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whether a given subject shall find 
its way into Favorite Pioneer Re- 
cording Artists. 

This biographical sketch is an ex- 
ample. For years I hoped to write 
about the sweet-voiced tenor, Harry 
Tally, but was unable to obtain 
enough information to justify the ef- 
fort. Then, when a fair amount of 
knowledge was available, I withheld 
action because of a lack of suitable 
photographs. 

That defect was remedied on Sat- 
urday, February 15th, this year, when 
the favorable forces momentarily 
took control. On a bitterly cold, 
snowy morning I received from Mil- 
ford Fargo, of Rochester, New York, 
a large package containing issues of 
Diamond Points, the house organ of 
Thomas A. Edison, Inc., for 1916 and 
1917. My delight was almost beyond 
expression when I opened the box 
and came on the April, 1916, num- 
ber, containing a splendid photo- 
graph of Tally and his singing part- 
ner, basso Harry Mayo, giving an 
Edison “tone test” as part of their 
Orpheum vaudeville act on the West 
Coast. They were singing in con- 
junction with their first Edison duet 
record, “At the Ball, That’s All.” 

My glee was so great I was clutch- 
ing the April issue and still looking 
at that photo as I went out the post 
office door. Then the forces opposed 
to my writing took charge. The 
wind was blowing hard and, to my 
horror, it snatched the Diamond 
Points from my hands, tore the pages 
apart and scattered them for a con- 
siderable distance over the snow. 
Despite the handicap of a swollen 
left foot, I ran frantically about 
through snowdrifts, grasping at the 
pages of which the wind had robbed 
me. If necessary, I was resigned to 
part with all the others but I had 
to recover that precious photo. Even- 
tually, out of breath, I retrieved them 
all and was overjoyed to find Mayo 
and Tally still beaming from the 
vellowed page. As soon as possible 
I had a copy made for HOBBIES and 
although it isn’t as sharp as I had

expected I think it will still repro- 
duce reasonably well. I scored that 
as a victory for my friends, the 
Favorable Forces. 

The scene moves now to Sunday, 
February 23. By this time I was 
seething with desire to write about 
Tally and for several days had been 
collecting reference material. 
that afternoon I decided I had every- 
thing I needed. Then it occurred to 
me that I had still lacked a clipping 
in an old scrapbook giving some in- 
formation about one of Tally’s sing- 
ing associates, Harry Cooper. In 
high good spirits, I went upstairs 
to get the scrapbook out of a box 
in which I thought it had been placed. 
A sheet of plate glass was on top 
of the box and I casually picked it 
up. A few moments later I found my 
left hand was bleeding profusely and 
the finger next to the little finger 
had been almost cut in two. That 
resulted in a hurried trip to Lewis- 
Gale hospital in Roanoke, where a 
surgeon discovered a tendon had been 
severed by a rough spot or a sharp 
edge on the glass. He took eight 
stitches in the finger and sternly 
warned me not to type or use that 
hand in any way until it had healed. 
Farewell to the bright visions I’d 
had of writing my Harry Tally arti- 
cle that Sunday afternoon! The Evil 
Forces had scored a smashing tri- 
umph. 

Now it’s Sunday afternoon, March 
16. My finger has healed and I’m 
once more in the mood to write. Thus 
far I have got along fairly well ex- 
cept for being interrupted by several 
phone calls and by the loving insist- 
ence of my beautiful cat, Gray, who 
thinks I should hold him in my lap 
instead of wasting time pounding a 
stupid old typewriter. Thus far, how- 
ever, Gray has been overruled. And 
now, with a prayer that nothing else 
will happen to interrupt my creative 
mood, I shall proceed to tell what I 
have found out about Harry Tally. 


II. Some Varied Information 


As long ago as the 1930’s I was 
seeking information about Harry 
Tally. The late Frank Dorian, a 
veteran Columbia official from whose 
informative lettters I have often quot- 
ed, told me he recalled Tally as a 
tenor with a peculiarly sweet voice, 
who “wasn’t fat but was short and 
stocky.” He didn’t know what had 
become of the singer whose records 
were popular for almost a decade. 
The “tone test” photo reveals Mr. 
Dorian’s description was very apt. 

I also wrote to The Billboard, ask- 
ing if its readers could give me any 
information about Tally and several 
other old-time recording artists. I 
said I believed Tally had been the 
original second tenor of the Empire 
City Quartet, an ensemble reputed 
to have played more vaudeville time 
than any other organization or indi- 
vidual. It was likewise known as the 
Empire City Four. 

My inquiry brought a reply which 
indicated my belief that Tally was 
one of the original Empire City Quar- 
tet members was wrong. New 
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York woman, Lillian Thelma Alton, 





wrote to The Billboard: 


Roy Alton was the original tenor of 
the Empire City Four. I have a photo- 
graph of him with the quartet, Roy 
Alton, Harry Mayo, Irwin (should be 
Irving — J. 4 Cooper and Harry 
Cooper. Irwin Cooper today refers with 
pride to Alton having been their tenor 
for he possessed a great and glorious 
robust voice. 

He afterwards became principal ten- 
or in Ziegfeld’s Red Feather opera com- 
pany and was co-starred with Grace 
Van Studdiford, star of the piece, and 
was chosen from 500 tenors for the 
role, owing to power and range of 
voice. He scored heavily with the fam- 
ous ‘‘sword song.’’ He was also tenor 
in the Ben Hur production of Klaw & 
Erlanger, was tenor of the Tivoli Opera 
House Company in San Francisco, and 
made phonograph records, among them 
arias from great operas. He died of 
typhoid fever on October 22, 1905, aged 
23 years. Chicago papers carried head- 
lines about his death. He was acclaimed 
an American tenor with an_ Italian 
voice and at the time of his death he 
held a_contract for three years in 
Milan, Italy. 


Until Lillian T. Alton’s letter ap- 
peared I had never heard of Roy 
Alton, who must have been an unusu- 
ally gifted young man to accomplish 
so much in only 23 years. Neither 
have I ever come across any other 
reference to him or seen his name 
in a record catalog. (I wonder if 
the letter writer was his mother, wife 
or sister!) Nevertheless, he seems 
to have been the original “lead” of 
the Empire City group. I now believe 
that Tally, who succeeded him, was 
appearing in McIntyre & Heath’s fa- 
mous blackface comedy production, 
The Ham Tree,” when Alton died. 
He recorded for Columbia two of the 
songs he sang in “The Ham Tree,” 
“Sweethearts in Every Town” and 
=o Sweet Old Manhattan 
sle. 

For years my Tally investigati 
stood still. Then Al Debus, ‘i hed 
urged me to write about the tenor, 
informed me the famous comedian, 
Jack Norworth (a friend of both Al 
and mine) had told him that after 
Tally retired from the stage he oper- 
ated a cigar store in California. 1 
bigs a Jack, who replied on April

Jack’s letter made me recall that a 
Chicago friend of mine, Frank Gloodt, 


little cigar 


who specialized in collecting Billy 


Murray records, had told me years 
before he had clipped a newspaper 
item saying Harry Tally, the famous 
vaudeville tenor, had died in Califor- 
nia, but had mislaid it. Now that 
I knew where to apply for more in- 
formation I went into action. 

A letter to the reference depart- 
ment of the Los Angeles Examiner 
brought a reply that the Examiner 
didn’t carry a death notice about 
Tally: ‘We have searched our files 
and can find no clips on the gentile- 
man at all.” 

However, one to the Santa Monica 
Evening Outlook brought better luck 
and made me feel the Favorable For- 
ces were toiling in my behalf. A 
courteous and. obliging reporter, 
William Hale, wrote me the Outlook 
for August 17, 1939, published the 
following brief death notice: 


Harry L. Talley, 73, for 25 years a 
headliner on the Orpheum circuit, died 
last night in his home at 3009 Wash- 
ington Blvd., Ocean Park, after a short 
illness. He had resided in Ocean Park 
since his retirement from the stage in 
1918. He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary H. Talley. 

Rosary will be recited at 8 p.m. to- 
morrow at the chapel of Kirkelie, Ber- 
nard & Peek, and requiem mass will be 
said in St. Clement’s Catholic Church 
Saturday at 9 a.m. Burial will be in 
Holy Cross Cemetery. 


Notice that the newspaper spelled 
the tenor’s last name as Talley. That 
form was also adhered to in the 
death certificate, but his name never

Bill Hale not only copied the obi- 
tuary, he also offered to call on 
Mrs. Tally, who was still living, and 
interview her for me. This offer 
I accepted eagerly. Meanwhile, I had 
applied to the Division of Vital Re- 
cords of the Los Angeles County 
Health Department for a photostat 
of Tally’s death certificate, and re- 
ceived it a few days later. 


III. What the 
Death Certificate Said 


The certificate revealed that Tally 
was born June 30, 1866, and was 73 
years, one month and 16 days of age 
when he died. He was about a year 
older than the first famous recording 
artist, Len Spencer, but five years 
younger than another contemporary 
comedian, Bryon G. Harlan, and two 
years younger than Harlan’s partner, 
Arthur Collins. However, he made 
his recording debut more than ten 
years after Spencer and a few years 
after Collins and Harlan. 

I was surprised to learn Tally was 
a Southerner, born in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee. However, I should have sus- 
pected his Southern descent because 
his voice had a liquid softness and 
sweetness characteristic of the best 
type of “magnolia and honeysuckle” 
accent. 

His father, Fletcher E. Tally (spell- 
ed Talley on the certificate) also 
was born in Memphis. The reference 
to his mother results in a_ slight 
puzzle. Her maiden name is given as 
Marcella Leake and her birthplace 
as Leake county, Virginia. There is 
no Leake county, Virginia and I be- 
lieve Mississippi is the only State 
with a county of that name. How- 
ever, there is a Lee county in the 
coal mining, mountainous section of 
Southwest Virginia, and I am sure 
that is the one which was meant. 
The person who took down the obi- 
tuary information - presumably from 
Harry’s widow, could easily have mis- 
understood “Lee county” to be “Leake 
county.” This dlso brings up the pos- 
sibilty that Mrs. Fletcher Tally’s 
maiden name was Marcella Lee in-

stead of Leake. Harry Tally’s middle 
initial was L., and Harry Lee is a 
common compound name for boys in 
the South. 

The certificate says Tally was a 
professional vocalist and had been 
for 30 years before his retirement in 
1918. He had lived in California for 
21 years and in Ocean Park for 20. 
His physician, Dr. Leonard E. Croft, 
of 327 Wilshire Blvd., Santa Monica, 
reported he had treated Tally from 
1936 to 1939, and that the tenor had 
been stricken with a cerebral hemor- 
rhage on July 15, 1939. He also 
suffered from arteriosclerosis and 
vascular hypertension. 

Unfortunately, Bill Hale’s kindly 
plan to interview Mrs. Tally and get 
her to answer a long series of ques- 
tions I sent him didn’t fructify. She 
at first readily agreed to be inter- 
viewed, but on May 16th, 1956, Bill 
wrote: 

I received your letter, questionnaire 
and note to Mrs. Tally this afternoon 
and promptly gave her a call. 

The last time I talked with her she 
mentioned she had been troubled with 
rheumatic fever, and this afternoon she 
was too ill to speak long with me. She 
said her doctor had advised her against 
doing anything which would excite her 
and thought it best if I would wait 
until the first of next week to see her. 


1 expect her to call me next 
week. 


Mrs. Tally, who must have been 
aged if she were near her husband’s 
age (he would have been 90 if still 
living at the time of my corresnond- 
ence with Mr. Hale) never could 
bring herself to the point of granting 
an interview - a fact I regret, for I 
am sure she could have filled in 
many blanks in my _ information. 
Once more the forces in opposition 
to my writing had the upper hand. 
But now I had information enough, 
despite their trials of my patience, to 
compile the article you are now read- 
ing. 


IV. The Empire City Quartet 


I am sorry we don’t know more 
about Harry Tally’s earlier life... 
especially his boyhood and young 
manhood. It would be interestine to 
have the facts as to when and where 
he decided to go on the stage and 
what type of work he had done prior 
to beginning his long vaudeville as- 
sociation with the fabulously success- 
ful Empire City Quartet. In view 
of his appearing in “The Ham Tree,” 
it’s probably a shrewd guess that at 
one time he had sung in minstrel 
shows. 

It is easier to find references to 
the quartet in books about the show 
business than to its individual mem- 
bers. For instance, in “Show Biz,” 
by Abel Green and Joe Laurie, Jr., 
we are told that, shortly after the 
turn of the century, “ ‘My Sweet 
Little Eskimo’,” was sung by every 
male quartet, including the Empire 
City Four, who first introduced ‘bum- 
bum-bum’ counterpoint.” We shall 
hear more later about the “bum- 
bum-bum” effects introduced by the 
Empire’s stupendous basso, Harry 
Mayo.

he had this to say 


“Who will ever forget the great Em- 
pire City Quartet (Harry Cooper, his 
brother Irving, Harry Tally and Harry 
Mayo)? Harry (Cooper) did a Hobo 
comic, no make-up except for an over- 
sized derby which he kept tipping 
through the act to imaginary women 
in the audience, saying, ‘How’s the 
Mommeh?’ which became one of the 
first catch lines in vaude (years be- 
fore ‘De you wanna buy a Duck” and 
‘Vas you dare, Sharlie?’) The boys had 
grand voices besides making 'em laugh.”’ 
My impression is that all the mem- 

bers of the quartet except Tally spe- 
cialized in dialect and wore approp- 
riately absurd costumes, with the 
tenor being conventionally clad as 
the “romantic lead.” Harry Cooper 
did the Jewish impersonation; Harry 
Mayo was a tramp, and Irving Coop- 
er, I believe, did blackface. Was 
there ever another quartet with three 
of its four members named Harry? 
Had it not been for Irving Cooper 
they might appropriately have called 
themselves the Hairy Four! 

Now we come to the scrapbook 
clipping for which I was looking 
when I cut my hand . a New 
York Herald Tribune story telling of 
the death of Harry Cooper. Through 
an oversight I didn’t date it, but 
judging from the other clipping on 
the same page it appeared in Octo- 
ber, 1937: 

Harry Cooper, former vaudeville ac- 
tor who was a member of the Empire 
City Quartet, died Friday in the Hos- 
pital for Joint Disease of an infected 
foot. He was 59 years old. Funeral 
services will be held at 1 p.m. today 
at the Riverside Memorial Chapel, Am- 
sterdam Avenue and 76th Street, under 
the auspices of the Jewish Theatrical 
Guild, of which Mr. Cooper was an 
incorporator and former secretary. 

Mr. Cooper’s tenor was heard in the 
Keith, Orpheum and William Morris 
circuits probably more often than any 
other voice in vaudeville, for the Em- 
pire City Quartet was credited with 
playing more “solid time’ than any 
other vaudeville act on record. Mr. 
Cooper also put on a solo act in the 
role of a letter carrier. 

For 24 years after 1900 audiences 
heard him and his brother, Irving Coop- 
er, and Harry Talley and Harry Mayo 
sing such popular favorites as ‘My 
Little Eskimo’ and ‘‘Cheer Up, Mary.” 
Harry Cooper was also noted for his 
Irish airs and Irving Berlin songs. He 
acted in the original preduction of 
Victor Herbert’s ‘‘Naughty Marietta” 
and also in ‘‘The Ham Tree.” 

Recently he was in the insurance 
business, with one venture into the 
restaurant field, and he organized and 
was master of ceremonies at countless 
benefits for fellow actors. On his 50th 
birthday in 1928 a dinner was held in 
his honor at the Commodore by the 
then Mayor James J. Walker; Herbert 
H. Lehman, candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor at the time; Senator Royal 
S. Copeland, Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, 
Eddie Cantor and 2,000 other friends 
in political and theatrical life. 

His father was a cantor. Surviving 
besides his brother, Irving, are his 
mother, Mrs. Fanny Cooper; his wife, 
Mrs. Dora Lazarus Cooper; three 
brothers, Joseph, Louis and Bert; two 
sisters, Mrs. Sadie Tauber and Mrs. 
Lena Scherman, and a daughter, Miss 
Helene Cooper. A son, Irwin Cooper, a 
radio sports announcer known as Wynn 
Cooper, died eleven months ago. 


Irving Cooper lived to be the last 
surviving member of the Empire City 
Four but has since died. The Her- 
ald-Tribune article must be wrong in 
saying the quartet stayed together 
for 24 years after 1900. As we have 
seen, Tally retired in 1918, and there 
is reason to believe that he and 
Mayo had left the quartet and set

VY. Harry Tally’s Recording 
Career 


We return now to our principal 
subject and shall consider Harry Tal- 
ly’s recording career. I am unable 
to say with certainty exactly when 
he began making records, but I be- 
lieve the year was 1902 and the com- 
pany for which he first sang was Co- 
lumbia. Here the Frustrating Fates 
once more get in their dirty work, 
for Columbia, during the first five 
or six years the company made disc 
records, perversely refused to give 
artists’ names in catalogs. They were 
identified simply as “Tenor,” “Bari- 
tone,” ete. The same stupid proce- 
dure was followed with cylinder lists. 
Neither was the performer’s name 
carried on the record label. A spoken 
announcement at the beginning of the 
dise or cylinder was considered iden- 
tification enough. 

However, I have a Harry Tally 
record (unfortunately broken) which 
is numbered 208. It is a “coon song,” 
“Love Me, Phoebe, Love Me.” Tally 
himself gives the spoken announce- 
ment in that liquid accent which 
makes for sweetness rather than for 
clarity of enunciation. Columbia didn’t 
begin to make disc records until 1902, 
so “Phoebe” must go back to that 
year. It is probably one of several 
hundred records which were made by 
the short-lived Climax company, for 
which Columbia served as sales agent. 
Afterwards they were issued under 
the Columbia label. Two other very 
old Columbias by Tally are 934, “I’m 
Going to Live Anyhow Till I Die” 
and 1084, “I’ll Miss You in the Gol- 
den Summer Time.” 

The tenor probably was exclusive 
to Columbia for a one-year term. 
Luckily, there is printed evidence as 
to when his Victor association began. 
In the September, 1904, Victor sup- 
plement appeared the following brief 
note: “It is with pleasure that we in- 
troduce a new tenor to our great 
Victor family. Mr. Tally’s records 
will speak for themselves.” They were 
2955, “All Aboard for Dreamland” 
(referring to the great amusement 
park, so popular in those days at Co- 
ney Island) and 2956, “I’ve Got a 
Feelin’ for You,” a Teddy Morse 
“coon classic.” 

For the next five years Tally was 
a regular contributor to the Victor 
catalog and his records gained a 
great deal of popularity. This is shown 
by some characteristic comments on 
the order blanks sent to dealers. The 
February, 1906, form said: “Three 
brand new successes by Mr. Tally 
with orchestra accompaniment will 
no doubt be near the top of the Feb- 
ruary list. They are the finest rec- 
ords this favorite tenor has made 
anywhere.” The titles were “Wait 
Till the Sun Shines, Nellie” (one of 
the greatest hits Harry Von Tilzer 
ever wrote), “Silver Heels,” an In- 
dian song sensation, and “My Irish 
Molly-O.” To repeat an _ oft-used 


phrase: “They don’t write songs like 
those anymore!” 

In April, 1906, the order list said: 
“No advice will be needed in regard 
to Tally records. The five records 
with orchestra accompaniment al- 
ready listed have been tremendous 
sellers.” 

And in October, 1906, dealers were 
told: “Tally’s sweet tenor continues 
to delight record buyers, and his pop- 
ular ballads are large sellers. We in- 
troduce for October two frivolous 
‘spoony’ numbers which are now the 
rage and a really beautiful Irish love 
ballad.” The songs, all written by 
Harry Von Tilzer, were “A Little 
Lunch for Two,” “Holding Hands” 
and “Sweet Rose of Athlone”’—the 
latter a 12-inch disc. All these rec- 
ords, of course, were single-faced. 


VI. Records for Other Companies 


It may be well to pause here and 
discuss briefly the records Harry Tal- 
ly made for companies other than 
Victor and Columbia. 

The tenor’s Edison cylinder career 
was mysteriously short. His first two- 
minute Standard cylinder, No. 8483, 
“My Little Coney Isle,” was issued 
in September, 1903, a year before his 
Victor beginning. In October he was 
represented by 8518, “There’s. Music 
in the Air” (not the old song with 
the same name by George F. Root). 
No more Tally records were issued 
until October, 1904, when 8808, re- 
corded on August 10, “Seminole,” ap- 
peared. For some reason Tally’s Edi- 
son cylinders didn’t sell well and all 
were discontinued by February, 1906. 
More than ten years elapsed between 
his last cylinder and his first Dia- 
mond disc. 

Tally also made a number of rec- 
ords for the Zon-o-phone company, 
Which passed under Victor control 
in 1903. They included the following 
Single-faced 9-inch: 5896, ‘“‘The Gon- 
dolier”, 5960, “Goodbye, Little Girl, 
Goodbye”; 5898, “If I Were Only 
You”; 5895, “In the Village by the 
Sea”; 6014, “Seminole,” and 5943, 
“We’ve Got to Move Today.” All 
these were listed in the June. 1905, 
catalog and were made in ’904-05. 
Later 10-inch Zon-o-phone recordings 
included 486, “Anxious”; 288, “Good- 
bve, Sweet Old Manhattan Isle”; 471, 
“T’m Trying to Find a Sweetheart”; 
445, “My Dusky Rose”: 320, “On an 
Automobile Honeymoon” (another hit 
from “The Ham Tree”); 863, “Bal- 
looning,” and 878, “Take Me Back 
to New York Town.” 

The tenor also recorded for some 
of the disc companies that were put 
out of business in 1907 for infring- 
ing Victor-controlled patents. I have 
two Leeds records by him—4212, “The 
Furniture Man,” and 4272, “Mr. Wil- 
son,” both comics. Although Tally 
was primarily a ballad singer he 
occasionally essayed comedy, especial- 
lv of the variety. One of 
this type is a Columbia I had pre- 
viously overlooked, 1086, “No Use in 
Askin’ ’Cause You Know the Rea- 
son Why.” Also in my collection is a 
blue 10%4-inch American record with 
an Indian trademark on which Tally 
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announces and sings “My Maid of 
Hindoostan.” Arthur Collins sings on 
the other side “By the Watermelon 
Vine.” Tally seems to have made cnly 
one four minute U.S. Everlasting cy- 
linder, ‘Goodbye, Betty Brown,” No. 
1128, a march song written by Theo- 
dore Morse whose title was obviously 
borrowed from the refrain of the 
Southern folk tune, “Old Joe Clark’’: 


Fare you well, Old Joe Clark, 
Goodbye, Betty Brown. 

Fare you well, Old Joe Clark, 
I’m going to leave this town. 


VII. Victor Record List 


Tally’s popularity as a Victor ar- 
tist seems to have tapered off around 
1908. When double-faced records were 
introduced late that year some of his 
best sellers were taken over into the 
two-for-one form, but a great many 
less popular titles passed out of the 
catalog. And the double-faced records 
he made of new songs were compar- 
atively few. It is worthy of mention 
that he did no duet work for Victor, 
and the only record of that early era 
by him which contains other voices, 
so far as I recall, is 12-inch Victor, 
31548, on which, with the help of the 
Haydn Quartet, he sings the Charles 
K. Harris ballad, “Somewhere.” I 
asked the Quartet’s first tenor, the 
late John Bieling, what he recalled 
about Harry Tally but John couldn’t 
remember ever meeting him. 

For the sake of Tally admirers 
who would like a fairly comprehen- 
sive list of his recordings I shall give 
what I believe to be a virtually com- 
plete tabulation of his Victors. First, 
the single-faced:

The following are 12-inch: 31548, 
Somewhere; 31549, Just One Word of 
Consolation; 31571, Sweet Rose of Ath- 
lone. 

Victor’s initial list of double-faced 
records, issued in October, 1908, con- 
tained the following by Tally: 

16097, Wait Till the Sun Shines Nel- 
lie, combined with Where the Morning 
Glories Twine Around the Door, by 
Byron G. Harlan; 16098, On an Auto- 
mobile Honeymoon/Why Don’t You 
Try?; and 16099, Always in the Way/ 
Fly Away, Birdie, to Heaven. A little 
later came 16156, Sacramento, doubled 
with The Stars, the Stripes and You 
(Harry Macdonough); 16259, In Those 
Good Old Country Days, whose coup- 
ling was Shine On, Harvest Moon, by 
Macdonough and ‘‘Miss Walton’’—prob- 
ably a disguise for Elise Stevenson; 
6283, Let’s Go Into a Picture Show, 
doubled with Won’t You Even Say 
Hello? (Byron G. Harlan); and 16221, 
A Friend of Mine Told a Friend of 
Mine, with The Family Tree (Collins 
& Harlan). 
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Tally’s last appearance in the Victor 
list was in the supplement for Janu- 
ary, 1911. No. 16689 combined his ver- 
sion of My Bonnie Blue Bell, in which 
his voice seems almost at its sweetest, 
and Without You the World Don’t 
Seem the Same, by the Peerless Quar- 
tet. The supplement said Tally had re- 
joined the Victor staff, but this was 
his final appearance. 


Before leaving the subject of Tal- 
ly’s Victor records, I must mention 
one confusing problem. The Septem- 
ber, 1904, supplement certainly gives 
the impression that Tally was mak- 
ing his first Victor appearance with 
“All Aboard for Dreamland,” and 
“T’ye Got a Feelin’ for You,” yet the 
numerical list of his records shows 
three others with earlier numbers— 
“Mandy, Won’t You Let Me Be Your 
Beau?” “Seminole,” and “If I Were 
Only You.” I am not sure whether 
these three were listed a month or so 
before the records first mentioned or 
whether, in spite of their lower num- 
bers, they were held for later re- 
lease. 


VIII. Tally’s Columbia Records 


Because, for a reason already ex- 
plained, it is impossible to identify 
all the Tally recoords in the Colum- 
bia single-faced and cylinder cat- 
alogs, no effort will be made to list 
them here. However, I am glad to 
give a complete list of his double- 
faced Columbia discs:

A927, Goodbye, Betty Brown/’Scuse

(Prince’s Band). 


Tally’s final Columbia disc, A966, 
came out early in 1911, about the 
same time he made his last Victor. 
Just why he quit making records isn’t 
clear. Perhaps the quartet’s coast-to- 
coast vaudeville tours interfered with 
his filling recording engagements. 


IX. Mayo and Tally’s Edison Duets 


We now reach (if my midget kit- 
ten, Little Nipper—named for the 
Victor dog—will cease strolling over 
the typewriter keys and give me a 
fair chance to write) the five Edison 
records were the climax and virtual- 
ly the conclusion of Harry Tally’s 
recording career. These Diamond 
Dises were all made as duets with 
Harry Mayo and were by far the 
finest records on which Tally’s name 
ever appeared. For the first time he 
had perfect recording and the four- 





minute playing time gave the duo 
ample opportunity to turn their per- 
formances into typical vaudeville acts. 

As far as I can find out, Tally 
made no records after his last Vic- 
tors and Columbias appeared in 1911 
until early in 1915 when he and 
Mayo teamed up in the first of their 
Edison offerings, “At the Ball, That’s 
All’—the one with which they are 
singing in the “tone test” photo. This 
was issued as Blue Amberol cylinder 
2595 in May, 1915, and as a Diamond 
Dise shortly afterward. Maurice 
Burkhart sang “At the Yiddish Wed- 
ding Jubilee” on the other side. “At 
the Ball” seems to have been Mayo’s 
first appearance on records, but he had 
made some Edison tests on January 4, 
1911. It remains a mystery why such 
a famous ensemble as the Empire Ci- 
ty Quartet never recorded. 

In the next year and a half, dur- 
ing most of which the tenor and bas- 
so were touring in West Coast vaude- 
ville, Tally and Mayo made four oth- 
er Diamond Discs. 50269 combined a 
Harry Von Tilzer hit, “When My 
Ship Comes In,” with a pretty but 
mournful ballad composed by Egbert 
Van Alstyne, “When I Was a Dream- 
er (And You Were My Dream”), 
sung by George Wilton Ballard. The 
two Harrys chose another Von Til- 
zer song for their next offering, No. 
50297. It was the catchy “Somebody 
Knows” and was paired with “My 
Hula Maid,” sung! by two fine artists 
who are still living—Gladys Rice and 
Irving Kaufman. On 50315 they sang 
my favorite of all the Mayo-Tally 
duets, “Piney Ridge,” coupled with 
“When Old Bill Bailey Plays the 
Ukulele,” by Billy Murray and chorus. 
Finally, in December, 1916, came 
50394, “I Was Never Nearer Heaven 
in My Life,” with a number in con- 
trasting vein, “There’s a Little Bit 
of Bad in Every Good Little Girl,” 
sung by Gladys Rice and chorus, oc- 
cupying the other side. In view of 
the remarkably entertaining quality 
of their records, it’s surprising that 
Tally and Mayo’s Edison output was 
restricted to five. They had the qual- 
ities that should have made them one 
of the most popular duet teams in 
recorded music history. Perhaps Tal- 
ly was already thinking of retiring, 
= this brought the association to an 
end. 

“I Was Never Nearer Heaven in 
My Life” also was issued as Blue 
Amberol 3012, but the other three 
duets seem not to have been dubbed 
onto cylinders. The Edison Phono- 
graph Monthly for November, 1916, 
contains a write-up of the pair, which 
appears to indicate the Empire City 
Four had already disbanded, or at 
least that Tally and Mayo had ceased 
to be among its members: 


Few people have not heard of the 
Empire City Quartet, an organization 
that was a headline feature in high- 
class vaudeville for many years, and 
the majority of people who live in the 
larger cities have been entertained by 
the superb renditions of these singers. 
On their vaudeville programs, the mem- 
bers ... presented solos and duets as 
well as quartet numbers, and it was 
this, perhaps, that brought renown to 
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Harry Mayo and Harry Tally. The 
latter was the tenor of the organiza- 
tion and his solos always brought re- 
peated demands for encores. And the 
public also seemed to appreciate the 
bass renditions of Mayo... about as 
much as they did the tenor numbers of 
Tally, and both of the artists gradually 
acquired individual prominence. 

They formed a team to render tenor 
and bass duets, which have proved 
highly popular features of their pro- 
grams. It is some time since they 
started to sing together and today 
their names seem to have become linked 
inseparably, at least in the world of 
vaudeville music. They specialize in 
songs and ballads of the popular vari- 
ety and their voices seem to be 
especially effective in their character- 
istic arrangements of this class of num- 
bers. Their latest production for the 
Blue Amberol catalog is a rendition of 
“I Was Never Nearer Heaven in My 
Life.” This is one of the most popular 
songs of the day, the melody being 
Sweet and simple and the words having 
a strong sentimental appeal. 


X. Excerpts from Mayo—Tally Duets 


The Edison Company had gone out 
of the phonograph and record busi- 
ness before I heard my first Mayo 
and Tally Diamond Dise. I happened 
to acquire a copy of “Piney Ridge,” 
and when I played it the first time 
I was captivated almost beyond ex- 
pression. The song is a successor to 
“The Trail of the Lonesome Pine,” 
written by Ballard Macdonald and 
Harry Carroll, but having to my ears 
an even prettier melody. The thing 
that attracted me most in the begin- 
ning was the gorgeous blending of 
the tenor and bass voices. Never be- 
fore having heard Mayo I was well- 
nigh overcome by the resonance, pow- 
er and beauty of his ponderous tones. 
There was an indescribable freshness 
in his voice that I have heard equaled 
by only one other basso—Gus Reed, 
who also made Edison records. Al- 
though Harry Tally is the subject of 
this article and Mavo only qa subordi- 
nate figure, I must admit that on 
hearing that record. I thought — and 
I still think—that as a vocalist the 
tenor was dwarfed by his partner. 
Tally’s tones were sweet and pretty, 
but the tall, black-haired Mayo was 
a vocal giant. I consider his voice 
one of the finest I have ever heard 
in any branch of music. 


If the pair’s singing enthralled me, 
I was even more delighted by the non- 
chalance with which, after the first 
chorus, they ceased to warble about 
the little girl waiting by a rustic 
bridge “somewhere in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains” (the section of South- 
west Virginia in which Tally’s moth- 
er was born) and went into a typical 
vaudeville patter act that had no 
relation to the theme of the song. 
Some people say the talking by Mayo 
and Tally spoils their records: to me 
it’s a pearl of great price because 
of its utter incongruity. This same 
pattern is followed in three of the 
remaining four Mayo- Tally duets 
which I hastened to acquire. Only in 
“J Was Never Nearer Heaven in My 
Life” is the incongruous conversation 
omitted. Since it is a typical sobby 
song of longing to be a child again 
and to return to “mother’s knee,”

apparently not even the measureless 
nonchalance of Tally and Mavo could 
solve the problem of introducing 
frivolous dialog without jarring the 
listeners’ sensibilities. 

However, they let nothing stand in 
their way in the other four records, 
and their sublimely irrelevant re- 
marks have amused me so unfailing- 
ly over the years that I shall quote 
portions here. Incidentally, during the 
singing portion of “At the Ball, 
That’s All,” Mayo speaks to Tally in 
one place as Henry, another as Har- 
ry and in a third as Will. This gave 
me for a long time the idea the ten- 
or’s real name was William Henry 
Tally, instead of the Harry L. listed 
in the death certificate. I still won- 
der why Mayo called him Will. After 
the singing, there is this conversa- 
tion: 

Mayo—Who do you think I saw this 
Morning, Harry? 

Tally—Why, I have no idea. Who was 
it Harry? 

Mayo—Mr. Rockefeller. (He _ pro- 
nounced it Rock-feller.) 

Tally—John D. Rockfeller? (Pro- 
nounced Rocky-feller.) I’d like to have 
seen him. He’s an old friend of mine. 
In fact, I knew John D. Rockefeller 
when he had only one barrel of oil, and 
now he controls the entire output of 
oil for the United States. Then there’s 
Andrew Carnegie. Do you know Andrew 
Carnegie, Harry? 

Mayo—He spoke to me one. .. He 
told me to get out of the road! 

Tally—Well, Andrew Carnegie’s an- 
other old friend of mine. I knew Andrew 
Carnegie when he had only one piece 
of steel, and now he controls the entire 
output of steel for the United States. 
Then there’s— 

Mayo—No! No! 

Tally—What’s the matter? 

Mayo—You’re going to tell me you 
knew Heinz when he had one pickle! 

Tally, laughing—Well, maybe so. 


They then resume singing. 

I consider the talking in “When My 
Ship Comes In” the most amusing of 
all. After singing an intensely senti- 
mental song, the music stops and the 
conversation goes like this: 

Tally—Why do you always carry a 
little frog with vou, Harry? 

Mayo—Little frog tells me when to 
go home. .. Each time I take a drink 
I look at the frog. When I see two 
frogs I go home. 

Tally—Well, that’s time to go home. 
But what happened to your little frog 
the other night? You went home with 
an awful bun on! 

Mayo—I sold it to the brewery for 
hops and the darn thing croaked! You 
know the minister lives next door to 
me? 

Tally—Oh yes, I know the parson. 

Mayo—Well, he told me if I’m ever 
in that condition again I'll turn into 
a rat. Ain’t that terrible? 

Tally—Why, my boy, it’s worse than 
terrible. It’s horrible! 

Mayo—Keep your eye on me, will 
you. Harry? 

Tally—I'll do that; I'll watch you 
closely. 

Mayo—And if you see me beginning 
to grow small, with hair all over my 
back and ears, and a great long tail— 

Tally—Now don’t you worry... I'll 
keep my eye on you all right! 

Mayo—Pay no attention to me! 

Tally—Pay no attention to you? 

Mayo—Keep your eye on the cat! 


Then they return to their senti- 
mental singing with some astonish- 
ing vocal pyrotechnics by Mayo at 
the end. Incidentally, in “At the Ball, 
That’s All” he gives a gorgeous 
demonstration of the “bum-bum-bum” 


style of singing which Green and Lau- 
rie said was originated by the Em- 
pire City Quartet. 

The comedy in “‘Somebody Knows 
is rather weak, involving a pun 
about a man named John Rice rid- 
ing horseback down a street in which 
a wedding was being performed. As 
the equestrian came to the church the 
wedding party emerged and the horse, 
wishing to enter into the spirit of 
the occasion, “stopped and threw 
Rice.” 

In “Piney Ridge,” Mayo asks Tal- 
ly a riddle “Why is a horse with a 
sore neck like next Tuesday?” Tally 
gives up and receives the answer, 
“Because it’s next week (its neck’s 
weak!)” Mayo then asks Tally how 
it would be possible to divide 999 
eggs equally among a thousand sol- 
diers. Tally suggests, “Scramble ’em!”’ 
but that isn’t the right answer, which 
turns out to be, “Kill one of the sol- 
diers.” What this has to do with 
the little girl waiting at Piney Ridge 
for her homesick sweetheart is more 
than I have ever been able to fig- 
ure out!

XI. In Conclusion 

“I Was Never Nearer Heaven In 
My Life” may have been the last is- 
sued record by Tally, but the final 
solo on which his name appeared— 
the first he had made in more than 
five years—was listed on Pathé sap- 
phire dise No. 20082. Tally sang a 
Charles K. Harris ballad, “Come 
Back, Let’s Be Sweet Hearts Once 
More,” backed by the Sterling Trio’s 
harmonious rendition of “On Lake 
Champlain.” This is a rare record, 
but through the kindness of Al De- 
bus, I have been fortunate enough to 
obtain a copy. Mine and the one Al 
kept for himself have the same de- 
fect—the recording seems to begin

too near the edge and the sapphire 
ball declines to track the first few 
grooves. But I have never heard Tal- 
ly’s voice sound sweeter or more mu- 
sical than in this solo swan song. 

On September 20, 1917, Tally re- 
corded, without Mayo, an Edison Dia- 
mond Disc, “How Can I Forget You?” 
which was given the serial number 
5795. It was scheduled for issue, but 
the extremely critical Mr. Edison re- 
jected it. That was probably the last 
recording Tally ever did. 

The following year the tenor re- 
tired from the stage work, but he 
and Mayo joined with Clarence Gas- 
kill in writing a fairly successful pa- 
triotic song. “That’s a Mother’s Liber- 
ty Loan,” which was sung on Colum- 
bia record 2471 by a musical comedy 
baritone, Greek Evans. After Tally 
went to live in California, Mayo con- 
tinued in vaudeville for another de- 
eade. He also continued to write 
songs. In 1920 he, Gaskill and Alfred 
Dubin contrived a follow-up to “Oh, 
What a Pal Was Mary!” They called 
it “Who'll Take the Place of Mary?” 
and it was recorded by most of the 
phonograph companies. I have no bio- 
graphical information about Mayo 
and do not know when he died. 

And that, at last, is as much as 
I know of the story of Harry Tally, 
Harry Mayo and the Empire Citv 
Quartet. In view of the difficulties 
under which it has been written I 
shan’t be surprised if the Frustrat- 
ing Forces induce the manuscript to 
get lost in the mail before it. can 
reach the editor’s desk, but I> hope 
it will survive the journey it is begin- 
ning on St. Patrick’s Day and find 
its wav into tvpe. I have long ad- 
mired Harry Tally and his singing 
associates and it is a pleasure to 
have chronicled, however sketchily, 
their genuine accomplishments.

“Friendship”

Those who know charming, friend- 
ly May Trimble of Southern Califor- 
nia are never surprised to learn that 
here is truly a “friendship” collection 
of bells. Over 800 bells are tangible 
proof of her countless friends, for 
nearly all are gifts. Many are from 
friends and acquaintances in far 
lands, people Miss Trimble came to 
know during her years as a church 
deaconess. 

Like other well known collectors, 
Miss Trimble’s interest in her hob- 
by was originally inspired by a visit 
to the famed Mission Inn bell collec- 
tion thirty years ago. Thanks to en- 
thusiastic friends and relatives, each 
succeeding year since has seen her 
collection grow until it fills walls, 
shelves and tables to overflowing. 

Were you to visit Miss Trimble’s 
bell room, she would point out to you 
that while in a collection of this size 
certain bells stand out individually, 
others quite naturally group them- 
selves. There is, for example, a quaint 
group of seven costumed Negro mam- 
my bells from as many southern 
states; and a group of old cowbells, 
each bearing the label of the state 
where it was once used. A typically 
Californian touch is seen in the rep- 
licas of bells at all twenty-one mis- 
sions founded by Father Serra along 
El Camino Real. 

With true artistic instinct, Miss 
Trimble has circumvented the mon- 
otony of placing all her bells in 
groups. Some fifty figurine bells lend 
their varied personalities here and

there to shelves otherwise filled with 
bells of traditional shape. And an en- 
viable assortment of bells from South 
and Central America are likewise 
scattered. Included here are a silver 
bell from Uraguay; a carved wooden 
Gaucho-handle bell from Brazil; a 
brass tea bell from Peru, showing 
their liberator on its handle; Mexican 
bells pre-dating the Colombian Pe- 
riod; a raffia-dressed lady bell from 
Panama, and a primitive sheep bell 
from Guatemala. 

In Miss Trimble’s opinion part of 
the fun of collecting lies in the little 
by-ways along which an interest can 
lead. Her own interest is not lim- 
ited to bells of any one type, age or 
size. She finds pleasure both in well. 
made modern bells and in rare an- 
cient bells; in rattles as well as mel- 
low chimes. And her interest even ex- 
tends to decorative objects in keep- 
ing with her hobby. 

On the wall is an attractive pink- 
ware historical plate commemorating 
the sounding of the Liberty Bell’s 
first note in a London foundry. A cop- 
per bell-lamp and a bell-planter add 
further decorative touches to the room. 


A quaint Hummel] figurine is an An- . 


gel ringing a bell in a bell-cote; and 
what appears to be a large wooden 
bell is a box containing bell jewelry. 
The box was fashioned from several 
different woods by boys at the State 
Reformatory, Hutchinson, Kansas. 

Starting at the top and moving 
downward, a shelf-by-shelf view of 
individual bells reveals many which 
visitors to Miss Trimble’s collection 
find out of the ordinary: 


Top: Large all-brass bell from Java, pur- 
chased there by a missionary friend. 


Sitting beside the shelves that display a 
portion of her extensive bell collection, Miss 
Trimble prepares to demonstrate the tech- 
nique of playing upon her huge Chinese 
wooden gong known as a Buddha's ear. It 
is a very old and superb example of such 
gongs, decorated with carved Chinese sym- 
bols and struck by a fancy mallet. Wooden 
gongs of this type are placed on low tables 
beside the Buddhist priests as they sit on 
the floor. Their ritual is to beat out a 
rhythm as they intone their messages. Be- 
fore being purchased, Miss Trimble’s gong 
had been in the possession of a family in 
Mexico City for many years.

Goat, Frog and Old Man Bank 


A mechanical bank with the un- 
usual feature of having a companion 
mechanical] bank is our choice as No. 
65 in the numerical classification of 
mechanical banks. This bank, the 
Goat, Frog And Old Man is a com- 
panion piece to the Initiating Bank 
First Degree. The Goat, Frog And 
Old Man was originally advertised in 
old catalogs as the Initiating Bank 
Second Degree, however, since this 
name does not appear on the bank it 
has been felt by present day collec- 
tors that the present name is more 
descriptive and offers more accurate 
identification. 

The Initiating Bank First Degree 
and Goat, Frog And Old Man are 
both covered by the same patent. This 
was issued September 28, 1880 to 
George W. Eddy of Plainville, Conn. 
This patent was also assigned to An- 
drew Turnbull 4nd James A. Swan-

ston, both of New Britain, Conn. They 
operated under the firm name of The 
Mechanical Novelty Works and made 
the Goat, Frog And Old Man as well 
as a number of other mechanical 
banks. This concern, of course, also 
made the Initiating Bank First De- 
gree. The article and information on 
this mechanical bank appeared in the 
November, 1952, HOBBIES. 

The Goat, Frog And Old Man, like 
its companion bank, is typical of the 
times when secret societies and fra- 
ternal organizations used a goat in 
their initiation ceremonies. Both 
banks employed, the use of the same 
goat with modifications in the orig- 
inal pattern to include the old man 
astride the goat. The frog is identical 
on both banks and a similar type 


mechanism is employed to operate the 
two banks. 
The bank shown was obtained by 








the writer some years ago in an an- 
tique shop in Providence, R. I. It is 
in excellent condition, completely orig- 
inal, and with good paint. The frog 
has a green head with an under jaw 
in yellow and white. The mouth is 
red and the eyes are a copper bronze 
color. The figure of the old man is 
entirely painted the same copper 
bronze color as the eyes on the frog. 
The base of the bank, the frog, and 
the goat are all painted in q dark 
brown varnish type of finish. There 
is a gold line around the top and 
bottom edges of the base to add a 
finishing touch. While not particular- 
ly colorful or lively the painting of 
the bank is attractive and interesting. 

The bank operates as follows: A 
coin is placed as shown on the tray- 
like container held in the hands of 
the old man. The lever located in front 
of the goat is then pressed and the 
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goat springs forward. At the same 
time the frog raises on his hind legs 
so that the coin is deposited in his 
mouth at the time of contact of the 
figures. The coin goes through the 
frog on into the base of the bank. 
The bank is reset for operation by 
pulling the goat back and down into 
the position shown in the picture. 
The Goat, Frog And Old Man is a 
very interesting bank and rather dif- 
ficult to find in good original condi- 
tion. This bank paired up with the 
Initiating Bank First Degree is a 
very desirable combination to the 
mechanical] bank collector.

This museum is the outgrowth of 
a hobby started more than 20 years 
ago with the purchase of a music 
box that didn’t work. By the time 
Hardie Sanders and his son, Arthur, 
had restored this to working order 
they had become interested in the 
ingenuity of other musical antiques.

Historical Museum 


Comanche County (Okla.) 
By NELLIE W. TILTON 


In the 5% years since its founding, 
The Comanche County Historical So- 
ciety in Lawton, Okla., has established 
a publication and has made progress 
toward gathering artifacts used by 
the pioneers and the Indians. 


“The Chronicles of Comanche Coun- 
ty” is the name of the semi-annual 
publication of the youthful society. 
It follows the same general plan of 
the State Historical magazine. The 
official insignia for the society is 
“the-Indian-on-horse pursuing-a-buf- 
falo.” This insignia is used on statio- 
nery, letterheads, membership cards 
and the front of The Chronicles. 


The United States government 
opened the Kiowa-Comanche-Apache 
reservation in August 1901. Each man, 
woman and child of the above tribes 
was allotted a quarter section of land 
before it was distributed by regis- 
tration and lottery. A certain percent 
of the remaining land was desig- 
nated school land and income in ren- 
tals and lease money, and of late 
years sales, went toward the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of public 
schools. 

Soon after the organization of the 
society the Commanding General of 
Fort Sill, Major General Edw. T. 


Williams offered, through his repre- 
sentative Col. Harry C. Larter, space 
in the old Stone Corral for its Mu- 
seum. This “without any financial 
obligation for such a period as the 
society might desire.” 


The Fort Sill Artillery Center Mu- 
seum is quite extensive, now occupy- 
ing the old Geronimo Guard House, 
Hamilton Hall, McLain Hall, three 
sides of the old Stone Corral and a 
large outside area for the cannon, 
guns, etc. The enclosed area of the 
four sided Stone Corral contains a 
sod house, an Indian grass tepee, a 
buffalo hide tepee, a Conestoga wagon 
under a canopy, an old circular wa- 
tering trough and many other things. 


The Comanche County Historical 
Museum section is 16x 400 feet, and 
occupies the south section of the quad- 
rangle. Already the Indian display 
has been set up by a professional 
archivist. The pioneer section is in 
process of completion. 


All work on the Chronicles, except 
the actual publishing, and all workers 
at the museum, except the curator, 
are volunteer, 


Recently a grant of $200,000.00 
was made by the McMahon Founda- 
tion for a museum. It will be built on 
five acres in Elmer Thomas Park just 
east of the handsome McMahon Memo- 
rial Auditorium recently completed 
at a cost of more than half qa million 
dollars.

brought to this country, and the tools 
they had to work with. And just 
around the corner from the little old 
school room with its battered wooden 
benches and desks, there is a collec- 
tion of dolls which reflect the social 
history of the times. These dolls are 
in two glass-covered sections, each 
approximately 7%4 feet wide by 6 feet 
high by 38 feet deep. In the section 
we shall call No 1, labelled “Play 
Dolls” are dolls displayed by Mrs. 
Arthur M. Greenwood. Section No. 2, 
“Imported Dolls,” contains dolls do- 
nated by the late Mrs. Frank B. 
Noyes, wife of the well known Wash- 
ington newspaper man. 


It would be well for those in charge 
of arranging dolls for exhibition pur- 
poses, to study this display. In the 
background of Case No. 1 (see pho- 
tographic reproduction) is a copy of 
what appears to be an attractive old 
engraving showing a mother seated 
with a doll in her lap. At the left 
smal] daughter in pantelets and a 
mob cap is holding out to her mother 
another doll, which evidently she 
wants mother to dress. Underneath is 
the inscription: 

Who drest my doll in clothes so gay, 

And taught me pretty how to play, 
And minded all I had to say? 


My Mother! 


The picture and verse on the panel 
are copied from a transfer-decorated 
teacup, whose design, in turn, was 
taken from Mary Tayler’s poem, “My 
Mother.” 


Encircling the picture on stands 
fastened to the wall are—left to right, 
a home-made paper doll dressed in 
cloth; a so-called ,“milliner’s model” 
with back-comb, about 1830; a more 
common variety of the same kind of 
doll, one with sausage curls curved 
to the head, about 1850; three tiny 
wooden peg-jointed dolls on chairs, 
early Victorian; another “milliner’s 
model” with long side curls and knot 
at the back of her head; a home-made 
cloth doll, and above this a doll’s 
blanket sometimes used to fold into 
a “baby” for a child. 


The large wooden doi] standing on 
a raised platform in the left-hand 
corner is the rarest in the Greenwood 
collection. The wooden head is plas- 
tered over to hold its glass eyes. Its 
fork-like fingers are typical of the 
Queen Anne period. 


At the base of the large doll are 
fairly good examples of the Joe] EI- 
lis doll of 1873 (standing) and the 
Mason and Taylor wooden doll of 
about 1880. Alongside these are the 
dearest of 18th century wooden chairs 
about one and a half inches high. 
Seated in one of them is a small wood- 
en peg-jointed doll with the tiniest 


wooden “baby” in her lap, also peg- 
jointed. 

Under the caption Play Dolls is 
the notation “Except in well-to-do 
families, Colonial children played with 
home-made dolls. Often these were 
merely pieces of blanket rolled and 
pinned and designated ‘baby.’ Corn- 
husks, nuts and whittled pieces of 
wood were common substitutes for 
store-bought dolls.” Examples are 
given of dolls made from these ma- 
terials. The furniture in the right- 
hand corner is ingeniously made from 
turkey feathers. 


A miniature bookcase with real 
books written for children is also on 
display. Books for children in those 
days were ultra moral and most of 
them were tiny. 


One of the most interesting things 
in Display Case No. 1 is a letter writ- 
ten in 1740 which reflects the harsh 
attitude towards dolls and childhood 
interests during the religious “Great 
Awakening” that swept the colonists. 
Gilbert Tennent, a revivalist, preach- 
er of New Jersey, sought the conver- 
sion of a little girl, aged seven, dur- 
ing a visit to Boston. 


“Maybe you are guilty of lying, 
stealing, or Sabbath Breaking” he ac- 
cused her, “or spending too much 
time with your babies (dolls).” 


Case No. 2, containing dolls do- 
nated by the late Mrs. Frank B. 
Noyes, is labelled “Imported Dolls.” 
(See photographic reproduction). In 
the background to the left of the 
ellipse is a life-sized sketch of a child 
holding “a wooden Bohemian doll of 
the late 1800’s.” It is shaped like the 
old peg-jointed wooden doll, but is 
not peg-jointed. Stiff arms and legs 
are fastened to the body by means 
of tape. The only real article of cloth- 
ing is a skirt. The bodice is painted 
red. It has the typical features of 
an early wooden doll, painted eyes, 
mouth and hair, pointed nose. 


Hanging on the wall at the left in 
medallion shadow boxes are _ two 
French costume dolls of the early 
1700’s. They have terracotta heads, 
arms and feet. They were formerly in 
the collection of Georges Savile Selig- 
man of Paris and were exhibited at 
Strasbourg in 1935. Illustrated in 
Dolls by Esther Singleton, Plate LIV. 
These are real fashion dolls, made be- 
fore fashion plates in magazines made 
it unnecessary to send dolls from one 


- country to another to show the latest 


styles. 


Standing on a base in the left-hand 
corner of the Noyes case is a French 
fashionably dressed doll of about 
1870, one of the luxury dolls of the 
period misleadingly called today the 
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“French Fashion Doll,” but in reality 
made as a child’s play doll, despite 
its stylish costumes. This elegant “la- 
dy” wears a gray silk dress with 
train, beautifully made. The writer’s 
mother-in-law, who came from a well- 
to-do family, remembered that her 
dressmaker used the left-overs from 
her own “best dresses” to make just 
such costumes for her doll. But fam- 
ily dressmakers were not the only 
ones to make these stylish doll dress- 
es. They were fashioned in European 
factories specially for the “Pari- 
siennes” as the well-known manufac- 
turer Jumeau called his “lady” dolls 
of this type. 


On the floor against the wall just 
to the left of the ellipse is an Eng- 
lish Queen Anne doll of 1720. Most 
collectors know this doll. It came from 
the collection of George Savile Selig- 
man of Paris, and is illustrated in 
Dolls by Esther Singleton, Plate 
XXVII, and in the writer’s Dolls A 
Guide For Collectors. Both books are 
now out of print. 


Nearer to the front of the case, 
and to the right of Her Royal High- 
ness, Queen Anne is an intriguing 
old peddler doll, restored, and with 
all the gadgets conceivable that the 
English peddler of the 18th century 
carried around with her in her door- 
to-door selling campaign. 


To the right of the peddler are 
gentleman and lady fishscale dolls 
from Normandy. The heads, however, 
are not made of shells. They are like 
some of the papier-maché-headed dolls 
of about 1830. Their painted hair is 
short and curly with fine brush marks 
at the temple. 


The large doll on the platform at 
the right-hand corner is an Italian 
wax costume doll. The base of the 
lower body is a cardboard cone. 


The smal] doll at the extreme right 
is the earliest in the exhibit, about 
1400. It has an ivory head and hands, 
natural black hair, and the lower half 
of body is painted wood. 


Hanging from ribbons of uneven 
lengths, fastened to the ceiling, are 
seven fine small dolls. From left to 
right, No. 1 is an exquisite Parian with 
blonde curls back-swept. It is dated 
1860. No. 2 is a rare and beautiful 
little china-head with early Victorian 
hair-do, ears showing, side ringlets 
and knot at the back of her head. 
No. 3 has a similar hair-do, but the 
head is papiér-maché. Nos. 4 and 5 
are the same type of doll, No. 5 with 
a knot (about 1840), No. 4 aq plain 
every-day type of the 1850’s with sau- 
sage curls. No. 6 is a dainty wax doll, 
and No. 7 a papiér maché of about 
1828. It has the usual long spindling 
wooden arms and legs of the period. 


Collectors who are visiting Wash- 
ington will want to see this display 
of dolls. It is on the second floor of 
the building which faces Constitution 
Avenue at Tenth Street, and is part 
of the permanent exhibit “Everyday 
Life in Early America.” 
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Old Vehicles The Successful Inventor 
Speaks

STEAM ENGINE 
ENTHUSIASTS ORGANIZE 


One of the newest hobby clubs to 
enter the collecting field was recently 
formed in Waterloo, Ia. It is known 
as the National Steam Engine and 
Antique Equipment Club, Inc. 

Club members say that its purpose 
is to promote and foster scientific in- 
terest in steam engines, threshers, gas 
engines, shredders, saw mills, shingle 
mills and vehicles formerly used in 
agricultural pursuits in Iowa and the 
Middle West. 

Melba Hiter, secretary of the new 
group, says another aim of the club 
is to operate and display their equip- 
ment, plus primitive antiques that 
were used in the early American 
homes of our ancestors, including 
dough boxes and primitive cooking 
utensils. 

Newly elected officers of the club 
are: Andrew Fishels, President; L. 
C. Warneke, Vice-president; G. L. Hi- 
ter, Financial Secretary; Melba Hi- 
ter, of Waterloo, Ia., Recording Sec- 
retary. 

Among the “antique” items which 
the group has collected and restored 
are: threshing machine, corn shred- 
der, separator, walking plow, surrey, 
tractor and steam engine for use in 
tobacco fields. 

Melba Hiter, one of the officers of 
the group, also has a collection of 
miscellaneous household antiques, in- 
eluding china and old glass. 


Men of genius frequently have suf- 
fered bitter personal disappointment 
and public ridicule before achieving 
success. For at first, the world has 
refused to, believe in their discov- 
eries and inventions, ones that, para- 
doxically, later proved of vital im- 
portance to world progress. 

But has final success assuaged this 
suffering for the genius? Has pub- 
lic acceptance and acclaim erased 
the memory of the stinging skepti- 
cism of a skeptic world that was en- 
dured while seeking financial back- 
ing and working to perfect the inven- 
tion? 

The answers of one early Amer- 
ican engineer are given in a recent- 
ly found old account describing his 
personal observations and reactions 
while struggling with the invention 
that revolutionized transportation. 
For after succeeding, Robert Fulton 
made no secret of how he felt about 
the public attitude regarding his in- 
vention of the steamboat, “Clermont,” 
that proved the practical value of 
steam navigation in 1807. 

The account was written by Ful- 
ton’s close friend, the distinguished 
New England jurist, Joseph Story, 
who after being Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, served in the 


United States Supreme Court and was 
a professor at Harvard and the au- 
thor of several outstanding works on 
law.

Fourteen years after Fulton’s 
death, in 1829, in a lecture at the 
Mechanics’ Institute, Boston, Judge 
Story told how Fulton revealed his 
personal feelings about his first pub- 
lic experiment in America. The Judge 
opened his lecture saying, “I, myself 
have heard the illustrious inventor 
of the steamboat relate, in an ani- 
mated and affecting manner, the his- 
tory of his labours and discourage- 
ments.” 

According to the Judge’s account 
Fulton related, “When JI was build- 
ing my first steamboat at New York, 
the project was viewed by the pub- 
lic, either with indifference or with 
contempt, as a visionary scheme. My 
friends, indeed were civil, but they 
were shy. They listened with patience 
to my explanations, but with a set- 
tled cast of incredulity on their coun- 
tenances. I felt the full force of the 
lamentation of the poet: 

“‘Truths would you teach, 

to save a sinking land, 
All shun, none aid you, 
and few understand.’” 

The 43-year-old Fulton found the 
general public more brutally out- 
spoken about his proposed invention. 
He said, “As I had occasion to pass 
daily to and from the building-yard, 
while my boat was in progress, I 
have often loitered unknown near the 
idle groups of strangers, gathering 
in little circles, and heard various 
inquiries as to the object of this new 
vehicle. 

“The language was uniformly that 
of scorn, or sneer or ridicule. The 
loud laugh often rose at my expense; 
the dry jest; the wise calculation of 
losses and expenditures; the dull but 
endless repetition of ‘the Fulton Fol- 
ly.’ Never did a single encouraging 
remark, a bright hope, or a warm 
wish cross my path. Silence itself 
was but politeness, veiling its doubts, 
or hiding its reproaches. 

“At length,” he continued, “the 


day arrived when the experiment was

In general, leather buttons have 
less “eye appeal” than do buttons 
of other materials. Nor do they ex- 
hibit varieties of color and subject 
matter that are found in metal or 
glass, for example. 

But they are genuine: they do not 
imitate any other substance, although 
they are themselves often imitated 
in other materials. They are not 
showy, but, like other unobtrusive 
buttons, they can be very attractive 
and interesting, in their own way. 

My collection of leather buttons is 
limited; and though the following ex- 
amples are not as representative as 
I could wish, they may give an idea 
of the subject’s possibilities: 

No. 1 is an example of stamped 
leather. It is flat and about an eighth 
of an inch thick, with metal (Cone 
type) shank. 

No. 2 is similar to No. 1 in con- 
struction. In both buttons, the effect

is of a dark design against a light- 
er background. The Spider is rather 
unusual, since not many “Pictures” 
are found on leather buttons; what 
there are, are simply rendered, with- 
out unnecessary details. Some leather 
buttons are cut to shape: e.g., the 
Football (p. 52, No. 5 in HOBBIES 
for November, 1957), and the Guitar 
(p. 55, No. 9 in HOBBIES for May, 
1952). 

No. 3 is tooled leather: a very 
graceful and charming design. Such 
buttons were made by students of 
handicrafts and Occupational Ther- 
apy, after World War I. A soldier 
at Fort Devens (Mass.) made this 
button, c. 1920. 

No. 4 is an example of leather 
combined with metal. The convex 
button is covered with green leather 
and ornamented with brass studs. A 
metal loop shank pierces the leather 
disk which covers the back. Buttons 
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Buttons 


of this general type were made by 
United-Carr Fastener Corporation & 
Tau Fastener Company, of Provi- 
dence, R. 

No. 5 is not a beautiful button, 
but it was undoubtedly useful, on 
some heavy coat or jacket. It ‘is a 
quarter of an inch thick, and the 
holes are protected by brass eyelets. 

No. 6 is a covered button, convex 
with pad back. The two halves, of 
white and dark blue leather, are 
stitched together. Other covered leath- 
er buttons are back-marked “Defi- 
ance” and “L’Kclair-Deposé.” 

Nos. 7 and 8 are typical of the 
buttons we immediately think of 
when the word “leather” is mentioned. 
They are semi-spherical, woven or 
plaited from leather strips, with 
leather loop shanks. They are some- 
times called “Turk’s Head” buttons, 
from a fancied resemblance to the 
turbans once worn in Turkey. They 
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were—and still are—made in vari- 
ous sizes and in different interlacing 
designs. Some bear back-marks giv- 
ing their country of origin. Found 
on sweaters and sports clothes, there 
is little visible difference between 
older and more recent examples—ex- 
cept that the older ones look shab- 
bier, and are apt to have had their 
shanks cut off, when they were re- 
moved from the garments they once 
adorned. No. 7 was made in Spain, 
and No. 8, lighter in color, was made 
in Germany. oe 
There are older and more primitive 
leather buttons than any of these; 
also, there are fancier types, some 
of which have metal backs and bor- 
ders or incised, painted designs. But 
most leather buttons are plain; they 
depend upon differences of size, col-

It might 
be possible to make up a group of 
buttons made from these materials: 
from snakeskin and alligator hide, 
and from actual furs, as well as from 
calfskin, buckskin, chamois, suede, 
sheepskin and kangaroo hide. But 
some of these, I fear, would be as 
difficult to acquire as to identify! 

The simplest and easiest way to 
collect anything is to start with what- 
ever material you happen to have 
on hand and to go on from there. 
This is the way most collectors began. 
And while it is possible to spend 
much time and money in order to 
secure wanted items, and to complete 
collections, it isn’t compulsory, by 
any means. 

Indeed, there is a certain pleasure 
and satisfaction in utilizing what you 
have, and in making the most of it. 
And this applies to other things be- 
sides buttons!

Dame; and from Alaska a pink clay 
bell with a totem pole handle, the dark 
rectangle on the skirt being the Alas- 
kan flag with its markings of the Big 
Dipper and the North Star. 

Third shelf, left: The curious old bell 
high in the back appears to have an 
outside clapper. Actually this was used 
as a doorbell in Japan and the chain 
swings the bell to ring it. , 

Third shelf, right: Just below the Lib- 
erty Bell are two valuable figure-handle 
bells. The one is from the United 
States, with the figure of Nathan Hale; 
the other is from Syria and has a 
native figure. To the far right is an 
odd straw bell from Sweden where it 
was a characteristic Christmas decora- 
tion. 

Fourth shelf, left: A china bell in the 
likeness of an American Indian can be 
seen in colorful regalia with feathered 
headpiece. 

Fourth shelf, right: On the shelf above 
the boat-wheel bell, which came from 
Copenhagen, is a group of interesting 
Japanese bells. To the left of the Tora 
arch with its gong is a bell from Tokyo 
whose handle is a leather strap with 
a baby’s pacifier attached; also a pot- 
tery bell in the shape of a frog. In 
line with the boat-wheel bell are sev- 
eral wooden bells of different woods 
from historic places. And from Rhodesia 
comes a primitive rattle of four small 
calabash gourds strung together. On 
the extension of this shelf is a heavy 
brass bell shaped like a fort and 
marked ‘The Cairn of Culloden Moor.’’ 
This unusual bell is from Scotland and 
commemorates the scene of a battle 
fought there in 1746. Here also is a 
lovely commemorative bell purchased 
by Miss Trimble in Vancouver, B. C., 
on Coronation Day, 1953. It is a cer- 
amic bell in the shape of a crown and 
painted in royal colors with gold trim. 

Fifth shelf, right: On this shelf are two 
of Miss Trimble’s most prized bells. 
One is a lovely brass bow] on a stand, 
formerly used in a private Japanese 
shrine and rung three times before 
prayer. It has an exceptionally sweet 
tone when struck lightly around the 
rim, and the hum note continues from 
one to two minutes. The other highly 
prized bell and probably the owner’s 
oldest is a three-inch Chinese jade 
bell with curious markings. It is 1,000 
or more years old, according to a jade 
specialist, and was meant to be struck 
with a piece of bone. 

Bottom shelves: Here are ranged many 
heavy bells. Some are Early American 
boat and call bells over a century old. 
Many, like the doughnut thumb-bell 
from Ceylon, are from primitive lands, 

Table, right of shelves: In front of the 
tall Chinese gong supported by cranes 
is a Buddhist messenger chime con- 
sisting of five sweet-toned bells. The 
flat reund gong is from Burma. Not 
showing in the picture is a rare little 
rain alarm bell. 

Table, left of shelves: Here may be seen 
a fine example of a brass saucer-type 
bell, all elaborately embossed. It was 
purchased in Russia over sixty years 
ago at what was then St. Petersburg. 
Miss Trimble feels that this may have 
been used as an altar bell, since many 
angels decorate the piece. At its right 
is one of the most recently added bells 
in the collection, hanging in a brass 
replica of the Syngman Rhee Gate 
which he presented to the city of Seoul, 
Korea. 

Not illustrated: Last but certainly not 
least, there is in Miss Trimble’s col- 
lection a rare and highly cherished 
Tibetan prayer wheel bell.

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OLD SILVER 
AND OTHER METALS 


Beakers and Chalices 


Beakers were chiefly used during 
the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries, for 
both secular and religious purposes. 
A metal cup, varying in height, with 
a flat bottom and tapering sides, beak- 
ers generally had no handles; how- 
ever, some of the early examples were 
made with handles and with covers. 
As domestic vessels, they were util- 
ized as drinking cups, taper holders, 
also receptacles for herbs, spices and 
pulverized sandalwood. 

While the silver and pewter beak- 
ers made in England are perhaps 
more commonly known, it is easier 
to find those of Dutch origin or from 
the countries of northern Europe. 
Some authorities have believed that 
these cups were first made in Flan- 
ders or Germany. In Germany metal 
beakers were employed as guild cups. 
In the celebrated Goldsmiths’ Guild 
of Nuremberg apprentices were re- 
quired to make a “master cup” when

they attained the rank of Master 
Craftsman. A masterpiece of Flem- 
ish metaleraft is the Merode Cup, in 
the Victoria and Albert Museum. 
This covered beaker, in silver-gilt, 
pounced with birds, fruit and flowers, 
displays an extremely rare and diffi- 
cult type of enameling. A prime fa- 
vorite in Scandinavian countries, tall 
beakers with wide mouths and nar- 
row bases were in general use in Swe- 
den in the 18th century. Swedish 
smiths, in making these cups, often 
utilized filigree work from the quaint 
bridal crowns of gold and _ silver, 
which were popular in rural areas. 
The oldest dated beaker known in 
Denmark is a silver cup made by Ga- 
brie! Brockmuller in 1589. Russian 
craftsmen were adept in fashioning 
pieces for domestic use which were 
peculiar to their native country. The 
best known of these was the Bratina 
—derived from brat or brother, and 


was, as the name implies, used on 
fraternal occasions. These cups, glo- 
bular in form with a contracted lip, 
were often made of gold, silver, and 
precious stones, and no wealthy fam- 
ily was without one. 

In the picture, from left to right: 

Indo-Saracenic beaker, silver with 
gold bands, worthy weight 12 oz., 
442” high. The titles of Mahometan 
style of ornament vary in different 
countries. In Syria and Egypt it is 
recognized as Saracenic or Arabian; 
in India as Indo-Saracenic. The fol- 
lowers of Mahomet were the great- 
est geometricians of the world—per- 
haps because of restrictions laid down 
by the Koran, prohibiting the nat- 
uralistic representations of men, ani- 
mals or plants. The Mahometan style 
of decoration reached its highest glo- 
ry in the 16th century when the ar- 
tisans introduced plant patterns in 
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natural form. This beaker exempli- 
fies that period. 


Benares brass beaker. An example 
of the outstanding feature of brass- 
work from this section of India: A 
series of incarnations of Vishnu, one 
of the three most important gods of 
Hinduism. 


Heavy brass beaker, wt. 14 oz., with 
engraved palmette pattern, enhanced 
by inlay of red lac made from garnet 
dust. Moradabad, north India. 


Silver beaker, richly ornamented in 
fine-line gold tracery on an overlay 
of granular black enamel. Tamil Land, 
far southern India. 


Red-brown copper beaker with trac- 
es of silver, relieved with black lac. 
Arabesques and five-lobed leaves are 
bordered by lotus bands. One of a 
pair. 5” high, weight 14 oz. Hydera- 
bad, in the Deccan section of India. 


The chalice, a sacramental cup with 
stem and foot, usually without han- 
dle, often with cover, was chiefly used 
in the Middle Ages and the Renais- 
sance—for both ecclesiastical and se- 
cular purposes. A chalice with the 
London date letter of 1479 is said to 
be the earliest piece of silver with 
an English hallmark. Pewter chalices 
were common in Colonial times. 


It is in Ireland that the greatest 
number of Celtic treasures have been 
found. One of the finest early exam- 
ples is the famous Ardagh chalice in 
the National Museum of Ireland. This 
cup is the two-handled form that was 
used by the early church. It is made 
of gold, silver and bronze with rich 
settings of amber and enamel. 

The German style during the Mid- 
dle Ages and the Renaissance was 
one of detailed elaboration. One spe- 
cimen in the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum is a copper-gilt cup in the form 
of a castle — a German baronial 
stronghold complete with its fortifi- 
cations, chapel and castle water-mill.

From the earliest times the Scandi- 
navian peoples were noted for their 
skill in the precious metals. Swedish 
smiths had a remarkable flair for 
making silver goblets imitating drink- 
ing cups. In the contemporary Eng- 
lish examples there were silver wine 
goblets designed with a diaper rem- 
iniscent of the “latticino” decoration 
of Venetian glass. These cups usually 
bore London hallmarks. 


The large brass chalice in the pic- 
ture—one of a pair—was made in 
Damascus. Skilled workmanship is 
demonstrated in the characteristic 
palmette bands, the intricate details 
and the movement of the stylized ani- 
mals with their riders. 11” high, 
51%” diameter. 


The Syrian brass chalice with cov- 
er is ornamented with a frieze of run- 
ning animals with huntsmen in pur- 
suit—palmettes, floral and interlace 
bands. 13” high to top of finial, 4” 
diameter. 


The small pewter-lined brass chal- 
ice, 5” high, 3” diameter, is decorated 
almost entirely with an inlay of niel- 
lo, a black metallic alloy. A floriated 
vine, damascened in silver and brass 
enhance this cup. Travancore, a state 
in the southern tip of India was fa- 
mous for artists in decorative brass 
drinking cups.

A Pin Collection 


A collection of any kind gets 
started in one of several ways: It 
grows up like Topsy; it develops to 
meet a need or theme; it provides a 
satisfactory investment for a person 
with money who wishes to surround 
himself with a source of pleasure. 


Collecting is one of the oldest 
hobbies in the world. No doubt, it 
was started as early in history as 
the first man found the first pretty 
stone and carried it back to his cave. 
Literature tells us that the Chinese, 
for example, keep a piece of un-

mounted jade in their pockets to rub 
for luck. It is the belief that the vir- 
tues of the stone enter the person 
rubbing it. Ancient man particularly 
enjoyed those stones which were 
found in the form of some creature, 
an animal, a bird, or a fish. 


History had not progressed far be- 
fore stones which reflected light, or 
which were scarce became valuable 
for barter, and therefore, increased 
a man’s worth. Long before the era 
of books and reading, silversmiths 
were at work setting stones into

mountings to be worn for adornment 
or given as gifts. 


Amulets, necklaces and crowns were 
easy to produce and are found among 
the arts of Egypt, China and other 
ancient civilizations. 


Serving as a link between the pure- 
ly useful and the purely ornamental, 
brooches have a_ unique position 
among articles of jewelry. Although 
a beautiful brooch is extant from the 
XVIII Dynasty in Egypt, this type 
of mounting for jewelry is compar- 
atively recent. Pins were scarce in 
Africa and Asia, but were largely 
European in origin. Even then, they 
had a strange history. Where other 
jewels were mounted for adornment 
and used in trading or for the adorn- 
ment of a prince or ruler, pins were 
used chiefly as a means of holding 
clothing in place. The first type of 
pin, then, was the stick pin type 
which could be pushed through layers 
of heavy clothing. And not until the 
advent of the safety pin or clasp 
were brooches widely used and dis- 
tributed. 


Greek, Roman and Etruscan jewel- 
ry of this type was graceful in form 
and of exquisite delicacy. In Britain 
the harp shape was used. The Irish 
and Scandinavian peoples developed 
it. Of these early brooches, the Brooch 
of Tara, of Scottish origin, is extant. 


Only in recent years has the safe- 
ty clasp been developed to the point 
where it can be used on the most in- 
expensive pin without increasing the 
cost. During those years the 200 cos- 
tume jewelry pins of this collection 
have been accumulated. Although the 
value of this collection is only nom-

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inal, it contains pins of wood, plas- 
tic, ivory, bone, metal and mounted 
stones. Checking through it one could 
find replicas of many of the early 
developments: the stick pin, a rose 
gold bar pin with only the most rudi- 
mentary safety pin to hold it shut, 
an ivory mosaic with a slide cover 
for the pin which serves as a safety 
clasp, an enamel] pin featuring an 
art learned in the days of Greece and 
Rome. Thus we can see that collect- 
ing antique jewelry is not the spe- 
cial privilege of the wealthy, even 
though diamonds, emeralds, rubies, 
and the like were made into pins and 
brooches more readily than any other 
materials. 

Many desirable collections have 
been made of small brooches, small 
pins of gold and silver which cost 
much less than even $20.00. 

In the past religious and astrolog- 
ical meanings were attached to fine 
stones and their mountings, but to- 
day pins for ornament can be found 
in'a wide variety of patterns and 
offer many interests to the collector.

Included are badges, breast stars, 
and colorful sashes of such great ana 
ancient orders of knighthood as the 
Garter of England established by Ea- 
ward III before 1350, the Order of 
Christ of Portugal founded before 
1820, and the Order of the Annun- 
ziata of Italy instituted in 13862. Many 
of the grand crosses were owned and 
worn by distinguished persons, in- 
cluding the Marquess of Rocking- 
ham, Prime Minister of England in 
1765; Mary, Queen of George V; Vic- 
tor Emanua] III of Italy; Carol I 
of Rumania; Baron Mannerheim of 
Finland, and others. The decorations 
represent the finest work in gold, sil- 
ver, and enameling. Some are en- 
crusted with precious gems, and most 
have sashes of rich and vividly col- 
ored silk. 


Orders of knighthood, while having 
roots in the Ancient World, devel- 
oped to maturity during the late Me- 
dieval Period. They provided a re- 
ward for military prowess, a social 
rank, and a security in return for a 
pledge of featly. While the details of 
the institution varied from country 
to country, and from century to cen- 
tury, certain elements seem to have 
been constant: (1) Knighthood car- 
ried with it an honor that gave the re- 
cipient social rank, (2) The honor 
was conferredin aceremony. (3) The 
honor carried with it certain privi- 
leges. (4) Rewards of value accom- 
panied the honor, (5) The recipient 
belonged to a group, members of 
which had received a like honor. 
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Under the new national states 
knighthood became a system of hon- 
ors often without military obligation 
but still providing a reward of land, 
a stipend, or a post at court.

The Austrian “Stutzuhr” 


Old clocks have an intimate qual- 
ity which is a combination of many 
things. It is made up in part by the 
patina of years during which the 
clock has given service, in part by 
the personality of the person who 
created it and the individual for 
whom it was produced. For this rea- 
son it may be said that almost with- 
out exception clocks have nationalis- 
tic characteristics that reflect not on- 
ly the feeling of a people but the 
spirit and the style of the epoch that 
produced them. 

This is particularly true of the 
clocks produced in Austria at the end 
of the 18th century and during the 
first decades of the 19th century. 
One cannot help but visualize the 
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Example of the Austrian “Stutzuhr” 
clock.

popular conception of the gay Vienna 
of the Strauss waltzes and the French 


court influences in the Austrian 
bracket clock which is illustrated 
here. 


This is a style of timepiece which 
was produced in a standard form 
with an endless variety of refine- 
ments. The type was known as a 
“Stutzuhr” or “Stockuhr,” and was 
extremely popular in Austria from 
about 1810 through the next two de- 
cades, although some examples may 
be earlier. It was produced for almost 
every purse. For persons of moderate 
means gilt wood mounts as in the 
example illustrated were used, with 
a painted enamel dial. Other exam- 
ples for a more exclusive clientele 
has enamel annular chapter rings and 
subsidiary dials with finely wrought 
gilt repoussee decoration. 


The words “Stutzuhr” and “Stock- 
uhr” mean “short clock.” The style 
was dominantly baroque in concept 
and ornamentation, lavishly decor- 
ated. Some forms were painted in 
many colors with floral and other mo- 
tifs to represent a peasant house or 
village building. Others were ve- 
neered with fine woods such as wal- 
nut and ebony. 


The predominant features of the 
Stutzuhr are a substantial base with 
serpentine or projecting platform of 
wood. A colonnade of four columns, 
usually of alabaster are contrived to 
support an elaborate pediment on 
which is attached the clock movement 
and dial. The columns are placed in 


_ such a manner as to form a recessed 


space behind them which is lined with 
mirrors. A large gilt and sculptured 
pendulum bob is suspended below the 
movement and moves slowly in front 
of the mirrors in a most effective 
manner. 


The columns of the clock here 
shown are of alabaster with carved 
wooden bases and pediments, which 
have been gilded. Other examples oc- 
easionally have the bases and pedi- 
ments of gilt bronze. 


The gilt wood mounts which flank 


the movement on either side are elab- 
orately carved with floral motifs and 
figures of swans or lions, imagin- 
atively conceived. The base is sup- 
ported on turned feet of alabaster 
and pierced gilt metal mounts relieve 
the wooden, parts of the case. On the 
flat top of the case over the move- 
ment is a gilt bronze figure, almost 
invariably of an eagle, in one or 
another of several forms with wings 
widespread. 


In the example shown, a miniature 
painting in oils is featured in the 
center of the dial. Several figures 
are shown in the genre scene of the 
countryside. A small wheel attached 
to the movement is placed over the 
painted waterfall so that each time 
that the clock strikes, the wheel turns 
as if by the force of the torrent. 


It is readily apparent that the 
Stutzuhr, as examplified in this illus- 
tration, embodies a basic French Em- 
pire style interpreted by the German 
or Austrian artisan. Consequently it 
is not surprising that a similar ex- 
ample illustrated in Mrs. N. Hud- 
son’s Moore book, The Collector’s 
Manual, is described as being a French 
timepiece. Another clock of the same 
type, possibly a little later in date, 
is illustrated in the recently pub- 
lished Seventh Edition of F. J. Brit- 
ten’s Old Clocks and Watches and 
Their Makers in the section on Aus- 
trian clocks prepared by the well 
known authority on Austrian time- 
pieces, Dr. H. von Bertele. 


The clock illustrated here is from 
the shop of Mrs. Helen Vaughan of 
Chestnut Ridge Road in Bethel, Conn., 
to whom we are indebted for permis- 
sion to illustrate and describe it. 


The movement is of the familiar 
round form of fine workmanship gen- 
erally found in French timepieces of 
the early 19th century. It is of the 
French type anchor escapement with 
a silk suspension pendulum. This ex- 
ample has a count wheel and strikes 
each hour and half hour. Others are 
found with the grande sonnerie, strik- 
ing the hour and quarter every fif- 
teen minutes.

to be put into operation. To me It 
was a most trying and interesting 
occasion. I invited many friends to 
go on board to witness the first suc- 
cessful trip. Many of them did me 
the favour to attend as a matter of 
personal respect; but it was mani- 
fest. that they did it with reluctance, 
fearing to be the partners of my mor- 
tification, and not of my triumph.” 

Here, the inventor explains he was 
not confident of immediate and com- 
plete success, saying, “The machin- 
ery was new and ill-made; many 
parts of it were constructed by me- 
chanics unaccustomed to such work; 
and unexpected difficulties might rea- 
sonably be presumed to _ present 
themselves from other causes. 

“My friends were in groups on the 
deck. There was anxiety mixed with 
fear among them. They were silent, 
and sad, and weary. I read in their 
looks nothing but disaster, and al- 
most repented of my efforts. The mo- 
ment arrived in which the word was 
to be given for the vessel to move. 

“The signal was given, and the 
boat moved on a short distance, and 
then stopped, and became immove- 
able! 

“To the silence of the preceding 
moment now succeeded murmurs of 
discontent, and agitations, and whis- 
pers, and shrugs. I could hear dis- 
tinctly repeated, ‘I told you it would 
be so, it is a foolish scheme; I wish 
we were well out of it.’”

Undaunted, Fulton immediately re- 
assured his friends that the delay 
might be only a minor one as he ad. 
dressed them from a platform to 
which he had climbed. He said, “I 
stated that I knew not what was the 
matter; but if they would be quiet, 
and indulge me for half an hour, I 
would either go on, or abandon the 
voyage for that time. This short res- 
pite was conceded without objection. 


“T went below, examined the ma- 
chinery, and discovered that the cause 
was a slight mal-adjustment of some 
of the work. In a short period it was 
obviated. The boat was again put in 
motion. She continued to move on. 


“All were still incredulous. None 
seemed willing to trust the evidence 
of their own senses. We left the fair 
city of New York; we passed through 
the romantic and ever-varying scen- 
ery of the highlands; we decried the 
clustering houses of Albany; we 
reached its shores; and then, even 
then, when all seemed achieved, I 
was the victim of disappointment. 

“Imagination superseded the influ- 
ence of fact. It was then doubted if 
it could be done again; or if done, it 
was doubted if it could be made of 
any great value!” 

Fulton’s great disappointment at 
his friends inability tc realize the sig- 
nificance of the “Clermont’s” success 
echoed of an earlier, more tragic one. 
His predecessor in pioneering steam 
propulsion, John Fitch, met with the 
same skepticism and indifference when 
he invented the first successful steam 
packet in 1786. 


After twelve years’ failure to se- 
cure financial backing here and in 
Europe, Fitch, penniless and despon- 
dent, committed suicide in a Kentu- 
cky tavern. He left a pithy bequest 
as a warning to men, and which, ob- 
viously Fulton ignored, for it was 
“beware of wives and steamboats.”

A Stuyvesant family reunion—in 
portraits—was recently placed on dis- 
play in The New-York Historica] So- 
ciety, Central Park West and 77th 
Street. 

Eight generations of this historic 
family, associated with New York Ci- 
ty from 1647, when Peter Stuyvesant 
arrived there as Director General of 
New Netherlands, until the death of 
his last direct descendant more than 
800 years later, are represented in 
this collection of oil paintings, minia- 
tures, silhouettes and photographs. 

Twenty-two oil paintings from the 
collections of the Society were placed 
on display, too, including recently dis- 
covered works by Ezra Ames (1768- 
1836), John Trumbull (1756-1843) 
and Joseph Blackburn (f]. 1752-1778). 
Twelve of the oils, the miniatures 
and the photos have come from the 
estate of the late Augustus Van 
Horne Stuyvesant, Jr., last direct de- 
seendant of the Governor. He died 
in 1953. 

This valuable addition to the Socie-

ty’s collections, which includes the 
Ames, Trumbull and Blackburn works, 
might have been destroyed had the 
terms of Mr. Stuyvesant’s will been 
carried out. His motive in ordering 
the destruction of the portraits was 
not stated in his will, but as was 
recalled by friends, he had once at- 
tended an auction at Newport at 
which a bundle of family miniatures 
sold for a dollar or so. 

Manhattan Surrogate William H. 
Collins ruled in January 1957, that, 
“The right to make gq testamentary 
disposition in New York is therefore 
limited to a gift or a bequest.” Since 
the order to destroy was held invalid, 
the paintings were removed from the 
Stuyvesant family chateau, Fifth 
Avenue and 79th Street, to the Socie- 
ty, where the work of cleaning, re- 
storing, dating and identifying both 
subjects and artists has been car- 
ried on by the staff. 

Governor Peter Stuyvesant (1592- 
1672), founder of the family in this 
country, is represented in an original 
painting from the Society’s collec- 
tions. The work of an unidentified ar- 
tist, the portrait was painted from 
life and has been dated by art ex- 
perts in the 1660’s, Several copies of 
this portrait, including two by Su- 
san Rivington Stuyvesant, wife of the 
subject’s great-great-great grandson, 
are included. 

Dubbed ‘Peter the Headstrong” by 
an irreverent Washington Irving, 
Stuyvesant was the last Director Gen- 
eral of New Netherlands. His term 
ran from 1646 until 1664, when the 
English took over the colony of New 
Amsterdam and changed its name to 
New York. A colorful character, he 
lost his right leg in military service 
in 1644 while he was governor of 
Curacao, a Dutch possession in the 
Caribbean Sea. His wooden leg, which 
was decorated with silver bands, was 
often stamped by the Governor to 
punctuate his explosive (often pro-

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fane) conversation, according to leg- 
end. When the English took over the 
colony, Stuyvesant remained there, 
after a brief trip to Holland (1665 
1668) to report on his stewardship, 
and lived in New York until the age 
of 80 as a respected community fig- 
ure. 

Names of Stuyvesant property stil! 
linger in New York City today. White 
Hall was the name of the family’s 
town house, hence Whitehall Street in 
downtown Manhattan. The family 
farm or “bouwerie” stretched from 
what is now Third Avenue to the 
banks of the East River at the time 
(much land has since been filled in), 
the south boundaries touched Fourth 
Street at some points, while the 
northern boundaries went up as far 
as 28rd Street. Stuyvesant Street, 
which runs from Astor Place to Sec- 
ond Avenue, was once the driveway 
to the family home, Petersfield, and 
of course, the present Bowery was 
named for the Stuyvesant farm. 

Peter Stuyvesant and many descen- 
dants lie buried in the cemetery of 
St. Mark’s Chureh in the Bouwerie, 
located at Second Avenue and 10th 
Street. Erected in 1660 as a Dutch 
chapel on the Stuyvesant bouwerie, 
the little church was rebuilt in 1799 
and is now part of Trinity Parish. 

Portraits of Stuyvesant kin are 
also included in the exhibition. A 
previously unknown painting by Ezra 
Ames, of Goldsbrow Banyar (1724- 
1815), Deputy Secretary of the Prov- 
ince of New York, highlights the ex- 
hibition. Dated 1802, the portrait is 
of Augustus Van Horne Stuyvesant, 
Jr’s maternal great-great-great 
grandfather. A second portrait of Mr. 
Banyar, also previously unknown was 
identified by authorities as the work 
of John Trumbull. It dates from 1806. 

A charming portrait of-Mrs. Golds- 


brow Banyar (c. 1739-1808) as a

D. O. HILL 
“The First Victorian Photographer” 


The Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
New York City, recently displayed 
a representative exhibition of photo- 
graphs of D. O. Hill, “The First 
Victorian Photographer.” 

The exhibit, arranged by A. Hyatt 
Mayor, Curator of Prints, included 
more than 60 photographs, both 
portraits and landscape views. 

D. O. Hill, the earliest but still 
one of the greatest art photogra- 
phers, was born in Perth, Scotland, 
in 1802. At twenty he moved to 
Edinburgh and embarked on a career 
as a landscape painter. Yet his name. 
like his canvases, would be forgotten 
today had it not been for an event 
that occurred in May, 1843. At that 
time a group of liberal clergymen, 
believing the selection of ministers 
should rest with each congregation 
rather than the head of the church, 
renounced their connections with the 
Established Church and founded the 
Free Church of Scotland. Hill, pres- 
ent at the meeting where this dra- 
matic action took place, sympathized 
so strongly with the courageous 
ministers that he decided to im- 
mortalize all 474 of them in paint. 

Twenty years of landscape painting 
were no preparation for such a mam- 
oth task. So Hill turned to photogra- 
phy to aid him in this undertaking. 
The photographic process Hill em- 
ployed was known as the calotype. 
Discovered in the 1830’s by the

Englishman William Henry Fox Tal- 
bot; this negative-positive technique 
was made public in 1839, several 
months before Louis Daguerre de- 
scribed the practically perfected da- 
guerreotype in Paris. The daguerreo- 
type with its relative speed of ex- 
posure and sharpness of detail won 
immediate popularity, but the future 
of photography lay with the slower, 
fuzzy calotype process which could 
make many images instead of the 
daguerreotype’s one. It remained for 
D. O. Hill to reveal the numerous 
artistic possibilities of this technique. 

Hill posed his subjects out-of- 
doors to get the full benefit of sun- 
light. With the portraits of Raeburn 
and the genre scenes of Terborch in 
mind, he grouped his figures care- 
fully, concentrating on effects of 
light and shade and the expressive 
patterns of head and hands. The 
results were so impressive that soon 
all Edinburgh was clamoring to sit 
for him. 

Although Hill’s artistic vision was 
responsible for the beauty of the 
photographs, it was the technical 
knowledge of Robert Adamson, a 
brilliant young chemist, that made 
them a reality. The two men began 
their collaboration in 1848 and pro- 
duced over a thousand negatives in 
the next five years. Then suddenly 
in 1848 Adamson died, and the pho- 
tography stopped. For a while after 
Hill’s death in 1870 his work dropped 
out of sight. It was rediscovered in 
the early years of the 20th century 
and has affected the art of photogra- 
phy ever since.

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New York Inventor Retraces Voyage of Columbus 


A retracing of the probable first 
voyage of Columbus through the Ba- 
hama Islands indicates that previous 
constructions of the route are far 
from satisfactory. This is the con- 
clusion of Edwin A, Link, well-known 
aviation training equipment inventor 
and manufacturer of Binghamton, N. 
Y., and Mrs. Link, in a report of a 
trip in which they tried to follow the 
great navigator’s path both from ref- 
erences in his journal and the phys- 
ica] appearance of the islands visited. 
This report has just been published 
by the Smithsonian Institution. 

One of the major conclusions is 
that Columbus’ San Salvador, the 
place of his first landfall, was an 
island of the Caicos archipelago rath- 
er than Watling Island some 200 
miles to the northwest, which gener- 
ally has received the credit in recent 
years. The Links then attempt to 
ascertain the route which the three 
vessels led by the Santa Maria sailed 
through the Bahamas before reach- 
ing Cuba predicated upon their own 
interpretation of his journal. If they 
are right, the three monuments which 
have been erected on Watling Is- 
land as memorials to the first land- 
fall, have been falsely placed. And 
the Act of the British Parliament in 
1926 in naming Watling Island as 
San Salvador is in error. 


Columbus’ description of his first 
landfall fits the Caicos area quite 
well, the Links point out, while Wat- 
ling Island fails to qualify in many 
respects. The Indian name of the is- 
land was Guanahani, or “place of 
much water.” ‘The Discoverer wrote 
that Guanahanij was “very large and 
very flat, with green trees and much 
water. In the center of it there is 
a very large lagoon.” The island was 
also described by Columbus’s scribe, 
Las Casas, as “beanshaped,” and 
“about 15 leagues in length.” While 
Caicos fits the latter, Watling Is- 
land is only a third the lengtn and 
is lozenge-shaped. 

Columbus reported having seen a 
light four hours before sighting San 
Salvador. If he had been approach- 
ing Watling Island this would have 
been impossible, according to the 
Links, for there are no islands to the 
east of Watling in any direction, and 
there would have been no. Indian 
canoes so far at sea in the dead of 
night. Yet in approaching Caicos, Co- 
lumbus could easily have glimpsed a 
light on or near Turks Island some 
20 miles southeast of Caicos. 


Also Columbus described “a great 
ridge of rocks that encircled the 
whole of that island.” There is only 
a brief line of barrier reefs at the 


north end of Watling, the eastern 
shore being virtually unapproach- 
able due to scattered coral heads; 
whereas, a large section of the outer 
border of Caicos is flanked with reefs, 
according to the Links. 

They further point out that Co- 
lumbus claimed that from San Sal- 
vador he “saw so many islands that 
I could not decide to which I would 
go first.” They say that Watling Is- 
land is too small to give the impres- 
sion of many islands within itself, 
and there are no other islands visible 
in any direction. Yet from the east- 
ern shores of Caicos they found it 
possible to visualize many islands 
fading into the distance, the outer is- 
lands of the Caicos archipelago. 

Taking issue with the many his- 
torians through the centuries who 
have selected a variety of Bahamian 
islands as San Salvador, they point 
out various other discrepancies es- 
tablished by personal investigation. 
Even in the nearly five centuries 
since Columbus, they say, appear- 
ances hardly could have changed so 
notably. In the Links’ belief the Cai- 
cos archipelago is the only logical 
choice.

SAGA OF ANDERSON by Irene Taylor 
Allien, Greenwich Book Publishers, 
489 Fifth Ave., New York 17, N. Y.

Here is the story of Grimes Coun- 
ty, Texas, and of Anderson in par- 
ticular, It begins with pioneers in the 
Indian country. “W. P. Zuber tells 
that in 1833 parties of Kickapoos and 
Coushattees camped near his father’s 
farm. His family bartered corn for 
wild turkey, occupying huts that had 
been abandoned by Kickapoo Indians 
two years earlier.” 

Procedure of the first land grants 
in Grimes County, arrival of “the first 
families of Austin’s Old Three Hun- 
dred,” and the first wedding in what 
became Anderson, when Rachael Ken- 
nard became mistress of the Henry 
Fanthorp plantation, are here. Daniel 
Parker, Baptist minister (uncle of 
Cynthia Ann Parker of Texas-Indian 
fame) performed this ceremony. 

Names and locations of old roads; 
what the pioneers ate, wore, played, 
traveled; how they made their soap; 
their medicines; what they paid their 
doctor; and how they built their hous- 
es, are here. 

Anderson’s growth and _ political 
history, from the Texas Revolution 
and the Mexican war, Civil war, Re- 
construction, and World wars, through 
the Korean war are here. Landmarks 
include the bridal home of Rachael 
Kennard Fanthorp which became ho- 
tel, store, and first post office. Hon- 
ored, too, are Kenneth L. Anderson, 
last Vice-President of the Republic of 
Texas; Dr. Benjamin Briggs Good- 
rich, signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence at Washington-on-the- 
Brazos, and Amanda Cameron who 
died nursing her neighbors through 
yellow fever. 

Biographies of local Texas pioneers 
receive many pages. See Linnie Gil- 
more Bradley’s story. Much of it, 
Mrs, Allen says, is from Memoirs of 
Mrs. John I. Bradley, compiled and 
edited by Mrs. Maude M. Siddall.

young girl of seventeen, painted by 
Joseph Blackburn, a Colonial artist 
not previously represented in the So- 
ciety’s collections, is also of interest. 

Two portraits, thought by the Stuy- 
vesants for generations to be pictures 
of Peter Stuyvesant’s mother, Marga- 
ret Hardenstein, and his wife, Ju- 
dith Bayard (1608-1687) proved, af- 
ter extensive artistic detective work, 
to be frauds. 

Consultation with Mr. S. J. Gud- 
laugsson of the Netherlands Institute 
for Art History at The Hague, re- 
vealed that the supposed mother of 
Stuyvesant was none other than Anne 
of Austria, Dowager Queen of France. 
For years the portrait of the Dowager 
Queen had hung in the main hall of 
the Stuyvesant family home. Un- 
doubtedly, the slightly Mona Lisa ex- 
pression of the Dowager Queen’s face 
is caused by the joke on the unsus- 
pecting family. The second fraudulent 
portrait remains an unsolved mystery. 
Mr. Gudlaugsson believes that the 
portrait was painted in America be- 
tween 1685-1695, but the subject, 
dressed in an ornate costume with a 
decidedly Spanish influence, is still a 
mystery woman. 

Other artists represented in the 
show are: Anson Dickinson (1779- 
1852), miniaturist; Gerrit Duyckinck 
(1660-c. 1710) ; Thomas Hicks (1823- 
1890); Richard Morell Staigg (1817- 
1881); Asher B. Durand (1796-1886) ; 
George Augustus Baker, Jr. (1821-

by Dr. R. W. G. Vail, Director of the 
Society. The exhibition was arranged 
by Mr. Richard J. Koke, Curator of 
the Museum. 


WINSTON CHURCHILL 
COLLECTION ON TOUR 


The Washington, D. C., exhibition 
of paintings by Sir Winston Chur- 
chill opened to the public at the 
Smithsonian Institution on Saturday, 
April 26, following showings in 
Kansas City, Detroit, New York, and 
Toronto. 

The 35 oil paintings that make up 
the collection were exhibited in the 
Rotunda Gallery of the Smithsonian’s 
Natural History Building on Consti- 
tution Avenue. On May 11 the ex- 
hibition left to be exhibited in Dal- 
las, Los Angeles, and elsewhere. The 
tour was arranged by the Smith- 
sonian Traveling Exhibition Service. 

This is the first one-man exhibi- 
tion of Sir Winston’s work ever held 
on either side of the Atlantic. It 
broke museum attendance records in 
Kansas City and Detroit.

to come home to roost, it makes its 
way back to the place it started from.’ 

“And that, my dear, is not all, the 
periodical continues, ‘The wedding 
gift may have a yet further and more 
hopeless career, unknown to its for- 
mer refined possessors. And from be- 
ing degraded to the housekeeper’s 
room and smuggled on to the dairy- 
maid’s chimney-piece when she _ too 
becomes a bride, it may pass through 
the sad vicissitudes that contribute to 
stock the pawnbroker’s window.

Eventually, some home 
loving country squire may buy it for 
the sake of the associations it awak- 
ens in his memory of his mother’s 
work-table or his father’s writing ta- 
ble, and the veteran gift may end its 
days peaceably in an old cabinet or 
on a corner bracket.’ ” 

This account revealing what may 
have become of some of “Grandma’s” 
wedding gifts, causes the London la- 
dy to remark, “I suppose we can only 
Say such a custom is ‘shockingly fash- 
ionable,’ and I tremble at the thought 
of what it may lead to: brides trad- 
ing among themselves duplicate gifts 
and those they do not favor!”

Thus, “Elise” not only helped in 
answering what “Grandma” received 
as wedding presents, but her letter 
makes me doubly grateful that my 
“Grandma” was too pleased with one 
present to give it away, a china slip- 
per adorned with cupids. Now it re- 
sides in my living room, so I too, may 
say, ““wouldn’t take a million dollars 
for ‘it,—it belonged to ‘Grandma’—but 
it hasn’t started a collection yet.”

Did you know that Mollusca have a 
characteristic structure called a foot, 
a muscular organ on the underside of 
the body which is their means or 
locomotion? Most have a shell some- 
time during their life, often a beau- 
tiful one. 

The large group of mollusks called 
the phylum is divided into five class- 
es. Of these the snails, slugs, and 
their relatives, called Gastropodo or 
stomach-footed, have a broad flat foot 
on which they slide along, and most 
have a spirally coiled shell. The tooth 
or tusk shells, called Scaphopoda live 
in a tubular shell open at both ends 
like the truncated tusk of an elephant. 
Before these and other sections is a 
brief discussion of the class. 

In this book Spencer Wilkie Tinker, 
Director of Waikiki Aquarium, dis- 
cusses over 800 types of shells found 
over the Pacific area. Detailed de- 
scription suitable to beginning collec- 
tor and expert scholar are on one 
page, pictures on the opposite.

The Eagle as a Decorative 
Motif in Antiques 


The eagle has been the symbol of 
royal and military power since an- 
cient times. It was carried on stand- 
ards by the armies of Rome and by 
Napoleon’s troops. It has been the 
symbol of the Holy Roman Empire, 
of the Austrian, French, German and 
Russian Empires. 


The richly elaborate sword of Char- 
lemagne (742-814), now at the Mu- 
seum of Vienna, is adorned with 
spread eagles. (1) 


A woodcut in the “Croniques de 
Bretagne” by Alain Bouchard, pub- 
lished in 1514, shows “King Artus 
protected by the Virgin fighting a 
Giant.” In this picture several of the 
standards carried by the Yeomen show 
the double-headed eagle. 


Eagles have been used on coins 
since the pre-Christian era. Duruy 
(2) shows innumerable coins from 
very early days (as early as 2000 
B.C.), with various styles of eagle 
decoration. A coin of Elis with a 
laurelled head of Zeus on the front, 
has on the reverse an eagle standing 
to the right with a wreath before it 
and a thunderbolt behind. A didrachm 
of the early days of Alexander’s reign 
(336-323 B.C.) shows an eagle. A 
bronze coin of Olba in Scythia struck 
about the time of Alexander the 
Great shows an eagle with dolphin in 
his claws and coins struck during the 
days of Ptolemy Soter (died 283 B.C.) 
show an eagle with thunderbolt. 


In Europe the eagle has long been 
popular for various decorative uses. 
An enamelled metal binding of a book 
of the Gospels made in the ninth 
or tenth century, now in the Royal 
Library of Brussels, has in the top 
center a spread eagle with a scroll 
in one claw. (1) 


The University of Prague, found- 
ed about 1348, used the double-head- 
ed eagle on the Seal of the Faculty

of Theology as well as on that of 
the Faculty of Law. 

In European Heraldry the eagle is 
often found. The ancient family of 
Vienne which gave two admirals and 
a marshal to France has an eagle 
d’or. The house of Montmorency used 
sixteen spread eagles, and the Arms 
of the Duke of Lorraine, King of 
Jerusalem (1099) showed an arrow 
transfixing three spread eagles. These 
spread eagles were usually without 
beak or claws and indicated a victory 
over some foreign foe. 


And so it is not strange that the 
eagle was selected by Napoleon as 
the symbol of his Empire. Ludwig 
says (8) “When during these days, 
the sketch for an imperial seal is 
laid before him, and he sees a lion 
couchant, he draws his pen across 
the picture and writes in the margin 
‘an eagle volant.’” 


In 1782, a design for the seal of 
the United States was accepted. The 
design was by Will Barton and 
shows an escutcheon borne on the 
breast of an eagle with arrows in one 
talon and an olive branch in the oth- 
er. In his beak is a scroll inscribed 
“E Pluribus Unum.” 


Thus even though the eagle had 
been used as a decorative accent in 
many ways as well as decorative ac- 
cents on furniture and other acces- 
sories in England, on the continent 
and in America before the days of 
the French and American Revolu- 
tions, it became more important and 
fashionable for such use immediate- 
ly after these political upheavals. 


The spread eagle as a design for 
inlay was perhaps used earlier in 
Baltimore than in other cities of New 
England but it soon became popular 
at the hands of the cabinetmakers of 
the various regions, and in each sec- 
tion, often in the shops of each cab- 
inetmaker, it took on a character- 
istic personality. This makes it some- 


what possible today to differentiate 
between the Baltimore eagle, the Sa- 
lem eagle, and the Connecticut eagle. 


Samuel McIntire and his contem- 
poraries of Salem, Mass., were ex- 
ceedingly fond of the carved eagle 


as a center finial on secretaries and 


chests-on-chest, as well as a carv- 
ing motif on chair and sofa backs. 
This same use was popular with many 
men in all sections of the country. 


Duncan Phyfe of New York City 
used the lion’s foot combined with 
eagle’s wing as a motif for carving 
sofa legs in his later American Em- 
pire furniture. 


American clockmakers used it to 
top their popular shelf clocks as 
finials and as crestings. The eagle 
was also used in many ways as a 
decorative feature on mirrors, china, 
glass, textiles and metals. It is one 
of the prominent features of the Hep- 
pelwhite, Sheraton, French and Amer- 
ican fashion.

More Notes on Research 


By J. P. BOORE 


Research brings out some _ inter- 
esting things. Take the use of gold 
to make red glass. Legend has it 
that the discovery was made through 
the accidental dropping of a gold 
coin in a batch of molten glass. 
There are several such stories in 
print and they have a ring of plaus- 
ibility. 

Frank Challinor, who spent a work- 
ing lifetime in the glass business, has 
something to say on the subject. 
Frank, incidentally, is the second 
generation of Challinors to make 
their living in glass. Frank has a 
weight which his father, Charles, 
fashioned for him in the Gillinder 
factory in Philadelphia. 


Frank says metallic gold won’t 
make red glass. He further says 
that even if it did, to drop a 
piece of metal into a _ batch, it 
wouldn’t diffuse. Color won’t spread 
through molten glass like dye in 
water. We can see substantiation for 
this when we consider that brilliant 
colors like red or blue can be fused 
right against dead white milk glass 
and no staining occurs. So I guess 
it’s well for the art that colors do 
not diffuse. 


Charles Kaziun says that to use 
gold to color glass requires the use 
of one of the salts of gold sugh as 
gold chloride. This is readily soluble 
in water. The procedure is to take 
a small amount of sand and wet it 
thoroughly with water in which the 
gold chloride has been dissolved. 
When every grain has received a 
wetting with the solution this sand 
is then thoroughly mixed with the 
much larger batch of dry ingredients. 
Thus, tiny portions of the gold 
chloride are minutely dispersed 
throughout the batch. It is then 
charged into the pot and melted. In 
this way dispersion is uniform and 
complete. 


He further states that under the 
influence of the heat, some chemical 
reactions take place whereby some 
of the gold chloride will be reduced 
to metallic gold. This, being of great- 
er specific gravity than the molten 
glass, will settle to the bottom and 
accumulate in the cracks of the pot. 
Workmen used to break up the old 
pots to recover the metallic gold 
from the cracks. If metallic gold 
would, of itself, be capable of com- 
bining with glass to form color, then 
the metallic gold would never get a 
chance to accumulate in the cracks. 


It’s too bad to dispel such a ro- 
mantic legend which has_ persisted 
for so long, but if in research some 
unlooked for facts emerge, we might 
as well skim them off.

A Soldier’s Diary 


By VIRGINIA RUTH SMITH 


If one can’t be a part of some his- 
torical event, the next best thing is 
to see it through the writings of those 
who were there. The last few years 
have witnessed a growing interest in 
events of the Civil War and this is 
borne out by the millions and mil- 
lions of words which have been poured 
out in books and articles on the sub- 
ject. 

The Nebraska State Historical So- 
ciety has in its possession the diary 
of Pvt. Albert Harry Shatzel,Com- 
pany A, First Vermont Cavalry who 
was captured by Confederate Forces 
on May 5, 1864, and released to the 
Northern Forces on December 11, 
1864. On May 22, 1864, he entered 
that infamous southern prison at An- 
derson, Georgia, Camp Sumter. It is 
generally known as Andersonville. He 
remained there until Sept. 12, 1864, 
when most of the prisoners were 
transferred out. He had begun a dia- 
ry early in 1864 and continued this 
— his incarceration at Anderson- 
ville. 

Each day’s entry has something of 
interest to relate. We have picked 
several entries to give some idea of 
conditions and happenings there. Orig- 
inal spelling and punctuation has 
been retained.

WASHINGTON 


On May 10, Postmaster General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield announced the 
scheduling of three commemorative 
stamps in the 1959 stamp program 
in accordance with recommendations 
of the Citizens’ Stamp Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

On February 14, 1959, a stamp will 
be issued at Astoria, Oregon, com- 
memorating the 100th anniversary of 
Oregon Statehood. 

On April 6, 1959, the 50th anniver- 
sary of the ‘discovery of the North 
Pole, a stamp will be issued commem- 
orating Polar Explorations. 

In May or June of 1959 a stamp 
will be issued commemorating the 
opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway. 

No decisions have yet been made on 
the denomination of these three 
stamps nor the site of the First Day 
sales of the Polar Explorations and 
St. Lawrence Seaway stamps.

When the 25-cent Paul Revere addi- 
tion to the regular postage stamp se- 
ries was placed on sale April 18 at 
Boston, Mass., a surprisingly high to- 
tal of 196, 530. first day covers was 
canceled. In all, 289,889 stamps were 
sold that day, ‘with a face value of 
$72,472. 25, according to Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

This represents a marked increase 
when compared with the 45,691 first 
day covers serviced December 2, 1938 
at Washington, D. C., when the 25- 
cent Presidential postage stamp was 
placed on sale. In what may be a 
closer comparison, there were 120,166 
first day covers of the 30-cent Rob- 
ert E. Lee value of the 1954-8 reg- 
ular postage set canceled September. 
21, 1955, at Norfolk, Virginia.

A temporary postal station at La 
Salle, Ill., has been authorized in co- 
operation with the Precancel Stamp 
Society National Convention August 
21-24, 1958. The Post Office has also 
announced two golden jubilee slogan 
cancels, one to be used at Cordova, 
Alaska, from May 15 through Sep- 
tember 30, and the other at Mont- 
clair, New Jersey, from September 1 
through November 30, to mark the 
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founding of Montclair State College, 
in Upper Montclair. 

Three denominations of the 1938 
Presidential regular postage issue 
were removed from the Philatelic 
Sales Agency list as of the close of 
business April 25, 1958. They were 
the 7-cent Jackson, 10-cent Tyler 
and 20-cent Garfield. Still available 
are the 9-cent William H. Harrison, 
15-cent Buchanan and 25-cent McKin- 
ley. 

A new list of adhesives available 
at the Philatelic Sales Agency, Post 
Office Department, Washington 25, D 
C., may be secured by sending a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope.

Four plates were assigned to the 
Brussels Universal and International 
Exhibition and James Monroe Bicen- 
tennial commemoratives, according to 
Postmaster Genera] Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield. In the case of the Brussels 
stamp plates 25958, 25959, 25960 and 
25961 were also sent to press (March 
18-19). Plates 25971, 25972, 25973 
and 25974 were assigned to the Mon- 
roe adhesive. 

Master plate 25970 was assigned 
to the 3-cent International Geophys- 
ical Year commemorative, scheduled 
for May 31, 1958, release in Chicago. 
No impressions will be available from 
this plate. Others assigned have been 
25978, 25979 and 25982. 

Another master plate (25977) was 
assigned to the 8-cent Giori, while 
plates 25932 and 25951 were sent to 
press March 3. Other plates sent ° 
press in that month were of the 2 
and 3-cent denominations.

The 38-cent Gunston Hall commem- 
orative stamp, to be first placed on 
sale June 12, 1958 at Lorton, Va., 
will feature a view of the river-front 
side of the classic mid-Georgian brick 
home which was completed by Wil- 
liam Buckland in 1758 for George 
Mason, Washington’s friend and Rev- 
olutionary compatriot. 

Gunston Hall, by its inherent charm 
of design and construction, ranks 
with such classic homes as Mount 
Vernon, Monticello and Stratford, 
though not so well known. The house, 
off U.S. 1, about 15 miles south of 
Alexandria, Va., is maintained by the 
Colonial Dames of America, and was 
formally opened to the public in 1952. 

George Mason was the author of 
the “Fairfax Resolves,” of the first 
Constitution of Virginia and the Vir- 
ginia Declaration of Rights, which 
served as the basis of the first ten 
amendments to the Federal Constitu- 
tion.

Release of the President Monroe 
commemorative stamp in April set us 
thinking about the first rea] excur- 
sion of the new United States into 
international affairs. In 1823, Simon 
Bolivar was busy in Venezuela and 
Peru, and preparing to help other 
South American countries that had 
severed their ties with the many mon- 
archies of Europe. The alliance be- 
tween France, Russia, Austria and 
Prussia to protect monarchy in Europe 
and throughout the world was being 
pushed in force. 

Monroe saw no conflict with Wash- 
ington’s “no entangling alliances” 
when he unilaterally declared that 
any further subjugation of free coun- 
tries in the Americas by foreign 
monarchies would be opposed by the 
United States. He made it plain that 
this doctrine was not directed toward 
freeing of any existing colonies in 
the new world. 

The present foreign activities of 
the United States, while alarming, 
are perhaps not so courageous as this 
declaration by a tiny new nation in 
1823. 


— 0 — 
If we could find a cure for business 
booms we might find recessions and 
depressions easy to handle. Booms 
may be the high fever of a flu-like 
epidemic, and depressions the pneu- 
monia and “worn out” phase that fol- 
lows the fever. Perhaps some economic 
Jonas Salk should search for some 
vaccine that would immunize us 
against epidemics of business boom. 
Or perhaps we should consider a 
business boom as a mental epidemic, 
and call in Karl Menninger to find 
some psychological prophylaxis. Cer- 
tain it is, that the hallucination on 
values is characteristic of business 
booms. Many people receive wages or 
income beyond their wildest dreams. 
The latent gambling instinct of the 
public is boosted by dreams of getting 
rich quick on a “sure thing” gamble. 
The buying public goes on a spree 
and takes on houses, cars and equip- 
ment with so little down that pur- 
chases are little more than rentals. 
A considerable number of people 
have had their hair curled by this 
modest aftermath of recession. A few 


of them will find they have a per- 
manent wave. Others, after a sober- 
ing up period will find themselves 
perfectly normal. 

Public concern for the victims of 
this halt in the business boom is in 
order. Inasensethe nation asa whole 
should pay for its national binge. 
But in sober legislation halls major 
attention should right now be placed 
on means of preventing the worst fol- 
lies of future booms. Our political 
legislators well know the ultimate 
folly of wild inflation. If we the peo- 
ple will just permit them to use their 
own good sense we May achieve some 
relief from future wild booms. 


—_—_o— 


There were floods of oratory on the 
tariff in every torch light campaign 
in old Americana. Today the tariff 
has to sneak in through the back 
door of politics as one more gadget 
involved in foreign aid. 

After the great blockades of the 
War of 1812 young America joined 
hands in adopting protective tariffs 
to protect and foster a domestic sup- 
ply of manufactured products. It was 
the era of tariffs to protect “infant 
industries.” These “infants” through 
the years gradually grew into large 
industries, and politics for a hundred 
years threw epithets of “Wall Street,” 
and “malefactors of great wealth,” 
ete. 
Planters of the South wanted to 
export cotton and tebacco as raw ma- 
terials and purchase their manufac- 
tured supplies from the competitive, 
cheap labor centers of Europe. It 
was the tariff protecting industry of 
the North that drove the wide wedge 
between North and South. Slavery 
was a war ery rather than a basic 
cause of the Civil War. The theory 
of “The Full Dinner Pail” hit torch- 
light politics around the turn of the 
century. It became convincing to many 
as a basic protection of American la- 
bor from competition with cheap labor 
abroad. 

Today “employment” is firmly as- 
sociated with the fortunes of business 
concerns, and the rift on tariff be- 
tween “big business” and “The peo- 
ple” is much less acute. 


Today, One Worlders interested in 
foreign aid and foreign military ven- 
tures, joined to exporting and foreign 
financial hopefuls are injecting new 
problems into “flexible” tariffs. But 
the hot old geographic division, on 
the Mason Dixon Line is fading away. 


—-o-— 


There were surreys with a fringe 
on top back in Americana, but more 
people rode in buckboards. There 
were top buggies with red wheels, 
but more people rode in spring wag- 
ons and carts. There were silver 
mounted hand tooled saddles, but 
more people used the plain types. 
America has always been strong 
on transportation but generally short 
on the folderol and trappings of 
transportation. 

Hank Ford knew the transporta- 
tion temper of this country, and de- 
signed cars to fit it. His insight into 
simplicity put Americana behind car- 
buretors by the millions. 

Just who put the spirit of Chris- 
tian Dior, the New Look and the 
Chemise into the automobile indus- 
try is not certain. But certain it is 
that a nice big portion of our late 
lamented business boom centered 
about the rainbow colors and fish fin 
style element in the world’s biggest 
automobile boom.

Fiction has added much to the 
truth and accuracy of history, strange 
as that may seem. We refer to “fic- 
tion” in the literary sense rather 
than as anti-truth. Most fiction de- 
pends for its power on realistic por- 
trayal of basic conditions with only 
the characters themselves imaginary. 
History is vastly enriched by details 
unearthed by intensive research by 
writers of fiction. Much of the dry 
husks of classical history has been 
given real form and substance by 
those who have added the realism of 
the gist of human performance using 
imaginary characters to tell the story. 

The whole field of research into an- 
tiques has been helped greatly by the 
many writers of historical fiction, 
who bring back more clearly realism 
of the past.

A Salute to This

The Museum of Natural History, New 
York, has a large collection of dolls in 
its Educational and Loan Division which 
had not been in use for some years 
because of the sad condition of the 
collection. 

Thus, the schools and educational or- 
ganizations were deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of borrowing and studying the 
dolls. Mr. Carlton Beil, the Supervisor 
of Circulating Exhibits in the Museum’s 
Department of Public Instruction, ap- 
pealed to Miss Janet Pinney, Curator of 
“The Toy Shop,’’ of The Museum of the 
City of New York, who referred him to 
me, for consultation on the restoration 
and expertization of the collection. 

I have been a collector of antique 
dolls, and a serious researcher for many 
years and am well known to Pinney, 
thus her recommendation, I could not 
at the time undertake the project my- 
self because I was recovering from an 
illness. So I enlisted the aid and co- 
operation of members of The Doll Col- 
lectors Guild of whichIam a past presi- 
dent. In the public interest, we under- 
took the task which we performed at 
the Museum over a period of several 
months. The work is almost completed 
and a private exhibit of the dolls was 
recently held at the Museum. The pri- 
vate exhibition was open only to mem- 
bers of the Guild. We viewed the col- 
lection with much pride and conducted 
an expertizing session with fruitful 
results. 

In the past, I have lent my own ex- 
tensive collection to many organizations 
and charities for fund raising purposes. 
This Museum project, however, although 
entailing more effort and being much 
more time consuming, promises to be the 
most rewarding because of the educa- 
tional opportunities which will be afford- 
ed to schools and organizations when 
the collection becomes available again.

The fall of the Roman Empire, 
caused by the Vandals sweeping down 
from the north, did not mean that the 
making of coins ceased. While little is 
known of the coinages of the Barba- 
rian countries of this era, mints were 
in operation in many parts of what 
is now Germany and Austria. The 
principal coins struck were denarii 
and obols, mostly poor copies of the 
Roman coinages. After the reign of 
Louis the Child 910-11 A.D., the 
Carolingian system was continued un- 
til Conrad III (1138-52) of Swabia. 
Now the gradual evolution to the me- 
dieval coinages was under way. We 
find the “grossus” appearing, and a 
truly original coin, the Bracteate, 
came into existence. These unusual, 
extremely thin, and fragile coins 
were popular for quite some time. 

In France, the Carolingian family, 
rulers of most of the remaining Euro- 
pean civilizations (Charlemagne was 
the best known of the Carolingians), 
principally used the denier or silver 
penny (from denarius). Charlemagne 
also struck some gold coins and in-

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troduced the obol. The most widely 
used denier of the time was that of 
the Abbey of St. Martin at Tours 
(denier tournois). Louis IX was the 
first to introduce the “sou” as a coin 
(1226-1270). 


The Netherlands and low countries 
were then under contro] of or part 
of either what is now France or Ger- 
many. This was also the case with 
Switzerland. 

The free cities of the Italian Penin- 
sula and their private coinages were 
very important during this era. The 
coins showed the influence of the By- 
zantine styles, mixed with Arabian. 
The free city of Florence first struck 
the silver florin in 1189 A.D., a coin 
heavier than the denier and having 
upon it the bust of St. John the Bap- 
tist, and on the reverse, the lily of 
Florence. In 1252 the first gold florin 
was struck and it is interesting to 
note that on the silver coins, St. John 
the Baptist appears seated, and on the 
gold coins he appears standing. 

Venice in competition with Flor- 
ence, first coined the gold zechino 
about 1284 A.D., under Giovanni Dan- 
dolo. The coin on the obverse shows 
St. Marks giving the gonfalon to the 
kneeling Doge, and a standing figure 
of our Saviour appears in an oval on 
the reverse. 

The first Pope to coin a denier was 
Adrien I (772-795), and an interest- 
ing series of coins were struck until 
Leo IX (1049 A.D.) No more Papal 
coins were struck until Urban V, 
(1862 A.D.) During this period coins 
were struck by the Roman Senate 
starting with 1188 A.D. 


The designs were plain on all Ita- 
lian coins of this period and for 
most part not too well struck. 

The Two Sicilies played an impor- 
tant part at this time and the Nor- 
man Robart Guiscard, Duke of 
Apulia (1075 A.D.) and Roger I 
(1075 A.D.) of Sicily were the first 
to issue coins. Arabic influence is 
strong in their designs at first, but 
gradually the style changed until their 
coins became purely medieval. Em- 
peror Frederick II (1198-1250) struck 
an interesting series of gold (Au- 
gustales) coins. Some copper and sil- 
ver pieces were also struck from time 
to time, 

The first coins struck in Portugal 
appeared with the expulsion of the 
Moors under Alphonso IJ (1112 A.D.) 
Their coins show a strong Moorish 
influence in design. In Spain, the 
Kingdom of Navarre commenced 
coining about 1000 A.D. under San- 
cho III. Castile and Leon commence 
with Alphonso VI (1053 A.D.) They 
issued deniers and obols. Aragon first 
struck coins under Sancho Ramirez I

(1063 A.D.) Gold coins do not ap- 
pear in Spain until the middle of the 
12th century. Moorish influence was 
strong. 

While the regular series of Brit- 
ish coins should commence with the 
silver pennies, first struck by Offa 
(757-796 A.D.) there were many 
coined prior to this date. Britain 
struck copies of Philip II of Mace- 
don’s staters, crude pieces copied from 
the originals that had reached Britain 
through trade with the continent. 

Through trade with Rome, English 
copper and silver coins were struck 
in the last century B.C. While the

Romans, after they conquered Eng- 
land, struck coins in the 3rd and 4th 
century A.D., they should not be con- 
sidered native English coins even 
though they were struck in London. 
When the Romans withdrew, the 
Britains went into a terrific decline 
and the crude imitations of Roman 
coins they issued during the 5th to 
7th centuries are very difficult to 
identify. There were many small sil- 
ver “sceats” coins by the many rulers 
some of which can be directly attrib- 
uted to Paeda, Kingof Mercia (655- 
657 A.D.) is known to have issued 
some. Small copper coins were issued 
by the Kingdom of Northumbria, first 
struck under Ecgfrith (670-685). 
They were known as “stycas.” With 
the silver pennies of Offa a long line 
of these popular coins commenced. 
Varying in workmanship and weights 
greatly, the main design was a cross 
sometimes small and sometimes ex- 
tending to the edge. (This latter was 
done to attempt to halt the clipping 
of coins). These early crude pieces 
suffered greatly because of the un- 
scrupulous clipping and debasement 
that went on. It became necessary to 
change regularly the entire coinage 
to frustrate it. Frequently, when a 
change was made the coins were de- 
liberately debased by the rulers them- 
selves. It can be said that the entire 
period was plagued with a constant 
slow debasement or inflationary trend.

Books 











Grown-ups, even more than chil- 
dren, are intrigued by the miniature, 
and book collectors are no exception. 
So it was not strange that my father, 
George Ball, Muncie, Ind., always in- 
terested in the unusual and in per- 
fection, should have gathered min- 
iature books. He was not alone. 

In the 1920’s, there were so many 
collectors of these tiny volumes that 
an international group was formed 
known as the 64 mo. Club, or as it 
was usually written, LXIV Mo.* 
Father belonged to this club. There 
were no dues, no meetings, but every 
so often a bulletin was published un- 
der the supervision of a member, al- 
ways in a different city. Sometimes 
from London, from cities of Europe, 
from South Africa, and once from 
Muncie, Ind. These bulletins went out 
to members all over the world. 

How small must a book be, to be a 
miniature? There has to be q stop- 
ping point somewhere. The consen- 
sus of opinion seems to be: nothing 
taller than 2% inches. Anything larg- 
er is merely a small book, not a true 
miniature. 

Among these largest books, just 2% 
inches, is an interesting set for chil- 
dren published in London in the ear- 
ly eighteen hundreds. The titles tell 
their scope—“Pictures of English His- 
tory,” “Portraits of the Sovereigns 
of England from Egbert to the Pres- 
ent Time” (this ends with George 
III) and “Pictures of Roman His- 
tory .. . with Explanatory Anec- 
dotes.” “Tableaux en Mineature de 
L’Histoire Grecque”’ was published 
in Paris. In the same series are “Nat- 
ural History of 48 Birds with Ele- 
gant Engravings,” “Natural History 
of 48 Quadrupeds,” “Costumes of Dif- 
ferent Nations,” and “A Short Histo- 
ry of the Bible.” All have many illus- 
trations. Some of these at least were 
published in America also, for I have 
“Pictures of Roman History ... Phil- 
adelphia 1811,” with the illustrations 
reversed as in a mirror. 

Slightly smaller, 2%4 inches, is 
“Peoples of All Nations a Useful Toy 
for Girl or Boy.” The illustrations 
are in alphabetical order, Arabian to 
Zealander; but when the alphabet 
runs out, more and more folk are 
added. This, too, has an American 
edition, with entirely different illus- 
trations, again from Philadelphia, 
the date 1807. 


In the early 1800’s many miniature 
song books were made, reissued fre-

quently to contain the new songs as 
they appeared, as well as the old fa- 
vorites. “Popular English Songs,” 
“The British Songster” and “The 
Little Warbler,” from both London 
and Belfast are a few. These were 
just a nice size to slip into the vest 
pocket or lady’s purse. A much smal- 
ler book, only 1 1/16x % inch, pub- 
lished in Glasgow, is “English and 
Scotch and Irish Songs,” with words 
and pictures and music. 

Do you know the Gigantick His- 
tories? Gigantick indeed, barely 2% 
inches tall! Some were printed as 
early as 1740 “for Thos. Boreman, 
Bookseller near the two Giants in 
Guildhall London,” price four pence 
each. “The Gigantick History of the 
two Famous GIANTs and other Curio- 
sities,” “Westminster ABBEY,” “St. 
Pauls,” “The History of Guildhall” 
and “Curiosities in the Tower of Lon- 
don” are some of them. Most have 
illustrations. Following the pattern 
of many grown-up books of the day, 
several have a list of “Subscribers to 
this Work,” as, Master Jacky Adams, 
Miss Suky Morimer. 


Through many years calendars and 
almanacs have been issued in minia- 
ture. These can hardly have the im- 
portant name of book yet a few have 
some really outstanding feature, mak- 
ing them worth collecting. Most note- 
worthy of mine are the London Alma- 
nacs, which must have been published 
for many years. My earliest is 1782, 
my latest 1859. These are 2% inch- 
es high, only 1% inches wide. They 
give, among other things, the eclipses, 
phases of the moon, holidays, Saints’ 
days, a list of Kings and Queens of 
England, Lord Mayors and Sheriffs, 
and tell when the dog days end. Most 
important to me are the frontispieces. 
Each is a copper engraving of some 
famous building or place in London. 
First there is one page quite com- 
plete in itself showing part of the 
building or landscape setting; turn 
the page and there is a spread of 
two pages, turn again for a final 
narrow page. All are part of one pic- 
ture, yet all cannot be seen at once. 
The human figures in some are bare- 
ly a quarter inch tall. The Victoria 
Almanacs also have frontispieces, 


some printed in two or more colors. . 


Particularly charming is the maypole 
for 1847, and the ballroom full of 
couples for 1846, where crystal chan- 
deliers add to the elegance. All are 
bound in leather, some elaborately 
tooled and colored, and these last 
slip into little leather cases likewise 
tooled and colored. 

Of approximately the same shape 
and size are German almanacs; 1847 
and 1863 have illustrations of cos- 
tumes, 1869 of the seasons, and that 
for 1855 a frentispiece of a Cali- 


fornisher Minengraber, all hand col- 
ored. 


There are French almanacs, too, 
such as “La Guirlande de Roses” with 
poems. Tiniest of all is the “Alma- 
nach auf das Jahr 1825,” only an 
inch by %, printed in Munich. It has 
a full page picture for each month, 
exquisite in detail, which can only be 
appreciated thru a glass. Cattle in 
the field with a piper playing, a fam- 
ily dinner, and a hunting scene with 
deer and a hunter on horseback are 
a few of them. 

In 1924, Queen Mary’s Doll House 
was put on display in London. It 
was the result of four years of love 
and labor, by many artists and many 
craftsmen, beginning with a real ar- 
chitect. This was a gift to Her Majes- 
ty from Her people. To many, the li- 
brary, with its rows of miniature 
books was the most fascinating. So 
perfect in proportion was every de- 
tail of the house and furnishings, 
that after looking into the rooms 
awhile, they seemed real; then look- 
ing away at the faces of other view- 
ers, they looked like giants. Of the 
books. over two hundred were manu- 
scripts (written especially for the 
House) by living authors, and many 
were illustrated. After these special 
gifts were put on the shelves, there 
was not room for all the books that 
had been made. So, to the great de- 
light of other collectors, some of the 
older and more “standard” works 
were sold. Father bought for me, my 
favorite poet, Ke its. in red leather, 
the “Rubaiyat” i. blue, and slightly 
smaller, onlv 11%4 x 1 3/16 inches, “The 
Lady of Shallot,” in tan. These bind- 
ings are beautifully hand tooled in 
gold. All three books are in manu- 
script, and easy to read. Keats “Odes” 
has a frontispiece of the nightingale 
in a blossoming tree. the “Rubaiyat,” 
the rising sun striking “the Sultan’s 
turret with a shaft of light,” and 
“The Lady of Shallot,” a two-page 
spread of the castle. 

Another link with the Doll House 
is my “Atlas of the British Empire, 
reproduced from the original made 
for Her Maiesty Queen Mary’s Doll 
House by Edward Stanford Ltd. Car- 
tographers to the King.” It is only 
1% x 15% inches. : 

In 1900, Charles Harpy Meigs. of 
Cleveland. published “the smallest 
book in the world.” 5/16 of an inch 
square, Fitzgerald’s translation of 
“The Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam.” 
Laid open in a tiny glass covered 
metal case, it fits into a larger case, 
containing also a strong magnifving 
glass, and very small paper knife to 
turn the pages. It is difficult enough 
to make out the words of the title 


page. The rest is too much—or rather

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too little—for me, even with the glass. 

The “smallest” book of 1900 was 
just a challenge for someone to make 
a smaller—perhaps the smallest to 
end all smallest. This was undertaken 
by Eben Francis Thompson, long a 
lover and serious student of Omar. 
So, after seven years work another 
“Rubaiyat” appeared, 46 quatrains 
on 28 pages, % by barely 3/16 inches, 
hand sewn and bound in red morocco. 
The advertisement shows twenty-four 
copies heaped up in a thimble. That 
would be a miniature book even in a 
doll house. When Mr. Thompson sent 
a copy to a friend in London, she 
suggested that he send one to Queen 
Mary. After finding that the Queen 
was delighted with the idea, two 
copies were sent, one for his House, 
and one for Her Majesty’s own use. 
Of course, Mr. Thompson received 
much recognition for his achievement. 
Most interesting is the enthusiastic 
letter of congratulations from Mr. 
Meigs, maker of the 1900 “smallest 
book”—“I relinquish all my claims, 
and am pleased and proud of your 
achievement.” Certainly a most gra- 
cious gesture on the part of Mr. 
Meigs. 

All down the years there have been 
Many miniature editions of the Bible. 
Some are complete, some are enor- 
mously condensed for children. “The 
Bible in Miniature, or a Concise His- 
tory of the Old and New Testaments” 
published by Mosley in 1815, 
1 7/8x1% inches, is a sturdy illus- 
trated volume in red calf. Of exactly 
the same title and somewhat similar 
illustrations is one “Printed for E. 
Newbery, Corner of St. Paul’s 
Churchyard 1780.” In America, we 
find the 1826 Cooperstown “History 
of the Bible,” just under two inches, 
“The Bible in Miniature for Chil- 
dren” published at Worcester, and 
several editions of “A Short History 
of the Bible” printed in different ci- 
ties. These are nearly all illustrated. 

Other religious books are “Bijou 
Illustrations from the Life of Christ,” 
1% x1 inch, with unusually fine half 
page engravings from London, ‘“Di- 
vine Songs” by Isaac Watts, D.D., 
“Das Biblische Spruch - und Giildne 
A.B.C., (no published date, but 1701 
is written on the fly leaf), “Daily 
Manna,” “Small Rain upon the Ten- 
der Herb,” and several editions of the 
French prayer book, “Petit Paroissien 
de la Jeunesse.” 

Perhaps among the religious books 
one should also mention the red leath- 
er Koran, 1x % inches, in a metal 
case to be hung around the neck. 
Not being able to read it, I do not 
know the age, but is not very old. 

Going over to the French, we find 
“Petite Galerie Militaire.” This looks 
like a book on the shelf, but unfolds 
into a strip 46 inches long, showing 
26 military costumes of all nations, 
brilliantly hand colored. Included is 
Général des Etats-Unis, 

There is another set of hand col- 
ored pictures, also French, each in a 
folded sheet of paper, with title out- 
side, and story within. This is not 
bound, in order that the pictures can 
be taken out and held to the light, re- 
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vealing more figures. An empty stage 
(held to the light) shows three ac- 
tors, an empty lantern screen qa man 
on horseback, and a lonely hermit 
praying reveals—I wonder why— 
three little black devils in the sky 
above him. 

There are also French storybooks 
with delicate lithograph illustrations, 
and a pair, “Histoire de France,” 
with pictures of the Kings, and “Ge- 
ographie Universelle,” with maps and 
costumes of various nations. I doubt 
if the people of L’Amerique in this 
book would recognize themselves. Last 
and least in size, 1%x1%, are sev- 
en illustrated French novels, with 
colored paper covers like their full- 
sized models.

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obtain is “Galileo.” When it is men- 
tioned, they knowingly say, “Oh, yes, 
Galileo,” for it is the smallest book 
ever printed from moveable type, % 
inch tall, slightly less than % inch 
wide. It was made in Padova, Italy, 
in 1896, bound in white vellum, gold 
tooled, and is a letter from Galileo 
to his friend and patron, Cristina di 
Lorena. The letter was originally 
written in 1615. 

Another Italian volume is the large 
(2% inch) thick “Le Rime de Petrar- 
ca” printed in Venice in 1889 and 
likewise bound in vellum, Most in- 
teresting are the tiny illustrations oc- 
cupying less than half the page at 
the beginning of each canzoni or 
canto. 

Miniature books are not limited 
to the antique. Most any sort you de- 
sire are being produced today—Bi- 
bles, Shakespeare, poets, a 2% inch 
facsimile of the original edition of 
“Alice in Wonderland,” with the Ten- 
niel illustrations, and a 2% inch 
“Broadcast by the Right Honorable 
Winston Churchill,” on February sev- 
enth, 1952. These are only a handful. 
One could make a very interesting 
and varied collection of modern books 
alone, and there are few things which 
can give so much pleasure, for the 
space they occupy.

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Early Days at West Point 


“But it may be truly said that at 
West Point ‘Time taketh to itself 
wings.’ The duties of study and par- 
ade are incessant; and the little time 
allowed for recreation is beguiled by 
the unavoidable sociability of the 
place. I have therefore less time at 
my disposal then even YOU have; you 
study at discretion; I must recite 
two- lessons every day besides parad- 
ing under army.” 


So wrote Samuel Newman, West 
Point cadet, on July 17, 1808, to his 
brother, Henry. And so began the 
Academy’s time-honored excuse for 
not writing home, an excuse that 
crops up in the letters which I have 
read of “Stonewall” Jackson, George 
A. Custer, and probably in the letters 
which Omar N. Bradley and Dwight 
D. Eisenhower wrote to their families 
while they were cadets. 

Samuel Newman was a nephew of 
Capt. Samuel Newman of the 2nd In- 
fantry, killed in action on November 
4, 1791, in St. Clair’s defeat by the 
Indians at Fort Wayne. Cadet New- 
man was at the Academy from Octo- 
ber 30, 1807, until December 12, 1808. 

What was West Point like at the 
time Newman was writing? He de- 
scribes his life as a cadet in his let- 
ter of July 17th and in an earl’er 
letter of December 2, 1807. However, 
to understand the letters fully, let us 
look into the background of West 
Point. 

Washington, Hamilton, Adams. 
Knox, and Jefferson were associated 
with the establishment of West Point. 
During the Revolution itself, Henry 
Knox took the first steps toward the 
creation of a military academy in 
1779. Remembering, no doubt, the con-. 
tributions of professional soldiers 
such as Von Steuben and Kosciusko 
in winning the war, Washington was 
in favor of an institution teaching 
military science. He wrote in 1783 
in his “Sentiments Upon a Peace 
Establishment” that provision should 
be made “for instructing a certain 
number of young gentlemen in the 
theory of the art of war.” Other more 
pressing problems such as the adop- 
tion of the Constitution and the estab- 
lishment of the republic needed to be 
solved first and no definite action was 
taken for several years.

One of the last letters to be signed 
by Washington was about the Acad- 
emy. From Mount Vernon on Decem- 
ber 12, 1799, two days before his 
death, Washington wrote to Alexan- 
der Hamilton, then a Major General: 

“Sir: I have duly received your let- 
ter of the 28th ultimo, enclosing a 
Copy of what you had written to the 
Secretary of War, on the subject of 
a Military Academy. 

“The Establishment of an Institu- 
tion of this kind, upon a respectable 
and extensive basis, has ever been 
considered by me as an Object of pri- 
mary importance to this Country; 
and while I was in the Chair of Gov- 
ernment I omitted no proper oppor- 
tunity of recommending it, in my 
public speeches, and otherways, to the 
attention of the Legislature: But I 
never undertook to go into a detail 
of the organization of such an Acad- 
emy; leaving this task to others, 
whose pursuits in the paths of Sci- 
ence, and attention to the Arrange- 
ments of such Institutions, had bet- 
ter qualified them for the execution 
of it. For the same reason I must 
now decline making any observations 
on the details of your plan; and as 
it has already been submitted to the 
Secretary of War, through whom it 
would naturally be laid before Con- 
gress, it might be too late for altera- 
tions, if any should be suggested. 

“T sincerely hope that the Subject 
will meet with due attention, and that 
the reasons for its establishment, 
which you have so clearly pointed out 
in your letter to the Secretary, will 
prevail upon the Legislature to place 
it unon a permanent and respectable 
footing.” 

In spite of Washington’s hopes, it 
was not until Jefferson’s administra- 
tion that the Academy became a re- 
ality. From The Memoirs of Joseph 
Gardner Swift, the first graduate of 
West Point and its second Superin- 
tendent, we learn: 

“In December (1801) I returned to 
West Point and renorted myself to 
Major Jonathan Williams, the inspec- 
tor of fortifications. Mr. Jefferson had 
required of this gentleman ‘to repair 
to West Point and make himself thor- 
oughly acquainted with the military 
school recently there established, and 
to assume the superintendence of the 


same.’ Major Williams received the 
cadets at his hospitable board in the 
‘Rivardi Quarters.’ ” 

West Point was officially created 
on March 16, 1802, when Congress 
— a bill establishing a “Corps of 

ngineers” to include ten cadets “at 
West Point in the State of New 
York,” constituting “a Military Acad- 
emy.” 

Major Jonathan Williams, the first 
Superintendent, was a grandnephew 
of Benjamin Franklin. He was with 
Franklin in England and France 
where he engaged in business and 
occasionally acted as colonial pur- 
chasing agent. He returned home with 
Franklin in 1785. He was associated 
with Franklin in scientific experi- 
ments and acquired a reputation as 
a scientist, in addition to his busi- 
ness activities and his service as an 
associate judge in the court of com- 
mon pleas in Philadelphia. In 1799 
he published Thermometrical Naviga- 
tion. His scientific interests brought 
him into contact with Jefferson who 
was also impressed with Williams’ 
theoretical knowledge of fortifica- 
tions, a knowledge gained while he 
was in France. Williams was ap- 
pointed a major of the 2nd Regiment 
of artillerists and engineers in the 
regular army in February, 1801, and 
later in the year, as Swift notes, he 
“repaired” to West Point as its first 
Superintendent. 

Difficulties in administration and 
lack of cooperation from Congress 
led to Williams’ resignation in June, 
1803. In 1805, again at Jefferson’s re- 
quest, he returned to the army as 
lieutenant-colonel and chief engineer 
—and Superintendent at West Point. 
From 1805 until his second resigna- 
tion in 1812, Williams tried to or- 
ganize West Point and attend to his 
other military responsibilities, but 
neither of these duties could be ful- 
filled to his satisfaction. He planned 
and built most of the inner forts of 
New York harbor; he made recom- 
mendations to improve the Academy. 
On July 31, 1812, he resigned from 
the army after the Secretary of War 
refused him the command of a New 
York harbor fort. 

Samuel Newman was a cadet while 
Williams was at the head of West 
Point. He describes his appointment 
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and first days there in his letter of 
December 2, 1807. 

“T have rec’d my warrant as cadet 
in the Regiment of Artillerists, en- 
closed in. the customary official let- 
ter from the Secretary of War. It 
is dated the 30th Oct. from which 
time my pay commences. My accept- 
ance was transmitted the 10th Nov. 
Every thing (though tardily) has 
sueceeded to my wishes; and hencefor- 
ward my exertions will be directed 
entirely to qualify myself for the du- 
ties of my profession. In pursuance 
of this object and I believe agreeably 
to my father’s desire, I have deter- 
mined to reside for this winter at 
this place. The Cadets are allowed 
$10 per month and two rations per 
day at 17 cents per ration. They are 
allowed all kinds of stationary and 
rooms are found for them to live in. 
There is no such thing as a boarding 
house here. The life we lead is very 
similar to a college one, except there 
are no commons; consequently each 
one has to buy his own furniture 
and provisions—bedding, chairs, ta- 
bles, pots, kettles, pans, etc. are all 
necessary for a cadet. There is one 
or two messes established upon the 
point of four or five in a mess not 
unlike a Batchelors Hall. I have en- 
tered one of these and therefore some 
of the furniture became unnecessary, 
and, of course, I did not purchase 
them. There is a library here con- 
taining military books to which the 
cadets have access.” 

The library was being formed at 
this time by Joseph G. Swift, whom 
Newman mentions in this letter: 

“Captn. Swift of the Corps of En- 
gineers, very recently from this place, 
has by this time arrived in Boston. 
Coln. Bradford may possibly intro- 
duce him to you or my father as be- 
ing able to give you sdMe informa- 
tion respecting me. If he does, I 
have no doubt you will treat with 
polite attention a gentleman and man 
of merit, to whom I am under obli- 
gations for many civilities; and I 
request it as a favor. The first visit 
I made to this place, I lived two or

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three days, as long as I tarried here, 
at his house; Coln. Williams: at that 
time not being able to lodge me at 
his own.” 

In his second letter, July 17, 1808, 
Newman mentions that his funds 
were diminished by the extra ex- 
penses of his travel to West Point 
and he had less money to spend on 
his uniform than he had hoped: 

“As to uniform I could do no more 
than purchase a pretty shabby sec- 
ond hand one; and on the whole 
have made myself tolerably confort- 
able, through not precisely so splendid 
as most on the Point. As to my pros- 
pects they are wholly uncertain. Com- 
missions are scarce. In the fall ex- 
amination I shall obtain a certificate 
which will lead me to a commission 
as soon as there are five or six more 
vacancies in the Artillery Corps.” 

From G. W. Cullum’s Biographical 
Register of the Officers and Graduates 
of the U.S. Military Academy we 
learn that Newman was graduated 
on December 12, 1808, and promoted 
in the army to: 

Second Lieut. Light Artillery, Dec. 
12, 1808. 

First Lieut. Light Artillery, June 
11, 1809. 

He served in garrisons at Atlantic 
posts, resigning on June 25, 1810. No 
further information on Newman is 
available. 

There were fourteen other mem- 
bers of the Class of 1808, and one, 
Sylvanus Thayer, was to become the 
fourth Superintendent of the Acad- 
emy and to be known as the “Father 
of West Point.” As there was such 
a limited number of cadets in the 
first few years of West Point, Sam- 
uel Newman’s letters furnish an im- 
portant record of these early days.

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Southwest Pottery 


By CHARLES MILES 


The manufacture of pottery in the 
area known as the Southwest has 
been going on nearly 2000 years. 

It appears that discovery of pot- 
tery was made by the Basketmakers 
through observation of what hap- 
pened to clay objects when dried, how 
they hung together better when vege- 
table fibers were mixed with the clay, 
and later, how sand would do a bet- 
ter job. Somewhere along the line it 
was observed that a hot fire was 
better than the sun. And by 400 A.D. 
“everybody” knew that a clay vessel 
properly burnt was a pretty reliable 
utensil. 

Although called Basketmakers be- 
cause of their use of basketry rather 
than pottery, the Basketmakers de- 
veloped Southwest pottery quite a 
while before the appearance of the 
first Pueblo potters. Their first pot- 
tery was an unfired clay product, 
sometimes formed in a basket and 
bearing the imprint of basketry on 
its bottoms. Along with firing they

first used rings of clay placed one 
above another; then discovered that 
spiraling a long rope of clay was 
easier. 

The basic color of this pottery is 
gray, but some carries the remains of 
red paint. 

The final step of the Basketmakers, 
already living in pit houses was to 
put some designs in black on their 
gray ware. 

Between 700 and 1050 A.D. houses 
had come out on the surface and the 
beginnings of Pueblo cultures were 
going on. It is referred to as the De- 
velopmenta] Pueblo Period. Its pot- 
tery includes cooking pots or jars 
with broad flat bands around the 
necks, At this time, too, corrugated 
pottery appeared, distinguished by its 
appearance due to leaving the edges 
of the coils rough. Because of its 
surface it caught heat better than 
smooth pottery and continued to be 
used in the direct flame cooking made 
possible by pottery. 

At this time also the painting which 
distinguishes Southwest pottery from 
that of other North American areas, 
began. The first combination was a 
white surface with black designs. 
Hence “black on white” is regarded 
as the oldest form of painted pottery. 

However, another color combina- 
tion was soon developed, brown on 
red, chiefly in the southern Develop- 
mental Pueblo «rea. 
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By this time (between 700 and 
1050 A.D.) the experiments and fash- 
ions among the various Southwest 
tribes had already begun to produce 
the variety of wares which bewilder 
beginning students of Southwest pot- 
tery. During the first fully developed 
Pueblo period this multiplicity of 
characteristic designs, techniques, col- 
ors, and forms 
which requires an expert to compre- 
hend. 

Hitting a few high spots we can 
observe that there are certain broad 
divisions based on appearance. The 
combinations of black on white are 
most numerous, followed by combina- 
tions usually involving black on some 
other color, such as red or yellow. 
Much less common are vessels with 
more than two colors, called poly- 
chrome. 

Some areas produced distinctive de- 
signs and combinations. Most notable 
is the Mimbres area, where pottery 
designs, mostly black on white, were 
created in sharp lines, giving the im- 
pression that a ruling pen had been 
used. Still more distinctive of Mim- 
bres pottery are figures of creatures, 
persons, and objects—also sharply 
and precisely drawn. An annoying 
feature of this fine pottery is the 
fact that nearly every piece has had 
a hole punched through it, presum- 
ably to release its spirit, but certain- 
ly preventing its further use on this 
terrestrial sphere. 

Another area where distinctive pot- 
tery was created in profusion was 
the Hohokam area south of Phoenix, 
Arizona. Here the typical designs are 
in wavy red lines on a buff surface. 
Parallel incised lines were also a fea- 
ture of Hohokam pottery. 

Another southern Arizona form of 
pottery that is noticeably distinct has 


reached a point © 
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a red outer surface and a black in- 
ner surface, some of it surprisingly 
thin. 

The making of Southwest forms of 
pottery extended into Colorado and 
Utah and across deserts into the ex- 
treme Southern part of California, 
but most of it—and its typical forms 
—were created in New Mexico and 

rizona merging into old Mexico. 

It is well to remember in this con- 
nection that pottery making was car- 
ried on very extensively in Mexico 
and Central and South America, that 
knowledge of it may have begun pot- 
tery making in the Southwest, and 
that influences by trade and contact 
undoubtedly came from the South. 

It is also interesting to speculate 
why after al] the centuries of pottery 
making in the Southwest there was 
so little diffusion to neighboring Nor- 
therly areas. Even the very active 
potters of the Mississippi Valley and 
the East in gereral seem to have 
learned nothing at all from the South- 
west.

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Did the “Seventh Heaven” 
Originate in Indian Lore? 


A person lived seven times, died 
seven times, and rose progressively 
to seven heavens. Then, too old and 
tired to enjoy even the delights of 
the seventh paradise, one passed per- 
manently out of existence. 

Such was the curious religious con- 
cept of North Carolina’s Cherokee, 
now among the most progressive of 
all Indians. The picturesque myth- 
ology of the tribe is described by 
Dr. William H. Gilbert, research spe- 
cialist of the Library of Congress, in 
the most recent annual report of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

“The Cherokee believed,” he re- 
counts, “that the earth was flat, that 
the sun sets through a hole in the 
ground every night and rises through 
a hole in the ground in the east every 
morning. Four ropes are attached 
to the four corners of the earth to 
hold it up, stretching horizontally 
outward. 

“At the edge of the earth there is 
something hammerlike, which keeps 
pounding on the ground constantly. 
When people die their souls must 
go through this gantlet, and the good 
succeed but the evil are crushed by 
the hammer. Heaven is beyond the 
edge of the earth and is like this 
world, only more beautiful, with all 
sorts of fruits and deer meat in 
plenty. It is very light there. The 
moon has a path like the sun and 
goes down through one hole in the 
earth and rises through another. A 
different version has the sun and 
moon passing around the edge of a 
four-cornered earth, when they are 
invisible in the sky. 

“There are seven worlds above the 
flat one on which men dwell, and 
correspondingly there are seven suns 
and seven moons which go through 
each world like ours. There are also 
thought to be seven sets of stars. 
When one’s soul reaches the seventh 
heaven, or world, it dies of old age.” 

The belief, naturally, long since has 
disappeared among the sophisticated 
Indians. They preserve tenaciously, 
however, many of the folkways of 
their ancestors and have woven these 
skilfully into the fabric of present 
civilization. 

The various natural forces and ele- 
ments, says Dr. Gilbert, still are 
personified. Fire, for example, is re- 
garled as a mother, grandmother or 
old mother (ancestress). Cure of 
many diseases is secured by the heat 
of fire, and by charcoal and ashes. 
Thus is personified the mother as 
nurse and healer. The moon is the 
most important heavenly body and is 
personified as a man, an elder bro- 
ther, or a grandfather. The sun is 
personified as a female and is gen- 
erally considered as a _ maternal 
grandmother, the source of the blood 
of the clan. Winds, clouds, lightning, 
snow, and thunder also are person- 
ified. Control of the weather is a 
foremost object of Cherokee prayers. 
All these elements of nature are 
thought of as causes of disease in 


man and as requiring placation for 
removal of the disease. 

Plants are regarded as friends of 
man because they furnish medicines 
for cure of disease and because they 
give food. Corn is especially revered. 

Certain other beings exist in the 
cosmos, Dr. Gilbert reveals, who may 
help or hinder human purposes, de- 
pending on the magic power wielded 
by the human being. Among the be- 
ings he lists: 

The man of the whirlwind who 
stirs up tornadoes; the rainmaker 
who brings or withholds rain; the 
cloud people who come often to visit 
with humans; the red man of light- 
ning; the thunder men; the hot and 
cold weather man who dispenses tem- 
perature changes; the snow man, the 
rainbow man, the waterfall man, and 
the long man of the river who incar- 
nates the power of running water. 

Clan quarrels, traditionally settled 
by blood revenge, now seem to have 

sublimated into “conjuring 
v with various nature spirits 
pitted against one another through 
the control held over them by ma- 
gicians.

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LETTER 


Dear HOBBIES: 

For years, I have been reading 
HOBBIES and drooling over stories 
of finds. Living in town doesn’t give 
a fellow much chance to go out and 
find relics. I have to depend on the 
bounty of others. Last year one of 
the fellows where I work came to me 
and said, “I hear you are interested 
in curios. There is an old man up 
in the hills who has a large collection 
of Indian relics. If you want to see 
the collection, come to my place Sun- 
day, and I will take you out to see 
it.” He went on describing the collec- 
tion and the more he talked, the more 
doubtful I became. But the following 
Sunday I went out with hopes high, 
still in the back of my mind was the 
feeling that I was on a wild goose 
chase. My friend took me down a 
back road. : 

When he said, “Turn in here, this 
is the place.” I was dismayed to see 
a small rundown greenhouse. The 
owner looked like a cartoon charac- 
ter. After introductions, Johnnie, the 
collector, took us around the side of 
the greenhouse with the remark: “TI 
always wanted to spend fifty years 
collecting Indian stones.” 

The last few years had been a 
struggle, but he finally realized his 
ambition. Alongside the greenhouse 
were some large petrified logs which 
he had found in his tramps through 
the woods. He had a lot of other fos- 
sils and geological specimens, but he 
alreadv had sold the biggest and best 
specimens to some man who was build- 
ing a night club. He used them for 
building a big fireplace. Johnnie gave 
me some of the petrified wood and 
fossils he had left. He wouldn’t part 
with the logs though. Some day I 
will go back and try for those. 

He took us inside the greenhouse to 
show us his collection of “Indian 
stones” as he called them. I was 
stunned. I have seen a lot of collec- 
tions—includirg the one in the Light- 
ner Museum of St. Augustine—but 
this fellow had a unique way, all his 
own, for collecting. He was a person 
of pack rat qualities, who pursued 
his hobby for pleasure not profit. Ev- 
erything was in boxes.

large boxes, and parts of boxes, all 
very dusty and dirty. His system was 
to take a bag and go out hunting and 
when he came back, he emptied bag 
and his pockets—dumping the whole 
works into the handiest box. When 
it was full, he shoved it under the 
greenhouse tables where there hap- 
pened to be a vacant space. 

He told us that when he started 
to collect as a boy, everyone regarded 
him a little odd, because he collected 
“Indian stones.” So, he didn’t talk 
about his hobby, and few people knew 
about it. His boxes gathered the dust 
down through the years. He dug a 
partially rotted cigar box out of a 
corner. A little note inside simply 
said, “Found in Shenandoah Valley 
on fishing trip, 1909.” Steve ex- 
claimed, “My, oh my,I must have put 
that box back there twenty-five years 
ago when I built the greenhouse.” 
After I told him how nice his speci- 
mens were, I asked questions. He saw 
that I was really interested, and he 
dug out more dusty boxes with a vast 
assortment of dusty, dirty bones, awls, 
parts of necklaces, pottery shards, 
and as variegated assortment of odds 
and ends as one would ever see. 

My heart beat faster as I pawed 
through the mixture. I was as excited 
as if I had discovered pirate gold. 
Some seemed to be a depth find and 
not a surface find. So, I asked him 
about it. He explained that in 1908, 
there had been an archaeological ex- 
pedition from Harrisburg, Pa., where 
digging on a nearby farm, an Indian 
village was excavated. The finds were 
taken to a museum. After the archae- 


ologists left, he asked the farmer if 


he could look over the ground. 


About 1930 he was digging the foun- 
dation for the greenhouse, when he 
hit a large round stone about two 
feet in diameter. Thinking nothing 
of it he dug around it, and when he 
lifted it out he received the surprise 
of his life. The round stone was hol- 
low on the other side and turned out 
to be a crude Indian grinding stone 
for grinding corn. It had been buried 
in the ground upside down. Under- 
neath it were several large crude 
spearheads, celts, a large stone, and 
a medium stone which were probably 
used as forms for making of mocca- 
sins. The end of one was ground off 
a bit to make it a little shorter. 
Also, there was a large round stone 
ball, part of the grinder. a group of 
game balls. some rounded hand ham- 
mers, several sandstone blocks with 
different sized depressions in them, 
which evidently were used for grind- 
ing and smoothing purposes. He also 
found some round flat stones about 
one-half inch thick and three to four 
inches in diameter whose use I can’t 
ascertain. There had been some wood- 
en relics, too, but these were crum- 
bling from decay. On the bottom was 
another stone mill. 

Evidently, some Indian had _ to 
“travel light” and had buried his 
heavier possessions in the ground, 
and was never able to return to re- 
claim them. Unfortunately, Johnnie 
left the stone mills lying on the 
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ground outside of the greenhouse as a 
decoration. Someone stole the finest 
of the two mills. Everything else was 
placed in boxes under the greenhouse 
tables, where it remained until I 
came along. 

Fishing is the old man’s main hob- 
by now, but he still keeps an eye 
open for relics, fossils and stones. 
Since he is getting too old for much 
tramping, he was willing to sell the 
works to another appreciative collec- 
tor. Needless to say, I spent two 
weeks of my spare time cleaning the 
collection, and I’m studying HOB- 
BIES, and expect to learn enough 
about Indian relics to mount and 
classify the collection. Meantime, 
strange to say, the relics are clean, 
they are in new immaculate boxes, 
gathering dust in my garage. Such is 
their fate!

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NATURAL 
HISTORY 


EVER HEAR OF 
“RIVERS IN THE SEA?” 


There are many “rivers in the 
sea.” They constitute, in a sense, the 
blood stream of the earth, but only 
within the past few years has science 
started to acquire anything like an 
adequate understanding of them. 

Newer findings on this vast plane- 
tary circulation are explained by Dr- 
F. G. Walton Smith of the Interna- 
tional Oceonographic Foundation in a 
report recently published by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Existence of the major “rivers” 
has been appreciated for centuries, 
but relatively little has been known 
about them. Precise knowledge now is 
of major importance because of the 
danger of the blood stream becoming 
poisoned by radioactive wastes in the 
predicted future “atomic age.” 

The major currents of the world, 
the report points out, run as part 
of a continuous circulation, complet- 
ing a clockwise circuit in the northern 
oceans and a counterclockwise one in 
the southern oceans. In general the 
current flowing toward the Pole on 
the western side of the ocean tends to 
be comparatively narrow and fast, 
whereas the corresponding current on 
the east, flowing toward the Equator, 
is wide and slow. ~ 

Best known and probably most 
clearly defined of these ocean rivers 
is the Gulf Stream. In the west it 
carries between 25 and 50 million 
tons of water a second northward 
in a narrow stream which has a max- 
imum velocity of about six knots. It 
crosses the North Atlantic and gen- 
erally is lost sight of. Actually, how- 
ever, it veers southwestward again 
off the coast of Africa, where it is 
known as the Canaries Current, and 
crosses the Atlantic again very slow- 
ly and spreads over a wide area, to 
complete the circuit. Much the same 
picture, the report points out, holds 
for the Japanese Current or Kuro- 
shio, in the Pacific, and the strong 
Agulhas stream in the Indian Ocean 
off the coast of East Africa.

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“Although for the most part,” says 
the report, “the ocean circulations of 
the two hemispneres do not directly 
intermingle, there is a current which 
branches off from the South Equato- 
rial Current, flows across the Equa- 
tor, and into the Caribbean. This 
transports something like six million 
tons of water a second across the 
Equator. There is no compensating 
surface current in the opposite direc- 
tion, and the North Atlantic and Po- 
lar Sea have no other outlet. Obvi- 
ously there must be some accounting 
for this net gain of surface water 
by the North Atlantic, and there must 
be a compensating return movement 
somewhere. Since it does not take 
place at the surface there is, as might 
be expected, a flow of water deep be- 
low the surface, to the south. A num- 
ber of compensating flows of deep 
water are found in all the major 
oceans and they, in turn, are linked 
to vertical movements, the transfer 
of water back and forth between the 
surface and deeper layers.” 

The net gain of surface water to 
the North Atlantic, Dr. Smith points 
out, is balanced by the water which 
leaves the surfaces and sinks below 
between Greenland and Iceland, in 
the Labrador Sea, and west of Gibral- 
tar where the Mediterranean comes 
in contact with the Atlantic. Each 
of these three downward movements 
removes from the surface about a 
third of the water the South Equato- 
rial current brings to the North At- 
lantic. 

There are various reasons for this 
rising and sinking of the ocean riv- 
ers, it is explained. Cooling of sea 
water makes it heavier and gives it 
a tendency to sink. Evaporation at 
the surface, due to winds and heat 
of the sun, also makes water some- 
what heavier. 

The surface of the Mediterranean, 
Dr. Smith points out, loses more fresh 
water by evaporation than it gains 
by river discharge and rainfall, and 
thus becomes heavier than the water 
of the adjacent Atlantic. The result is 
that in the Straits of Gibraltar there 
is a two-knot inflow of lighter sur- 
face water compensated for by a deep 
subsurface flow of the heavier Medi- 
terranean water into the Atlantic. 
This joins the deep, south-flowing 
stream on its way to cross the Equa- 
tor. Cooling is the major factor in 
the more northerly sinkings. 

All three, the report points out, 
account for a total of six million tons 
a second lost by the North Atlantic, 
exactly replacing the six million tons 
which originally crossed the Equator 
to join the North Atlantic circulation.

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PROBLEMS OF THE 
ASTRONOMERS 


Forty years ago this was a com- 
fortable, homelike little universe. 

It was a relatively compact aggre- 
gation of a few billion stars, of which 
the sun was probably a fair average, 
often separated by only a few light 
years—the distance covered in a year 
by light traveling at a speed of about 
186,000 miles qa second. 

Today, it is thought by many as- 
tronomers, this whole system is only 
one of millions of such systems, each 
a fragment of a primeval, all-inclu- 
sive mass which exploded about four 
billion years ago and whose pieces 
still are flying away from each other 
at enormous speeds. 

The period of this widened out- 
look, especially the decade since the 
end of the war, has brought revolu- 
tionary developments in the astron- 
omer’s ability to observe, such as 
better telescopes, better photography, 
better instruments of all sorts, and 
better means of mathematical anal- 
ysis. Concepts of space and time have 
been approximately doubled, and a 
great new field of research has opened 
since the discovery of radio wave 
emissions from all sorts of celestial 
objects. 

The results of new observational 
techniques have demolished many of 
the “certainties” of past generations, 
and astronomers still stand at the 
edge of a vast unknown, facing a 
host of new problems. 

A survey of the enormous amount 
of work which remains to be done 
within the present astronomical hori- 
zons was recently published by the 
Astrophysical Observatory of the 
Smithsonian Institution in the first 
of a new series of publications. 

“New Horizons in Astronomy,” edi- 
ted by Dr. Fred L. Whipple, Director 
of the Observatory, consists of a new 
series of articles on the roads ahead 
in all fields of astronomy and covers 
problems ranging from the effects of 
solar radiation on terrestrial weather 
to the time and space magnitudes of 
creation. Each article is written by 
one of the foremost American au- 
thorities in the field.

ANCIENT REPTILES 
Scourges of inland waters through 
most of the Northern Hemisphere 170 
million years ago were 4-footed croco- 
dile-like creatures with noses almost 
on the tops of their heads. These 
were the phytosaurs, ancient reptiles 


' 6 to 20 feet long, believed to belong 


to a group ancestral to the giant dino- 
saurs that evolved somewhat later. 
Fossil remains of a 12-foot-long spe- 
cimen, obtained in exchange from the 
University of Texas, now are being 
prepared for exhibition by Smithso- 
nian Institution paleontologists. 

Like the crocodiles, the phytosaurs 
remained quadrupedal, but there is 
evidence of a decided shortening of 
the front limbs after they took up 
an aquatic way of life.

Firing for Sound and Pictures! 


In their attempts at realism re- 
cording companies have tended more 
and more to use the genuine arti- 
cle, as witness the use of a French 
cannon at the United States Military 
Academy, West Point, N. Y., for a 
recent recording of the 1812 Over- 
ture. In this instance a single can- 
non was fired repeatedly until a good 
tape was made, this then was played 
over itself many times to give the 
illusion of many guns firing sporad- 
ically as they are supposed to in the 
Overture. In an effort to acquire a 
similar realism for their recently re- 
leased album, the Columbia Record- 
ing Company gathered together their 
engineers, their Recording Director, 
Howard Scott, and members of vari- 
ous Civil War Rifle Teams to record 
a sound such as heralded the begin- 
ning of the Grand Review of the 
Union Armies down Pennsylvania 
Avenue in Washington, D. C., in 1865, 
The album, THE UNION, by Rich- 
ard Bales, musical director of the 
National Gallery of Art in Wash- 
ington, who had already received 
fame as the composer of THE CON- 
FEDERACY about a year previous. Ac- 
cordingly on August 15, 1957, mem- 
bers of both Union and Confederate 
Rifle Teams (the latter wore Union 
suits for the occasion) of the gen- 


eral vicinity gathered at the place 
of the Battle of Bull Run (or Man- 
assas as the Southerners call it), now 
the Manassas National Battlefield 
Park of the National Park System to 
make sounds and to “act” for the 
cameras, With the cooperation of the 
National Park Service use was made 
of a 12-pounder howitzer made by 
Cyrus Alger Co. in Boston in 1861 
and now part of the park property 
(see photo). Using equipment owned 
by various members for such or sim- 
ilar cannon the various participants 
brought out their artillery manuals 
for firing, and then the fun began. 
It’s one thing to read over directions, 
but often more difficult to follow them 
—and so some compromises as to in- 
terpretation and methods had to be 
made before even a single shot could 
be fired. 

Using ammunition based essentially 
on Civil War pattern, but using mod- 
ern materials, the first shot was 
fired using a long lanyard. While em- 
brittlement from age is often found 
in bronze or brass we didn’t fear 
such fracture in the tube, but rather 
were concerned with the cast iron 
earriage. While the original car- 
riages were made of wood, it has 
been common practice in _ historic 
areas for some years now to replace

these with such made of iron—they 
don’t rot away as do the wood, they 
make the gun less easily moved by 
the traveling tourist, and they are 
cheaper. Building a heavy wooden 
carriage involves quite a cost in mate- 
rials and labor,and skilled labor which 
knows how such a carriage should 
be constructed is also somewhat 
scarce. The gun and carriage held 
up well for the first shot and it was 
decided to go through the firing with 
the men around the gun as in actual 
firing practice. A normal gun crew 
in those days consisted of 7-9 men, 
each with a specific task to do. These 
positions are: 

1. RAMMER — Swabs bore between 
shots to kill any sparks. Forces ball 
into barrel in loading operations. 

2. LOADER — Receives ammo. from 
ammunition runner and forces into 
muzzle, when rammer takes over. 

38. VENT MAN — During swabbing 
operation places thumb over vent 
hole (primer hole) to keep water from 
entering. After swabbing is complet- 
ed, and before shot is placed in bar- 
rel he mechanically cleans out vent. 
After charge is in place he pricks 
the powder bag. 

4, LANYARD MAN — During swab- 
bing prepares for firing by attach- 
ing primer to lanyard. After load- 
ing, inserts primer in vent hole, and 
after command for “fire’ is given, 
yanks at friction primer and ignites 
charge. 

5. AMMUNITION CARRIER — Sort of 
a runner between the ammunition 
caisson and the loader. The ammu- 
nition is purposely left well behind 
the gun to reduce the danger of its 
being set off by the cannon’s explo- 
sion. 

6. CAISSON MAN — Issues ammu- 
nition to carrier. Two, sometimes 
three other men are involved and 
these are the Chief-of-Piece who su- 
pervises the overall functioning of 
the cannon, the Gunner, who gives 
the immediate loading and firing di- 
rections, and a trail man who aids 
in the aiming of the piece by shift- 
ing the gun latterly by means of the 
trail. 

The firing was done with a plas- 
ter ball which weighed in the over- 
all about 3 pounds rather than tne 
regulation 12 pound cast iron shot; 
it measured about 4.62 inches in di- 
ameter which is bore diameter or a 
little less for the howitzer, a con- 
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crete sabot was strapped to its base 
to give greater weight and compres- 
sion to give a better sound; the pow- 
der charge was reduced from the 
standard 1% pound to % pound and 
a mixture of equal parts of FFFG 
and FG black powder was used. Even 
with this reduced load and the heavy 
earriage the gun moved back 4-6 
inches with each shot and we can 
well imagine its movement under ac- 
tual firing conditions. 

While a regulation trained crew 
could fire as many as 10 rounds per 
minute we did not fire this rapidly 
because our purpose was to get gooa 
sounds and pictures, the first for tne 
Recording Company; the second for 
the National Park Service which took 
both black and white and colored 
stills and motion pictures. These lat- 
ter will find use in some of the Park 
Service Civil War Battlefield areas, 
and will serve too, as good refer- 
ences. 

While the human ear can compen-

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in his relationship to a source of 
sound some of our electronic devices 
cannot, and the first shot with the 
microphone placed in front and to 
the side of the muzzle of the gun, per- 
haps thirty to forty feet away, came 
over as a blank. Explanation — the 
blast “closed” the microphone’s dia- 
phragm so that no sound was record- 
ed. Successive placings of the pick-up 
resulted in some extremely unique ana 
unusual effects and it was possible 
to hear the ball’s sound bouncing off 
various objects in its flight. Good re- 
cordings were obtained and we went 
home feeling that our day’s work, 
though a hot one, was worth the ef- 
fort. We had fired some ten shots, 
and had obtained some very good 
tapes, but unfortunately we were to 
be somewhat taken aback by what 
the sound engineers finally did to 
these sounds. In the album the can- 
non shot which should be very loud 
to announce the opening of this big 
event is almost imperceptible, and on- 
ly by turning up the volume ter- 
rifically can one hear the cannon, 
much less the voice of the gunner. 
Someone has described the cannon 
shot as “sounding like a flaw on the 
record”—and this is truly what the 
effect is, This is unfortunate because 
the album itself is a splendid thing 
for the music lover and for the mili- 
tary music lover, and is replete with 
some 45 pages of text and many orig- 
inal photos.

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JEAN HEIDER’S GHICAGO COLLECTION 


By JEAN HEIDER 


My Chicago collection was started 
25 years ago, and today numbers over 
12,000 cards of which 10,000 are old. 
By comparing the modern cards with 
the old, one can readily see the magic 
growth of our city over the years. 
And the beauty wrought by our city 
planners in turn makes way for 
new plans for the air and atomic 
age of the future. No better record 
can be had of the changing times 
in Chicagoland than that from the 
pictorial data on post cards. 

Beginning in 1892 with the older 
sets of Private Mailing and Semi- 
postal cards, the various sets issued 
for the World Columbian Exposition 
are real pioneers. Another pioneer is 
the set of 12 by the American Souv- 
enir Co., issued in 1897. An early set 
by Henry Gundling is still incomplete. 
Emil Pinnau of Leipsig, Germany, 
issued a nice set of multiples in col- 
or. Arthur Straus, Livingston, and 
several other early publishers con- 
tributed their share to the early post 
card record. 

The best set of cards depicting the 
early history of Chicago was issued 
by the Central Trust Co. (Bank in 
Chicago). The colorful picture post 
ecards of Chicago’s history were rep- 
licas of the paintings from the walls 
of the old Central Trust. 

Acmegraph published a set of Chi- 
cago motto cards—“I W1LL”—a very 
appropriate motto for our city and 
popular with collectors. Chicago pub- 
lisher sets which I cherish are the 
V. Hammons, Franklin, Old Kropp, 
Old Curteich, Koelling and Klap- 
penback, P. Schmidt, S. H. Knox, 
and others of which I have only a 
few. Then there are nice lots of 
Tuck’s Oilettes, Detroits, Old Illus- 
trated, Lithograph, Bosselman, Leigh- 
ton-Valentine, Polychrome and Acme- 
graphs. My novelty cards of Chica- 
go are also interesting. These com- 
prise old leathers, novelty make of 
odd materials or trimmed with the 
same, old folding panoramas, tinsels, 
beaded, embossed, etc. 

Many special views are not to be 
found in color sets, but in black and 





white photographic. Among these are 
such dramatic events asthe Old Pio- 
neer Aviation Meet in 1911, the East- 
land Disaster, the Iroquois Theater 
Fire, and the Great Chicago Fire. 
Rare old Aviation Pioneer cards In- 
clude St. Croix Johnstone, who on 
flight over Chicago was drowned in 
Lake Michigan August 15, 1911, Great 
International Aviation Meet in Chi- 
cago, 1911. Also there is a card on 
Brookings successful pioneer flight, 
September 18, 1910.—First plane over 
Chicago and First flight Chicago to 
Springfield, Ill. William Badger 
another pioneer aviator lost his life 
when his plane crashed. Post cards 
record many other records that were 
made or broken during this period 
of daring pioneer aviation by pilots 
of that day that paved the way for 
aviation progress. 

From the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety Museum can be had many his- 
torical cards of Chicago, which in- 
clude many of early inventions, pio- 
neer settlements, and much Lincolnia- 
na. Other Chicago Museums add their 
quota, and Chicago post cards old 
and new are still plentiful and sell 
at moderate prices. Chicago also has 
a fine post card club with over 450 
members, the Windy City Postcard 
Club. Many albums of rare “Finds” 
have been had at antique shows in 
our Conrad Hilton Hotel. 

The quest and finding of old rari- 
ties is the thrilling part of collect- 
ing. 


The cards of the Central Trust Co. 
of Illinois mentioned by Mrs. Heider 
are quite worthwhile. We count our- 
selves very fortunate to have a full 
set (16). The pictures were painted 
by Lawrence C. Earle, and are of 
the following subjects: Winter Quar- 
ters of Father Marquette, 1674; The 
First Fort Dearborn built in 1803; 
The Kinzie House near Fort Dear- 
born. 1804; The Chicago River near 
Wolf Point, 1833; the Last Council 
of the Pottawatomies in 1833; the 
First Bridge across the Chicago Riv- 
er, 1834; the First Railway Station

Our collection of five hundred Chi- 
cago cards is very skimpy ‘as com- 
pared to Mrs. Heider’s. Yet, we find 
some of ours are quite worthwhile. 
Among the Detroits are the Rush 
Street Bridge, 1900; the Grant Monu- 
ment, 1901; the Chicago Stock Yards, 
1902; the Auditorium and Annex, 
1908; and a driveway in Lincoln 
Park, 1907. 

Very interesting cards by B. Sebas- 
tian are of the Fritz Reuter Monu- 
ment in Humboldt Park, and the 
Board of Trade at La Salle Street 
and Jackson Boulevard. An Alfred 
Holzmann card pictures the Loop, 
looking East from 5th Avenue, Illus- 
trated cards are of the Band Stand 
in Garfield Park. Two old Curteich 
ecards show the First National Bank 
and Champlain Building and Boston 
Store. Bosselman cards show the IIli- 
nois Central Railway Depot—all be- 
fore 1907. 

We find that we also have some 
few of the “I WILL” cards. They in- 
clude the County Hospital, S. Water 
Street, and the White City Amuse- 
ment Park. 

Among our Hammond ecards are: 
the Chicago Arena—largest Ice Skat- 
ing Palace in the World; Refectory 
and boat landing in Lincoln Park; 
East Towers of the Municipal Pier; 
the Business Section of Chicago, look- 
ing east over the Chicago River; a 
beautiful fountain in Lincoln Park; 
the Lagoon in Washington Park; the 
Vaudeville in North Plaza, White 
City; the (gld) Historical Society 
building; Passenger Terminal of the 
Chicago and Northwestern Ry.; Peo- 
ples Gas Building; Michigan Ave- 
nue; Noon Hour on State Street; Chi- 
cago Academy of Sciences; Clark 
Street; Field Columbian Museum; 
Marshall Fields; the Coliseum; City 
and Lake from Majestic Building 
(with circuit camera); Cobb Lecture 
Hall, U. of Chicago; State and Madi- 
son; Humboldt Park; Art Institute: 
Beach Hotel; Public Library, and 
McKinley High School. 

Two interesting advertising cards 
of 1906 are from the Franco-Amer- 
ican Hvgienic Co. Koelling and Klap- 
penback cards show views of boats 
on the Chicago River and the Rock 
Island Elevators. It is interesting te 
see what harbor entrance looked like 
in 1909. what Sears Roebuck and Co. 
looked like in 1913. and the Polk 
Street Depot and the Union Depot 
at South Canal and Adams, and 
State Street in 1909. 

There are views of all sorts of 
buildings—like the U.S. Life Boat 
Station at the Mouth of the Chica- 
go River; the Women’s Temple; New 
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Hotel Brevoort, 1909; the Rector 
Building, 1913; Illinois Training 
School for Nurses, 1910; the Palmer 
House, 1910; Auditorium Hotel, and 
Hotel La Salle. 

From the parks, old views show: 
Humboldt Park Rose Garden; Jack- 
son Park Beach, Japanese Tea Houses 
on Wooded Island; Lincoln Park For- 
mal Gardens and Conservatory, Prom- 
enade; Garfield Park Administration 
Building, Laurel Garden Conservato- 
ry, Drinking Fountain and Lake: 
Washington Park tulip beds; Rustic 
Bridge, and Douglas Park Lagoon. 

Several interesting older cards are 
views of the Stock Yards; Lincoln 
Fields Race Course; Drexel Boule- 
vard, and of the Field Museum of 
Natural History. 

Cards of the 30's and 40’s picture 
Michigan Avenue; the Merchandise 
Mart; the City Hall and County 
Building; the Furniture Mart; Mor- 
rison Hotel; Navy Pier; Adler Plane- 
tarium; Brookfield Zoo; Board of 
Trade, and the Tribune Tower. 

Among the interesting modern 
cards of Chicago are those put out 
by the American Colortype Co. We 
have by no means a complete set. 
The numbers run from 201 to 3819, 
but we have only 22. They are num- 
bered and labeled on the picture side, 
have a white border, and are on a 
good lightweight linen stock. Among 
the views are Lions in front of the 
Art Institute; Chicago City of Tow- 
ers; cut-away view of Chicago Sub- 
way; World’s Most Beautiful Plaza, 
Grant Park; South Water Market; 
Municipal ‘Airport; Union Stock 
Yards; Wrigley Field, Home of the 
Cubs; "Burnham Park Harbor; Mu- 
seum of Science and Industry, etc. 
This company also makes many nice 
unnumbered views of hotels and res- 
taurants. 

“Colour Picture” cards in linen fin- 
ish are interesting. The Chicago num- 
bers run from 2 to 52. Among the 
views are the Buckingham Memorial 
Fountain at night: the Wrigley Build- 
ing and Tribune Tower; Oak Street 
and Beach where Lake Shore Drive 
meets North Michigan Avenue; Wack- 
er Drive and the Chicago River: Gen- 
eral Night Scene bv Wacker Drive: 
the Chicago Civic Opera; the Hull 
House; Aerial View of the Chicago 
River and Loop, looking South along 
the Lake Front: Night Scene at the 
Band Shell in Grant Park, and the 
Steel Mills at Gary and South at 
Nicht. 

Tichnor cards with blue borders 
are mostly city views with linen fin- 
ish from the 40‘s. 

Curteich Views are in greatest 
numbers in our collection. Ours run 
from 106 to 215, Chicago numbers, 
and many others with only the C. T. 
numbers. Among these views are: 
the Drake; Belmont Harbor: Mu- 
seum of Science and Industries: the 
Shedd Aquarium; Merchandise Mart 
at Night: Fountain of Time; Sunken 
Garden; Palmer House; Lincoln Park 
Lagoon: Conservatory, Washington 
Park; Bird’s-Eye view of Downtown 
Chicago; Flower Beds in both Hum- 
boldt and Garfield Parks; Wacker 
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Drive and the Chicago River at Night; | 
Diversey Harbor; the Public Library; 
Dearborn Street Station; University 
of Chicago; Michigan Avenue North 
from the River; Outer Drive Link / 
Bridge; Old Water Tower; Elk’s Me- | 
morial; Maxwell Street; South Shore 
Drive; Air View with Illinois Central 
Depot in foreground; Bird House at 
Brookfield Zoo; Bird’s-Eye View of | 
Grant Park; Skyline of Chicago from | 
Grant Park; Band Concert in Band 
Shell; Old Water Tower at night; 
Daily News Building, and Chicago 
Historical Society (new building), 

The Chicago Historical Society, 
founded in 1856, is very interesting, 
The present building is located at 
Lincoln Park and North Avenue. It 
houses thousands of maps, docu- 
ments, portraits pertaining to Chica- 
go, the Northwest Territory, and the 
United States. 

Among our most modern cards are | 
many views of hotels: the Atlantic, | 
Conrad Hilton, La Salle, Shoreland, | 
Palmer House, Del Prado, Lawson 
Y.M.C.A., Drexel View, the Sherman, 
Commodore, Bismarck, and Edgewa- 
ter Beach. 

There are many cards showing in- 
terior views of famous dining rooms, 
restaurants, ete.—the Victorian Room 
at the Palmer House, Club Flamingo, 
Henrici’s, New Orleans Room at Yon- 7 
kers, the New Forum Cafeteria, Niel- 
sen’s, Normandy House Restaurant, 
Tradewinds, Ireland Oyster House, 
the Buttery at the Ambassador, Red 
Star Inn, New Amsterdam Room at!

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GEMS and MINERALS 
Collecting Around the Apple Capitol 


Wenatchee is justly famed as the 
Apple Capitol of the World. But 
there are other things that are of in- 
terest—especially to a Rockhound. 
Gladding, McBean & Co., have unique 
brick-clay pits each of the Columbia 
River, opposite Wenatchee. The clay 
from these pits (easily seen from 
Wenatchee), when fired, gives a great 
variety of color. 

The noted Northern Life Tower of 
Seattle’s metropolitan section, is en- 
tirely faced with bricks from this 
source. The interesting feature of 
them js that they permit gradual col- 
or change from dark gray-brown to 
light cream. So the Northern Life 
Tower has the dark brick facing at 
the street level, with lighter and light- 
er brick each floor, until at the 38rd 
story, they are almost white. The 
natural clays are of many shades, 
white, tan, gray, pink, salmon, etc. 

The geology of this deposit indi- 
cates that at some time a natural 
dam made a lake of the Columbia not 
far below this point, and the quiet 
water allowed these fine silt layers to 
deposit. Above the clay where soil 
does not cover, there is basalt—a 
part of the great Columbia Basalt 
flow, the largest in the Nation. 

These vary from visicular types to 
columnar. They rise in quite level 
layers to the top of Badger Moun- 
tain some 8000 feet above sea level. 
With Wenatchee’s elevation about 600 
feet, this means nearly a half mile 
of basalt thickness. On the east side 
of the Columbia River a quarter of 
a mile north of the old Columbia 
River bridge, that carries the irriga- 
tion pipes, a wnique eddy situation of 
the river currents caused the rocks 
on the floor of the river to slide about 
on one another and thus to wear flat. 
They were surprisingly uniform in 
diameter, with an average size of 
9 inches and 1% to 2 inches thick. 
Many people gathered them to use 
as stepping stones in their lawns. 
One enterprising rancher built an en- 
tire retaining wall of them which 
can be seen as you drive north of the 
Sunset Highway about a quarter of 
a mile north of the bridges. In fact,

this wall is a good point to locate 
the origin in the river as it is direct- 
ly opposite. 

The highest mountain about Wenat- 
chee’s basin is Burch Mountain, over 
a mile high. Here some nice rose 
quartz can be found. In the early 
days it was quite an adventure to 
take a model T Ford to the top of 
Burch Mountain. You had to take 
about three radiator fillings, as your 
Ford would boil three-fourths of the 
way up. Once there, you find that 
the top is an extensive plateau type 
of terrain, with open park-like trees 
and fine grassy meadows. On the way 
up, stop at the famous Owme Rock 
Gardens and be amazed at what one 
family did with a bare rocky cliff. 

West of Wenatchee at the lower 
level is Castle Rock that closely re- 
sembles a castle. Back of this rises 
Twin Peaks. They are only slightly 
lower than Burch Mountain. Here 
are old metamorphosed rocks and one 
may find interesting prospecting for 
pegmatite minerals. Near the north 
end of Burch Mountain on a small 
ridge, excellent travertine or Mex- 
ican onyx occurs. This material is 
suitable for desk sets, spheres and 
other ornamental objects and fluo- 
resces under ultra violet lamps. 


Wenatchee Mountain lies directly 
south of Wenatchee and attains an 
elevation of almost five thousand feet. 
It is the highest known lava flow in 
the State of Washington. Its gradual 
slope from the Columbia River on the 
east, to its summit, will one day 
make it one of the great scenic drives 
of the West. Being basalt, it is the 
host of the quartz family minerals. 
Agates of the true onyx type, visi-

Early Printing 


Books like proverbs, receive their 
chief value from the stamp and 
esteem of ages through which they 
have passed,

The earliest arrangement resem- 
bling the modern book is two wood- 
en tablets joined together at the back 
with wires. These tablets were coated 
on one side with wax, and on this 
letters were traced with a stylus. A 
raised margin was left around the 
edge of the wooden tablets to pre- 
vent the wax from rubbing. These 
were used by the Greeks and Romans. 

The papyrus plant furnished the 
first flexible writing paper, and it 
was written on with reeds dipped in 
gum water colored with soot. 

Next came the parchment made 
from skins of sheep. This was wound 
around a stick in the form of aq roll 
and called “volumen.” From this 
comes our word “volume.” 

About the 9th century, paper made 
from cotton came into use. 

When linen paper was introduced 
we find the first real production of 
books. This paper was poor, of a 
brownish color, thick and rough, but 
many books produced at this time are 
marvels of skill and beauty. The writ- 
ing was done entirely by hand, and 
the writers were usually monks who 
spent all their time doing copy work.

The chapters and paragraphs had 
elaborate headlines and initials, often 
done in red and blue ink or even in 
gold. It took a scribe sometimes a 
year to make the average size book. 

Bookplates either printed or en- 
graved came into use in the last 
quarter of the 15th century and were 
usually hand painted. 

In 1494 Albrecht Durer, a German 
artist, famous for his prints and 
drawings, established his own studio 
in Nuremberg, and did woodcuts for 
the Apocalypse and Great Passion. 
In 1516 he originated the first en- 
graved book-plate. The design con- 
sisted of the owner’s ccat-of-arms. 
The first English designs were 
copied from the Germans, and con- 
tained coat-of-arms and _ mottoes. 
Then these were succeeded by the 
Chippendale style, which was lighter 
and more graceful. A still simpler de- 
sign known asthe Ribbon and Wreath 
followed this. The first American 
bookplates came from England. 


The work needed to produce a man- 
uscript was so great that when it was 
completed it became an heirloom. 


When the vellum leaves were fin- 
ished, the binder set to work. Val- 
ued volumes were often encased in 
gold and jewels. The monks of the 
9th and 10th centuries were very 
clever at working in precious metals, 
St. Dunstan being chosen the patron 
saint of the goldsmiths. 

An example of the 11th century 
was a prayer book bound in gold, 
jewels and enamel. The central sub- 
ject represented the Crucifixion, the 
Virgin and St. John being on each 
side of the Cross. Above it were the 
veiled busts of Apollo and Diana. A 
jeweled frame of colored enamel was 
built high around the central sub- 
ject, and the angels were filled with 
enamelled emblems of the Evange- 
lists. The ground of the whole design 
was made beautiful by threads and fo- 
liations of gold wire. 


In 15th century prayer books the 
leather covering was lengthened be- 
yond the margin of the boards, and 
the loose flap of skin gathered in a 
large knot by the end. When the 
book was closed and fastened, the 
leather flap was passed under the 
girdle and the knot brought over it 
to prevent slipping. 

Law books and records had strong 


boards for covers. Sometimes these 
were covered with hog-skin and re- 
intorced with bosses of metal, Paper 
books were often covered with thick 
pig-skin, and stitched at the back 
with strong leather thongs. 

After the invention of printing li- 
braries were able to provide them- 
selves with more volumes. The devel- 
opment of books and printing was 
rapid and diverse, and collectors were 
able to secure through large-scale 
production many examples of excel- 
lent book binding.

Frames of single cards exhibited 
showed the many beautiful famous 
paintings which hang in art galleries 
throughout the world. There were 
also frames of cards showing fa- 
mous and rare art pieces now in 
museums, including old glass, Chi- 
nese pottery, and other media of rare 
age and process. 

A. Dougherty, before he gave up 
card manufacturing, issued q series 
of narrow cards which was a new 
idea at that time. It showed flow- 


ers, some of the rarest included tiger

lilies, pansies, poinsettias, red and 
yellow roses, and others. 

A frame of 19th century English 
square corner cards which showed 
the very beautiful issues from 1840 
to 1895, was awarded a first ribbon 
which was well selected according to 
the comments of those who viewed 
them. 

The Ben Hur movie deck of 
1915 with the scene of the famous 
chariot race on the back and the 
photo of a leading actor or actress 
on the face of each card was award- 
ed a first in its group, and a beauti- 
ful stage deck of 1908 in pastel col- 
ors on the face pictured a star’s por- 
trait and autograph. This beautiful 
deck was awarded a second award. 

The Transformation decks, always 
popular, had their share of the spot- 
light in the exhibit. Harlequin No. 1, 
1879, and Harlequin No. 2, 1892, 
Joan of Are Transformation, both 
the French and English versions, ec. 
1850, Hustling Joe, Cetta’s “Karten 
Almanach” 1805, the first issue Osi- 
ander Transformation, 1818, Viennese 
artist, Olivette Transformation, 1828, 
printed from wood blocks. Comic 
Transformation issued 1850, England, 
on which all suit marks contain a 


caricature or comic face. This was | 


given first award by the judges and 


voted the grand award by popular | 


acclaim of the collectors. 


The “U.S. Political Deck,” in the | 
same group is quite an unusual item [| 
as the back shows the leading news- | 


papers of the time, 1887. And the 


Court cards are caricatures of the | 


leading political figures, Benjamin 


Harrison and Grover Cleveland are the x 


King of Hearts and King of Spades. 


(See Hargraves, p. 353). England is- | 
sued two decks of this type, but this — 


is the only one issued in the U.S. 


that is strictly political. It should & 


have had an award, but what can the 
judges do when they have only three 
ribbons to award in a group of such 
rare decks! 

“Historical, Geographical and Edu- 
cational” classification included eight 
decks—all on a museum level, of 
which the “Horrid Popish Plot,’ 1679, 
is the earliest. It is the story of “The 
Titus Oates Plct,” which involved 
the killing of the king and put the 
blame and execution on the Protes- 
tants. Printed from copper plates. 

“South Sea Bubble Deck,” ce. 1721, 
was a satire on commercial companies 
which started in England in 1720. 
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Most of the wealthy persons were 
speculators. The cashier absconded. 
Each card has a sarcastic verse about 
it. 

“Beggar’s Opera,’ London, 1728, 
written by John Gay. Each ecard has 
one of the lyrics and the music of 
one of the airs of this opera, which 
enjoyed a century of popularity in 
England. 

“Geographical Deck,” 1820 by C. 
Hodges is a very beautiful deck. The 
Court cards are engraved, beautifully 
colored and in gold. Each suit rep- 
resents a Continent, which is shown 
on the ace. C. Hodge issued an 
“Astronomical Deck” in 1828, in fact 
two. One with suit signs, the other 
without, both equally rare. This issue 
needs no special colors to make it 
attractive. The issue shows the vari- 
ous constellations with four cards, to 
portray the Seasons (Hargraves, p. 
211). 

“Monitor and Merrimac” issue by 
A. Dougherty takes us back to Civil 
War days. The suit signs of two 
of the decks show the Monitor for 
one, and the Merrimac for the other. 
The “drummer boys” form another 
suit sign and the Zouvacs, the fourth 
suit. This is one of the rarest of the 
U.S. issues.

1814, is- 
sued under the restoration in honor 
of Napoleon’ s return. Copper plate en- 
graving, hand painted, Napoleon’s 
soldiers shown. 

“Crimean War,” c. 1860, shows 
views of the eight most important 
battles and the Court cards show 
rulers and top military figures of the 
countries involved. 

There were frames of Russian 
cards, Czechoslovakian, a deck issued 
for the Congo (Netherlands Colony), 
ete. 

There was a beautiful issue of Ita- 
lian cards, hand painted, full length 
figures, c. 1850, which of course, was 
awarded a ribbon; as was a musical 
deck, “Jeu de Cartes Musical,” a 
deluxe by M. Berton, beautifully ex- 
ecuted and highly colorful, circa 1850. 

There were several exhibits of 
Tarot cards, the most interesting in- 
cluding an early Italian issue of ec. 
1700. Design on back iis printed from 
a wood block. The back is folded over 
the face to make a border. Cards are 
hand colored (Hargraves, p. 231). 
Given a First Award ribbon. Anoth- 
er interesting deck was made in Vien- 
na. It depicted the Kaiser, Franz Jo- 
sef I on a hunting trip, circa 1858. 
(See Hargraves, p. 141). 

Theater Tarots by Joseph Glanz, 
Vienna, c. 1863. Court cards show 
theatrical characters wearing the cos- 
tumes of their roles. A set of Mlle. Le 
Normand Fortune Telling which is 
a copy of one of the early sets was 
shown. Lottery sets, one with a red 
satin back and hand colored cards 
are beautiful. 

One of the most interesting “Game” 
decks is “Punch,” which won a First 
‘Award in this group. (See recent is- 
sue of HOBBIES Magazine for pic- 
tures and article on this deck). 

So many interesting decks were 
shown, that it is impossible to de- 
scribe them all. 

Members from all over the country 
attend this convention at the Conrad 
Hilton, Chicago, each year and meet- 
ings are stimulating and many new 
friendships are made and old ones 
renewed.

OUTDOOR MINIATURE 
DISPLAYS 


Within recent years, few modern 
exhibitions, such as flower shows or 
fairs, have been without a minia- 
ture display of some type, usually an 
entire model city, part of a resi- 
dential or a_ business _ district. 
Throughout the middle west, signs 
along the highways invite tourists 
to view “the smallest city in the 
world,” which usually proves to be 
an outdoor display of small build- 
ings grouped around a miniature 
railroad. There are many such ex- 
hibits in southern Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio. The best known outdoor 
display is in Traverse City, Mich. 

On what was once the sawdust 
pile of a huge sawmill, close to the 
heart of the business section is a 
replica of Traverse City in minia- 
ture. The model contains nearly two 
hundred structures, a sawmill, air- 
port, passenger and logging trains, 
the animation operated by a coin 
machine. Behind the miniature city 
is the story of the showman, the 
late Con Foster, former assistant 
treasurer of the Barnum and Bailey 
Circus, who found himself in this 
small city as theater manager, far 
from the big top and sawdust rings.

MANNINGHAM 


Coat-of-Arms 


ARMS: Sable a fesse ermine, in chief 
three griffins’ heads erased or. 
e 


This Coat-of-Arms is ascribed to 
Henry Manningham and his sister 
Mary, wife of Robert Blackwell, from 
Kent to New York, circa 1660. It is 
found in the Roll of Arms (#403) 
published by the New England His- 
toric Genealogical Society. 

Burke’s General Armory (1884) 
also ascribes this Armorial Bearing 
to the Manninghams of Kent Co., 
England, and adds: 


CREST: Out of a ducal coronet Or, 
a talbot’s head gules collared. or, 
lined sable. 


A sketch of the Arms and the 
Crest, and a pedigree of the Maning- 
ham family is found in Berry’s Pedi- 
grees of the Families of Kent, pub- 
lished in 1830; and the same pedigree 
in Latin is published in the Harleian 
Society Publications (1898), as found 
in the Visitation of Kent taken in 
the years 1619-1621. However, this 
last reference reverses the colors of 
the crest, and the description is as 
follows: 


“Out of a ducal coronet gules a tal- 
bot’s head or, collared, studded and 
ringed of the first (color named) with 
a line reflexed behind the neck and 
nowed sable. This blazon adds studs 
to the collar and a black leash curved 
over and around the back of the dog 
and tied in a knot (nowed). Burke 
gives the same Coat-of-Arms for the 
Maninghams seated at Fendrayton, 
co. Cambridge and co. Kent with 
another slight variation: “Out of a 
ducal coronet argent a talbot’s head 
or, collared and lined gules at the 
end of the line a bow-knot.” 


Berry’s pedigree starts with Thom- 
as Maningham of Luton, co. Bed- 
ford, father of John Maningham of 
Baldock, co. Herts who married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of ....Butler of 
Waisley in the same county; their son 
Robert of Fenney-Drayton, co. Kent, 
married Joanna, daughter of 
Fisher of Bedlow in the parish of 
Clophill; their son John Maningham, 
Esq. of Malling, co. Kent married 
Anne, daughter of William Curle, one 
of the auditors of his Majesty’s 
Court of Wards; and they had issue 
two sons and three daughters: Rich- 
ard, son and heir, aged eleven years 
and upwards in 1619; John, second 
son, aged three years and upwards 
1619; Susanna, Anne, and Elizabeth. 


I found nothing to connect the Man- 
ninghams of New York with the Man- 
ingham pedigree in Kent. If only the 
Roll of Arms would list reasons and 
authorities! 


Robert Blackwell is first found en- 
gaged as a merchant at Elizabeth- 
town, N. J., from which place he re- 
moved to Newtown, Queens County, 
New York, in 1676, being then a 
widower with several children. Con- 
tracting a marriage in the above year 
with Mary Manningham of Mannings 
Island, in the East River, he estab- 
lished his residence on said island 
and changed the name to Blackwell’s 
Island. It originally bore the name 
of Verken (or Hog) Island and was 
first granted in 1651 to Capt. Francis 
Fyn, a Dutch officer who several 
years after acquired near a hundred 
acres of land, lying opposite the said 
island in Newtown. After the con- 
quest of the country by the English, 
this farm and island were confiscated 
as belonging to a subject of Hol- 
land, and in 1668 the whole was 
granted to Capt. John Manning, the 
person whose sword was broken over 
his head in surrendering New York 
to the Dutch. Mr. Blackwell became 
vroprietor of the above island and 
farm and they remained in the fam- 
ily until] about 1850. He died in or 
about 1717. Robert Blackwell had two 
children by his first wife: Robert who 
died in 1757 at Hopewell, N. J..; and 
Ann, wife of Jacob Reeder. By his 
second wife, Mary Manningham, he 
had: Bridget, wife of Samuel Hallet: 
Thomas. Francis. Walter, Henrv; Ly- 
dia, wife of Joseph Hallet; Sarah, 
wife of John Elsworth; Susannah, 
wife of Thomas Alsop; Jacob (born 
8/4/1692) who married in 1711, Ma- 
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ry (1687-1748) the daughter of Capt, 
William Hallet, and died in Astoria 
in 1744; and Mary, (Reference: Ri- 
ker’s Annals of Newtown, N. Y.) 

Mather’s Refugees of 1776 from 
Long Island to Connecticut, states 
“The confusion in the names of Man. 
ningham and Manning has recently 
been cleared up by obtaining a copy 
of the will of Capt. John Manning. 
In this will he states that ‘after the 
decease of the said John Manning 
and Bridget his wife, or the longer 
liver of them, then to the use and 
behoof of Mary Manningham, the 
daughter of said Bridget by a former 
husband.’ It is apparent that Capt. 
Manning’s step-daughter did not as- 
sume his name, but retained the name 
of her own father.” 


Jacob, son of Jacob and Mary (Hal- 
let) Blackwell, served in the French 
and Indian War. He was a Colonel 
in the Queens County Militia of the 
Colony 1775-6. He was a delegate 
from Queens County to the Ist, 3rd 
and 4th Provincial Congresses; a 
Member of the Committee of Corres- 
pondence of that County, and he was 
a Deputy to the Provincial Congress 
which elected delegates to the Conti- 


nental Congress. He was born in 1717; § 


married February 19, 1755 to Lydia 


Hallet, of Hallet’s Cove, now Astoria, | 


Long Island; and he died in 1780. His 
residence was in what was after- 
ward called Ravenswood, Long Is- 


land, opposite the present Blackwell’s 7 
Island. In Revolutionary times his | 
property was confiscated by the Brit- 7 
ish; and in consequence the door of 
his residence bore the mark of a trai- | 


tor. He fled to Hopewell, N. J. When 
the house was pulled down in 1903, 
the door was removed to the Jamaica 
Historical Society. He had sons Jo- 
seph, James and Jacob. 


Lippincott’s Geographical Gazet- 
teer (1893) adds some interesting in- 
formation: “Blackwell’s Island in the 
city of New York, a long narrow is- 


land of 120 acres, in the East River | 


between New York and Long Island 
City. It is the site of several public 
asylums and hospitals and of a city 
penitentiary. At its north extremity 
is a lighthouse.” “Astoria, Long Is- 
land, a former village in Queens 
County, New York, is on the East 
River nearly five miles northeast of 
Brooklyn. It now constitutes the 4th 
and 5th wards of Long Island City.” 


A search of the indices at New- 
berry Library in Chicago failed to 
turn up any information concerning 
Henry Manningham, the brother of 
Mary. Did he marry, have children, 
or even remain in this country? A 
check of the 1790 census records for 
thirteen states did not produce even 
one “Head of a Family” bearing the 
name. The current Chicago Telephone 
Directory and the Chicago Suburban 
Directory list no one with the name 
Manningham/Maningham. 


But in any case, the descendants of 
Mary (Manningham) Blackwell—and 
there seem to be many—will be in- 
terested in this month’s Armorial 
Bearing. 
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INTERPRETATION 


A black (sable) shield on which is 
charged a horizontal band (fesse) of 
ermine across the center third of the 
shield. Charged on the upper one- 
third of the shield (in chief) are 
three gold (or) griffins’ heads fore- 
ibly torn from the body (erased). 
Crest: Out of a ducal coronet of gold 
(or) ared (gules) talbot’s dog’s head 
with a collar of gold (or) lined with 
black (sable). 

The fesse is one of the nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries, 
straight sided figures one-third the 
width of the shield, first symbols used 
to identify men encased in armour. 
The fesse, or band borne in the cen- 
ter of the shield, is the military belt 
or girdle of honour. 

The griffin is a creature with the 
head, wings and talons of an eagle 
and the body of a lion. It is one of 
the principal bearings in Heraldry. 
Guillim says that it “sets forth the 
property of a valorous soldier whose 
magnanimity is such that he will 
dare al] dangers, and even death it- 
self, rather than become captive.” It 
also symbolized vigilancy, and is 
found to be as old as the time of the 
Phoenicians. A part of any symbol 
always bears the same meaning as 
the whole. 

The ducal coronet anciently de- 
noted command. 

It has been observed that there is 
scarcely any virtue possessed by man 
that is not shared by the various 
kinds of dogs. The signification would 
be courage, vigilancy and loyal fidel- 
ity. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Sable, the fur lining 
of royal robes, signifies constancy and 
nobility; ermine, purity and nobil- 
ity; gold, generosity and elevation of 
mind; and red, courage and Mmagna- 
nimity. 

A Coat-of-Arms drawing is not con- 
sidered complete without the man- 
tling, and helmet, which the men 
wore in medieval times. The mantling,. 
representing the scarf thrown over 
the helmet for protection, is always 
the main color of the shield, lined 
with the main metal. The hero of 
the day was considered the one who 
returned with the worst rent man- 
tling, therefore it was honoured by 
being used as a decoration.

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THE GRANDLY GREAT 


Adam Forepaugh & Sells Brothers 


Several years ago I did a story for 
HOBBIES Magazine on the 1904 edi- 
tion of the Adam Forepaugh and 
Sells Brothers’ Circus. The article 
concerned itself with that show’s 
unique advertising techniques. But 
that was only a small portion of the 
story of that great enterprise. The 
acts which supported those advertis- 
ing claims are the rea] story behind 
that season. For the sake of conve- 
nience they can be divided into eight 
classes: 

Number 1— Equestrian Circus. 
Heading the stars of this division 
were THE BRUIN LECUSSONS. They 
were a family of seven who were mak- 
ing their first appearance in an Amer- 
ican cireus ring. 

Mons. HvuBERT was from France 
and exhibited combined bareback and 
sulky specialties. He presented jug- 
gling act novelties while being drawn 
full gallop around the hippodrome 
ring. 

OvuIKA MEERS was a bareback rider 
who had trouped in England prior to 
her 1904 tour in the United States. 

Oscar LOWANDE. The bareback horse- 
man hero of a family of male and 
female equestrians. 

Miss EMMA STICKNEY bore an hon- 
ored name. She was an exceptionally 
fine bareback artist. 

Harry LAMKIN. Worked both as 
principal bareback jockey and manege 
rider. 

WILLIAM GoRMAN. A_ bareback, 
jockey and hurdle rider. 

MADAME SHIPP. Bareback riding. 

ROBERT STICKNEY AND THE STICK- 
NEY STARS. In their great challenge 
united principal and hurdle eques- 
trian acts and evolutions. 

Number 2— Acrobatic Circus. The 
RENOWNED ROBERTS FAMILY of gym- 
nasts were headliners in this division. 
They were a family group. 

THE SEVEN EMINENT EDpys. Three 
men, three women and a boy who 
worked on an aerial stage as well as 
on the ground. 

THE NINE HUNGARIAN MAGYARS. 
They were a troupe of dancing acro- 
bats and melodists directed by Szar- 
vasi Frencz. Eva Szarvasi, Tozsi, 
Mariska, Tzuliska and Bzoske were 
the female vocalists. Pista, Antal, 
Trigzes, Szarvasi Frencez were the 
four masculine exponents of “Mus- 
cular Might.” They combined singing 
with acrobatic action. 

THE ROBERTS— FATHER AND SON.

This act worked a balancing feature 
that ended with a breakaway ladder.

“seeming superhuman physical elas- 
ticity has astounded the scientific 
world.

Weight lift- 
ing and display of “educated” mus- 
cles. 

Number 8 — Military Circus. This 
portion of the program was given 
over to THE AURORA ZOUAVES com- 
manded by Captain R. H. Tarbell who 
demonstrated precision, martial man- 
ual and drill. The New York Morn- 
ing Press hazarded the guess that 
“The Aurora Zouaves are mechan- 
ical devices, made in the shape of 
men, and moved simultaneously by 
electricity.” 

Number 4— Mid-Air Circus. THE 
RENOWNED ROBERTS FAMILY headed 
this division. The family consisted of 
two women, one man and a boy, who 
worked acrobatics ard tumbling. 

THE Four FLOATING CARMENS. Two 
men, two women — who, utilizing on- 
ly a wire, “so fine and elevated at 
such a height as to be invisible, seem 
very Ariels of the air-” walking, danc- 
ing, passing and repassing, playing 
leapfrog and making living pyramids 
in empty space. 

R. SERRA. The steel-nerved artist 
of the aerial rings. 

THE CENTRIFUGAL KINGS. In their 
great specia] head-turning, revolving 
ladder gymnastic whirls. 

MAMIE KLINE. In a brilliantly be- 
witching high wire principal per- 
formance. 

THE Four FLYING BANVARDS. In a 
quadruple aerial trapeze act, in which 
they toss one another to and from 
like footballs and perform casts and 
catches. 

BERTHA DortAN. “The wonder-evok- 
ing witch” of the pendulous rings. 

Number 5— Bicycle Circus. This 
part of the main performance was 
given over to “thril] acts” for the 
most part. ROVING RECKLAW started 
the proceedings with rough-rider tac- 
tics on bicycle and unicycle. 

DIAVOLO looped the loop at every 





performance on a bicycle. He rode 
down an incline that looped. His cos- 
tume was that of a devil. The Bar- 
num and Bailey Show of this same 
season had this same sort of an act 
in the person of Volo. 

PorTHOS was billed as the only 
chasm-vaulting cyclist. His special- 
ty was to ride down an incline which 
had a section removed at a strategic 
point. The momentum of his down- 
ward ride propelled him through the 
air and over the area of the missing 
section. The distance was supposedly 
fifty feet. Barnum and Bailey also 
had their chasm-vaulting cyclist 
known as Ancillotti. 

“CYCLONE” THE CYCLE PARADOX 
completed the trio of cycle daredevils. 
His act was to scale his cycle up the 
perpendicular side of a_ twelve-foot 
wide, high, circular track billed as 
“The Devil’s Chimney.” 

Number 6—Clown Circus. This 
clown alley was composed of THE 
MARTINEKS, LANCASTER, RECKLAW, 
WEstT, EMMETT, CLIFTON, Cook, MIA- 
Co BELL, HENRY, RoBBS, POWELL, SER- 
RA, VAN Deg, Two KELLys, SEGRIST, 
Two KINGS, VANDERBILT, WM. DutT- 
TON, JR., RYAN, ZORELLA AND JEN- 
KINS, 

Number 7 — The Track Circus. 
“Winged leaps, double somersaults 
and convulsing clown careens over 
herds of elephants and droves of 
horses. Many beautiful and artistic 
manege acts.”
